At that rime, there ap^H^ared in the 
country of Kappllaw'ot, a Budba, called Thakiamtini 
Paurana GandumOi Wbll-St he happened to traTcl throagh 
the Nantfa eonntry, with the two fold object of preadi* 
iiig tlie law and begging for his food, the ruler Laukata-' 
ra made great offerings to him. MeaiiwhilcT with a 
marked carne^Piea^^ he solicited at the feet of’'fhakiamu- 
ni, the ftivor of becamiugt at some future time, a Budlia 
as himBelf was outv He cxpreBscd the wish to he horn 
in the some country, from tlie same father and mother, 
to have for hia '^vife the verj' same Queen, to ride the 
mrti^ horse, to bo attended by the same cooipauions, and 
the same two great disciples of the right aud of the left. 
To this req^uest, ITiakiamnni replied in the aflirmative* 
but he added that an immense length of time bad as yet 
to elapse, ere the objects of his petition be fully granted.

When ITioodaudima was IS years of oge, his fiilUer 
kiiiir 'I’hiahauoo t:iilled eight PouiiIuls skilled m the science 
of aatrolocv, and directed them to go with^^ u large rehnue 
and splendid presents in senrch of a royal princcas, to be 
married to his son. The eight Poimhtis departed. They 
visited several countries, but all m vam; they could not find 
one Tiriuccsa worlhv of tUcLr master s son. At bust tliey 
came to the city of Dew alm. They had no s^ner arriv¬ 
ed in sight of it, tlian they saw many signsi which 
uosticatedthat, inthe city, wouhl be found an aceomphshed 
princess, in every respect, nualificd to become f 

tlie heir to the throne ofKapiIawot. .Vt that time tlr 
young JIaia had gone to enjoy herself in a garden outside 
dieSy. It was situated on a gently sloping ground cover¬ 
ed with all sorts of the finest and rarest trees. A small 
brook winding its course in various Uiredions, apre^'J on 
everv sped, with ite gently mnrmuring wiitera, a dchnous 
frcslincss. Thither the cojml messengers resorted- I Uev 
found the princess in themidstof her companiona.out 
them all in beauty, like the moon ^ong the stars. Admit¬ 
ted into her presence, the head of the deputation attemr>t- 
ed to speak and explain the object of his visit; but he w^ 

so much overwhelmed by the beauty, the graceful md dig¬ 
nified appoamuce oflhepriucesa, thuthisvmice failed him, 
and he minted s'lccessively three times. On each fi. th t 
came on him, aJtvcrai damsels ran to his assistance with 
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pitchers of fresh and brought him back to hla 

Bensea. HaTin|^ recovered his spirits^ the chief Poimha 
felt encourt^d by Bomc gra^icfnl iiiid kind words frota 
the lips of the Princefis. He cxplsimed to her, with tlie 
choicest cxpreBsions^ the object of his mission; and w ith a 
faltering and timid tone of voice, stated to her that he- hsid 
come to entreat her to accept present** froriij and the liimd 
of^ Prince 'nioodaudana.

Satbfied with the answer, the Pounhas reriredj and hast- 
ene<l to the palnec of king Eetzana, to w^hom they related 
all that had just happened. The king gTacionsly agreed 
to the proposal, and. in proof of his perfect satisfaction, 
Bcnt in rehim, a deputation, ivith many presents to Priin^e 
Thoodaudona and to his father. As might be expectedp 
the royal messengers were well received at Kapilawot. 
Thiahanoo and his son set o-ut, witli a countlesa retinue, 
for the city of Dewaha. In a mango trees grove, an im¬ 
mense building was erected, out of the city for their re¬ 
ception and accomodation; and in the middle of tliat build¬ 
ing, a spacious liall wiifl arranged with inlinite art, for the 
marriage ceremony. l\Ticn all the preparations* were 
completed, the bridegroom attended by hh father, king 
Thiahanoo and the chief of Br-thtnaw, went out to meet tho 
Bride, who was romiiig from the gardenj accompmied by 
her mother and the wife of the great Tluigia. Both ad- 
vauced towards the centre of the hall, near a Btond raised 
for the occasion. ThcxnJandana Etretehed at first his hand 
and laid it over that place. Main gracefully acted in a 
similar manner. Both then took each otherms band, in 
token of the mutual consent tin y gavc^ -Vt that aus j>iriona 
moment, all the musicid instrLiments resouniled, and with 
gltiddening tunes proclaimod the Itappy event. ThePoun- 
has bolding the gaemd sheU in their hands, poured the 
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blessed water oTcr their heads, uttering till sorts of bless¬ 
ing. Tlic parcuta and relatives joined in enUing forth, 
upon the young coU[>Ig, the ehoieest benedierions. The 
King, Princes, Ponuhfls nnd Nobles i ied ivitU each other, 
in milking present, nnd wishing them aU suits of hnppi-

When the festival ivtis over, Thiahanoo ilcsircil to go 
back to his comitiy, witli hia son nnd danghtcr-in-law. 
This ivaa done with the utranst ]>omp nod solcmmty. On 
his retum, ho contijincd to ifoveni his people irilh great 
prndeace and wisdom, and at lust died and migrated to 
one of the Nats seats. He wns sgccecdcd by his son Thoo- 
dnudauR, who with liis amiaijle wife, religiously observ'ed 
the live precepts, smd the ten mica of kin^. By his lie- 
ticfiecnce and litwralitj'toall, he won the sin cere affection 
of his people. It was on the 28th year of the new era, 
that be was married. Soon after, he took for his second 
wife. Putznpati. tho younger sister of Moia. Thooilandn- 
mffl sister A mi tan, was married to Thonppabudhtt, the son 
of king Eetxima.

tendants to have it moitd doaer to an Engyiu tree, (sho- 
rea robatfin,) which she pointed out. Her wishes were 
immediacy complied with. She then roso genUy on her 
couch ^ her left band clasped round the neck of her sis¬ 
ter, ^pported her in a standing posilaon. With the right 
hand she tried to reach and break a small branch, which 
she wanted to carrv away. On that very ingtant, os the 
slender rattan, heated hv fire, beads do^ tender bead, 
all the branches lowered their RKtremltiefl. offering thein- 
Fclves, as it were, to the hand of the queen, who unhesi¬ 
tatingly selied and broke the extremity of one of the 
you5 boughs. By rirtue of a certain power inherent in 
her dignity, on a sudden all the winds blew gently 
thcoitghour the forest. The nttendanta having desired all 
the people to withdraw to a distance, disposed curtains all 
rouad the place the queen was itaiiding on. Whilst she 
was in that position, admit lug the slender bough she held 
in her haudB, the uiomcnt of her confinement happened,

OveinFhcltiicxl nitli jny Ht seeing l*hrftIuon|?, she 
revorentiallF advauerd towards him, whora she mistook 
for a NaU WTien iiear hiTii, ahi? plocml ^pntty tlw? golden 
vessel on tlie ground, siml in a gold bfisin^ offered him 
scented water to wash his huntk. At that moment, the 
earthen patta olFcred to Phmlaong by the Hraluna Gati- 
kara, disappeared. Perceiving that his patta had disap¬ 
peared, he Btretched forth bis right hand, and washed it 
in the Bcented ’nuter: at the aame time Thoodzafa pre¬ 
sented t(^ him the golden cop containing the Nogana- 
Having observed that she had eanght die eyes of Ptim-

the gold cup^ ivortli lOfIdKJfl pieces of silver, with the 
same dkin tores ted ness 7 H!t if she bad ghrn over hut the 
dry leaf of a tree, slio mthdrew and retamed to her home 
>vith a heart tivt’^riloti-ing with joy. 

PhruLaojjg up, took with himself the golden cup^ 
and hiwitig turned on the left ef (lie Gniarjiig tree, vrejit 
to tile bank of the river Nenlatain, to a plate where 
more tfian PiiEJhxLs Jiad hutiied, ere they obtained 

tho su|iteme intelligence. On the hiinkB of that river, is 
a hatliiiig plare. I laving left on that spot h.h golden 
cop, he undiTSjiiNl himself, and ikisrciided into tiie river* 
\V)ien lie bad bathcil, hir caine out mu! put on hLi yellow 
relji!, which in gJiape and form resembled that of hia pre- 
decesBOTH. lie ml down^ his face tnrned towards the 
hi^ face re.semblerl in sip|iearaiice a well ripe jijilm 
Unit- Ho tliri^le^l hia exquiiiite food, into foitj' nine 
mouthfiii^i, wiiifh ho ate lill without mj:sing nny water 
with it* Uiiting forty nine flays he spent round t!io HodS 
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tree, Budhtt, oever bndtetl, nor took any fiKKl, nor expe¬ 
rienced tlic leaat want. His appi^urauce and countemmee 
remninotl uncUanged i be spent tbe whole time absorbed, 
as it were, in an unintermpted. meditatioii. Holding np 
in his Uanils the empty golden vessel, Pbialaong mode 
the following prayer; If, on tUts day, 1 am to become a 
Budha, let this cap Hoat on the water and ascend the 
atream. Wlicreupon he flung it in the stream, wben by 
the power and iniluence of Piiralaoiig*» former good 
works, the vessel gently gliding towardk the middle ol 
the river, and tlien beating up the stream, Mcended it 
with the swiftness of u Jiorse, t<j the distance of eighty cti- 
bito, when it slopped, sunk into a whirlpool, went down 
to the eonntry cjf Nuga, and made a noise, on eoniing in 
contact with, and striking against, the three vessels of the 
three laflt BudUaa, viz: Kaukathan, Gaunagotig and Kn- 
thabu. On hearing this unuauul noise, the duef of Nn- 
giis awoke from his sleep and said; How w thul yea- 
terdav, a Budha appeared in the world, today again there 
is iinodter." And in more than one hundred stanzas he 
sung proigeo to Budha. 


On tlie banks of the river Norit/nra, there is agrovo 
ofSalii trees, whither Phndaong repaired to spt-tid the day 
uoder tlieir coollttg shade: in the evening he roan upwrd 
walked with the dignified and uuble bearing of a lion, iu 
a rood eight oothabas wide, made by tlu- Nats, and stn^w- 
ed with floivers, tow-anbi the (iniaotig tree. 'I'he NatJ, 
Niigns and Galongs joined in flinging praises to him, play¬ 
ing inatrumentB, auHl making ott'erings nf the finest flow¬ 
ers and most exfiuisitf* perfumes, brought from their own 
seats. 'ITio flame rejoicings took place in ten tliousand 
otlier workU. Whiint on his way towards the tree, ho 
met witli a ymmg miia jnat rctanung with a grass load 
he had cut' in tlie fields, Foreseci^ tiiat PJimluoiig 
might tetjuire some portion of it for his use, be presented 
him mi offering of eight handfuls of grass, which were wil¬ 
lingly accepted.

Whilst FhraLiong was sitting on the throne in that 
cross-legged position, Manh Xat said to himself: I will 
Hot suffer Prinee I'hokidat to overstep the boundaries of 
my empire. He summoned all his warriors and shouted 
to ibeni. On hearing their chief n v oice, the warriors 
giidicred thick round his person. Mis roimtless foliow- 
ers in trout, ou hi a right and on his left, rcacheil to the 
distance of eighteen youdzana-* and abovG him to that of 
nine ouly. Behind him, they extended to the vef)' limits 
of the workl. ITic cries of that immense midtitude, were 
re-echoed at a distance of 10,(100 youdzanas, and resem¬ 
bled the roaring of the mighty sea Monh Xat rotle the 
elephant Glruncgalu. measuring in kogth 5 yoiidzanus. 
iSupplicd with one thousand right arms, he w’ieldcd aU 
sOrta of the most deadly wcapoav. His connticss war¬ 
riors, to avoid confusion, were all disposed in tanks, bear¬ 
ing their rcsiwctive armour. They appeared like im¬ 
mense cloiuk, slow''!}' rolling on aiul converging towunk

At that time, Nats sarroamlrd Phralacrap, singing 
bnuaea to him; the chief Tiiagia was playitii^ on his 
twitqiiE, whcraof a single blowing fesounds for four en¬ 
tire months; the chief Nngn was uttering stnntins in his 
honor; a chief BtahiUa hekl over hinl Die umbrel¬ 

la. On the approach of Manh Nats army, they were all 
seized with an uncontrollable fear, and fled to llieir res- 
tiectiTO places. Pho Nima tlivinl into the hoAuu of the 
earth, at a depth of 500 youdzuiias^ and covering his face 
with his two wings, fell into a deep sleep. The Tbagia^ 
swintth^g hij couqne upon, his shoulders,^ fan to the os- 
tremity of the world. 'I’lio Bmliiua, holding still tlio tiiu- 
btella by the extremity of the handle, went up to his owni 
country' Phralaong was, therefora, left alone. Manh 
Nat, turning to his followers, cried to them: there is, in-

On that moment, Phralaoug lifting' lita eye.s, looken on 
his right, left and and front, for the^crowd of Nats, Brah¬ 
mas and Thagias, that were paying him their rci+pects.

Nat coming thick upon him, from the north, like a mighty 
storm. What! said he, w it against me tUoue that such 
a countless crowd of wjurrlors ha.s been assembled i I have 
no one to help me, no father, no brothers, no sisters, no 
friends and no relatives. Bnt I have witli me the ten 
groat virtues which I have practised : the meiita I have 
acquired in tlio practise of rliese virtues, will be my safe¬ 
guard and protoctiou i these are my nffeusiTe and defen¬ 
sive wcnp^iiis, and with them I will crush down the great 
ormyofMiUih. Whereupon ho quietly remained modi- 
tutiug upon tbc merits of the ton great virtues. 

Whilst rUralaong wa.s thus absorbed in meditation* 
Munh Nat began his attack upon him. He caused a wind 
to blow with such art extraordinary violence, that it 
brought down tlio tops of inountnius, though they were 
One or two voudzauaa thick.

Clonds of mittl stir coed ed, ohicli MJ 
like perfumes all ronjid and over l^hrrtlaonf^, ilanh 
mused a thick dEirkncss to fill the atirmi^pheret l>ut to 
PJiridaoiif^ it emitted my H of the purest light The lUiragt^d. 
Manb meJ to hk followerH: why do yon sbind looking 
on f IvUiib at oucc upon bun and cuiupul him to dec be¬ 
fore me. Sitting on his huge ek'phmit ami brandkliing 
hk formidable weapfms, Maidt upproacluJ cl(wc to Phm- 
laong and said to him; Thcbldatj Lhb throne knot made 
for jOuT VrtrnJc it frrtthwith^—it k my property, Phra- 
kiong calmly arawered: you have not ns yet practised tlin 
ton great vdknrs, nor gone through tlie five nets of self- 
dcniiil, you have never demoted your life to help otbei^ 
to aeqiiire merits; in a wrttd ymi havo not yet done all 
ilie necdfid to enable yon to ohmin the sni>renie tlignity 
of Plira. 'V\ih throne* therr fon\ mnnot Ise yonrs. Un¬ 
able Ut control any longer his psission* Marth threw hk 
foimidsihlc weapons at Phndaoiig: l>irt Fhey were con- 
verted into garlands of beautiful liowers that adapted 
themselves gmcelidiy rounil lik iHidy'. His siworfl and 
other weapons, that ro\dd cut nt ojme through the hatd- 
e.st rocks* were empli>yed \vith no better sneccss. The 
soldiers of' ilanh hoping ihLit their united etlorts would 
kiivc !i belter refiiilt. and that flie\ eon Id tiirttst rhrahi/nrg 
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from his thronn, mnilo a smldcn niid tiimtilttiupdiw tush at, 
li'mi, roUittsr ngiiiast him, ivith an irri'uistable forw, 
rQok« an lai|aa as inonntains: bnt by tUa virtnes of thfir 
npponrnt'u mcribs, they wore conTortcU it* to fine nost^giiys 
that gently dreppcil at his feet. 

At thtit time, the Nats, from their Pciitn, locik:o4 do^t^l on 
the Boenc of tlic combat, aiLspcndetl bctwceii hope and 
fear, Phralaong, at that mnnieut, smiU to Manh : bow do 
yon ilitre to preteinl to tiie poBsenaioii of tbia tbroiitf f 
Could yoTi over prove, by imlLsputiible cvidi'iiep, that yon 
have ever made offerings eimitgh to bo deserving of tbis 
throne ? Mutth, turning to his followers, answered: licre 
aro my sritticsses: they all will ijetir cFidenae in my fa¬ 
vor. At the eamo moment they all shonhal ahniU to tes¬ 
tify their approval of Miinh’s words. “ As tn you, Prim^e 
Tlieiddut, where arc the witnesses that will bear evidence 
in your favor and prove tlio jipstnesB of your cluint 
to the yMMsesBiod of this throne Phralaotig replied:

Stretching out lue right hand, which ho 
htid, hitherto, kept under the folds of his gurtnent, and 
pointing to the eaiklj., tte stud widi a firm voice: Earth, is 
it not true that at the lime I wiva Prince Wethandm, I 
mode forty great ofierings 1 ITic oarth replied witli a 
deep and loud roaring, resounding in the midst of Mnub*s 
legions, like the sound of countless voices threatening to 
spread death and dcstniction in their ranks. The famous 
charger of !Miuih bent his knees and paid homage to 
Phraluong, Manh himself disheartened and discomfited 
fled to the country of ^Vatha-watti, Hi« follower were 
so overpowered by fear, timt tliey flutig away all that 
could impede their retreat, and ran away in every dirfH:- 
tion, Snell was the coufuston and disorder that prevail¬ 
ed, that tivo warriors could not bo seen following the 
same course, in their flight.

It is tlie cause 
of that universal illusion in which nlan and all hemga arc 
misunihly hiHed. By Wlmt means can this ignorance be 
done away with I Doubtless by knowledge and true 
science. By means of tho light that science spreads, I 
rlcarly see die unreality of all that exists, and I am freed 
from that illusion which makes otlier beings to believe 
that such thing exists, when, in reality, it dors not exist. 
The imagiuatioii or the faculty to imagine the cxisteuce of 
things wUicii do not exist, ts iioue awuy with. The same 
fate is reserved to the false knowledge resulting there¬ 
from, to the tioniB and form, tu the six aenanst, to contact, 
to sensation, to desire, to conception, to existence, to birth 
unrl to piiiii, or miaerios. 

Then I’lirolaimg says to biuisclf; the knowledge of tlm 
foul great truths is the true light that can dispel ignor¬ 
ance and prorure the re;d science ^v’lle^Eby the coming 
out from the whir pool uf existences, or from die state of 
illusion, enn be pci'feclly clToeted. Those four truths are: 
1, the miseries of the existence,'i, the c^iuse productive of 
mifiGiy, which is the desire ever rencw’cd of satisfying onc's' 
self, without being able eviT to secure that cud. 3, 'ITic 
(lestmctiou of that desire, or the estrangiug onc'flacif from 
is the important affair deserving the most serious aUen- 
tton. 4, Tlie menus uf obtaining IIle individual amvihilu' 
tion of that desire, is supplU iI solely by the four Mcgipus 
nr liighwaya lending tu perfection. But these Meggas 
cun be followed but liythrUHC! who have a right intention, ft 
right w*iU, and who, throughout life, exert tiicmselvM 
rr'gulute their action, conduct, binguagci, thought and me- 
flindioiia.

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Wbffn tbeflo fimdamentfti tnitbs iuvd been known, felt 
nnd relished,* Phi-nlaon^fV mind eii^ttng a glance over the 
past, wag able to disco ver at once all that hud taken place 
during the countless st.ites of his former cjdstroces. He 
recolteclotl the name he had hon;e, those of hie parenta, 
of the places he had seen and visited, of the caste he had

The foiu’ wna vs tlial 
r have drftcovoretl, shall iiicvitaldy lead men nud SsiH^y to * 
that merit desirablo end. 'I'host: wuyh ought to be imint- 
ctl out fo them : that, liy following them, men and 
mny obtain the deliverance, 

these thotights thronged over his Tiiind, a little 
btTore break nf dav^ iu the 1 Hdrli year of fJu: liiliSaua era^ 
fui the tiny of the f^ull moon of Ksitsoii+ the perfect srirnte 
broke, at once, over hiro ; he becuTue the Itudha.

Some dugs, hauL'ing ftom tbr penis of lirnhroort, reiiched 
the surftice of the Gnrth, All the trees of tt'U tbousand 
worlds, shot out branchcB louded with fmt:i iind Howers. 
The Jive Rorts of Ulies hioomed pjioutnjitjoiisiiy. 1’ torn thi^ 
clifhf of rocks, bcftutifnl dowers sprang out. 1 he ^vhole 
universe appeared, like dh immense gai'den, covered ivlth 
dowers; o vivid Uglit illuniiuntcd diose places, llie diirk- 
nesB of which could not he dispersed hy the united rays 
of seven suns. Ihe water which tills the iinmr-nsity of 
the deep, at a deptii ot cighty*foar tliousand yoiulzuoiis, 
became frcflh and offered a most ageeJthIu drink.

ll was at the full moon of tlie month KiiiRon, that those 
Tncinorable occurrt'tmes took place, riml it wiia day-light, 
when I’liralaoug Lad at huit ol>iaiiicd the tidhicRs of the 
DudlirLsliip. After this glorions ami triumjoant iichirvc- 
ment, Plintlaoiig, whom, from ibis mmiit'HE, we miist caii 
Plini or liudh'iT contiuuea to remniii on the throui., in a 
croag-legged position, with a miiid ubsurhcid into cutiilt'mp- 
Jadoii, during seven diiys. ^feutal exertion and labor 
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were at an end. Tmtij, in its otfiilijeTit Iwanty, entom- 
paased his mind and alicd over it, the purest niyw. Plan¬ 
ed in that lumtnoirs centre, Phxii saw all boinps entam^led 
in the web of pa&siona, tossed oYcr the raffing billows of 
the sea of renewed exLsleneea, whirling into the vortex of 
endless miseri<*s, lonnented incessaatly iind wounded to 
the qnick by the fithi}^ of f'onc1lpiflcenc^c ; sunk into the 
dork abyss of ignoruneei the wretched victims of an illu- 
Bory, unsubstantial aad unreal world. He sald^ thcui to 
himself; in all the worlds, thert’ is no one but I, who 
know bow to break through the web of passions^ to still

For that jtur- 
pose, he hod recourse to tlie display of mimenloua pow¬ 
ers.* lie raised himselfhigli up in the itir, and,tn their as¬ 
tonished regards, lit wrought, at onoo, more than a thou¬ 
sand wonders, wlimh had tim immediate effect of silenc¬ 
ing nil tlieir doubts, mid convincing them tluit he wjis, in¬ 
deed, the Uudha.

the tree Ilotii.' ivt n tlistance of hut two fathoms from it. 
Up simnt this time in walking to find fro, from east to 
west, durinir Mven days, over a road prepared for that 
puriTOse by the Mats. ' lie was enguged, all tho while, in 
the w'ork of the sublimest (.■ontemptution.

Like the preat fishes 
that delipht to sport but in the pn^of oceoji, the mind of 
Jludha expanded itself with niKU'Mrril'tahlp oaRemess, and 
delighted to run. unrostriiincd, lb rough the unboiiTidcd 
field opcnct.[ before him, by the contents of that volamn, 
Bromi miys issued from Ids hairs, beard, and eyelids, 
(iolddtkc rays shot forth from his eyes and skin; from 
his fiesk and blood dashed outpurplo heanis, imd from his 
tcetb and bones escapoil rays white like the leaves of the 
lily: from his batids anti ftv:t emanated rays of ad (*1111 red 
color, >thi(‘li, fallJng im the surround I ng objeebt, rnade 
them appear like so many rubies of the purest water. 
Ilia forelieatl sent fortJi uudiihLtUig rays, roseuihling those 
reflected by etil. crystid. 'I'he objects which roceiTPil 
those rays, appciircd as mirroiis, reflecting the rays of the 
fiuii. 'niOBc aii rays of various huce, caiwed thu Ciirtll trt 
reaeniblt! a globe of the finest gold. Those beams at first 
peuctrateii through our globe which is K2.000 yoiulzaniifl 
tliick, and thence illuminated the mtiss of water which 
supports oTir planet. It rcscmblod a sea of gold. That 
body of water, thoiigli 48fl,0!l{l youchaiuis Ibirk, eoiild 
nut stop the elastic projection of those rays, which went 
foriJi Ihiongh a stratum of air 0(10,(lt)0 joudjtamis thick, 
iiini were lost in the vacrmuii. Some beams, following u 
verricid direction, tushed througii the six seats of Nats, 
the 1(5 of Hralinias, and ilio four superior ones, and 
thence were Itist in viiciiutij. Other rays foUowing an 
Iiorizoutal diret tion, penetrated thnuigh im infinite scries 
uf worlds. 'Fhe suu, Che moon, the stars, appeitred like 
opaque bodies, deprived of light, 'ITie faTinnH pai-deji of 
their splendid ])!ilaco, tlio ornaments hanging from 
the trae I udetlia, were* all east into the shade and tipprar- 
pd obsctirc*, as if wrapped up in complete darkness. Tho

Having thus B^wnt seven iVws in tliiU place, clo^e to the 
Botli tree, he reptvlieil to the foot nf unother {.Tiiiaong 
tree, calleil Atznpahi, or the sheplKu'Jij tree, so oaJleii, be¬ 
cause, mider its cooling shade, aheiiliercls auJ their llouta 
of gouts rested during the heat of the daj'. It w.is sitaat- 
t'd ut the cast of the liodi, at u distiiru-t’ of tldrty fn- 
thoms. There he siit in a cross-lcggtitl [njsltion, diirhig 
scicn days, enjoying tlie sweetness of Belf-recoUcctioii. It 
was near to that plilce, that the vile Jbinh, who sinre his 
groat uttacli on Diidha, had never lost sight of Iiiin, but 
had alwuv'T secretly followed him with a wicked spirit, 
was compelled to confess tliat ho had not been .tble to 
discover in tliat lliihan, any thing blameable, imd expross- 
od the fear of seeing luio at once pass over the liouuda- 
rios of his empire.

But there arc others, who arc proud of their ori«riQ, 
M'ho Aculk hustilir, speak witii a loud voice, and w*lio have 
not done the iifiodful to destroy the inlUiencG of piuidiiiiui. 
These are walled romdias, liecausc of their caste and 
hirtli. But the true Sa^-c- tivoids every tliLiijf that is rash, 
impetuous or noisy : he Inti conquered all ids passions, nnil 
put nn end ti the principle of demerits. IIis heart loves 
ttie repetition of iorniultH of pray ere, aud deii^lita in tlie 
cjterciae of meditation, lie hits reaeluMil tlu' last way to 
perfection. In him there is no longer wavei-mj', nor 
douht, nor ]iride. This man really deserves the iiaorc of 
I’uuiiba or pure: he is, iadct^ the true I'outiha acronl- 
in^ to the law. The instruction being finislied, tJie Pium- 
ha rose respectfully from ills place, wheeled oil the right 
and departed. 

Bndha continued the sublime work of coiitemplaring 
pure truth thitnigh the means of intense reHectbn, 
Ilaving remaiDod seven days in tlmt position, and ariS’ 
i n FT from ecstasy, Budha wont to the south tHistern. direc- 
tba of the Bodi tree, nt a distance ot on oothaba., (1 ootha- 
ba^to ‘ill taa, 1 ta=to 7 cubits,) on the tlth day iifter 
the full moon of Xavoii. On that spot, there was n Umk, 
ciidled Iliditn-leEMlnnu. On the bank of that tank, he sat 
iitili-r tin; shade of the Klin tree, in n cross -legged posi¬ 
tion, duriiiL' ?ii'veu rlays, enjoying the deliffht of medita* 
tion. During those scA'cn days, rain fell in abundamxn 
and it was very cold. A Naga, chief of that tank, could 
have tit id B a building to protect Bad Jltn ag-iiiiTt tlia incle¬ 
mency of the weather, but ho preferred, for gaining great¬ 
er moViLs. to coil himself lip, to seven folds, round his per¬ 
son, aud above him, to place his bead with bis largo 
hood extended. When tha seven days wore over, and the 
rain harl ceased, tho Nappa quitted his position; then ns- 
euminir the appearance of a yoimg nmn, be prostrated be¬ 
fore Budba uud worrhippoil bim. ISinllia said : Ijc wbo

Budlia moved from that place, and went, to the eoutli 
of the llriili tree, at a distance of forty fidhoms. At the 
foot of tiic fduloon tree, be siit in a cross-lesged position, 
having his mind deeply ensaged into the csercise of the 
flublimest contemplation. In that position, he sjieiit ecveii 
entire days, wijich completed tlie forty nine days, which 
rvere to be devoted to reftedion and mediUition, aronnd 
the fiodi tree. When this period of days wus over, at 
day break, on the lifth day after the full moon of "W atso. 
lie felt the want uf food. Tliis wofi quickly perceived by a 
Til agin, who hastened from his seal, (o the ,spot where 
liudba wail staying, and offered him some ^I'hit khia fruits, 
others say, Kla-dzoo fniila, to prepare his system hi re¬ 
ceive a more substnutial food. After he hud eaten them, 
the same oelestinl attendunt brought him some water to 
riusc his mouth, and to wtislL his face and hands, llud- 
ha continued to remain in the same position, under the 
cooling and protecting shade of the Linloon tree. 

To consecrate, as it were, and pci'pctniite the romcm- 
branee of tlic seven spots, occupied by budha, during tlie 
fort)' nine days that he spent round the tree llodi, one 
Dz^y was erected on each c)f iliuse seven places. King 
bathaiinili Kosola surrounded them with a double Wfdh 
Sidiseqneutly, King Dammathoka uilded two others, 
'fhere were only tlircc openings, or gates to penetrate 
into the enctosiHl ground, one at the north, the Boeoiul, at 
the cast, and the third, at the south. 'Hie river Ncritza- 
ra rolls its deep blue vvaters, in a south eastern directiou, 
from the Bodi tree, nt a dishmcc of eight oothaba.H from 
it. Ou the eastern bank of that stream, another DlUHly 
liiis Ihx'h erected, on the spot, whore previous to his lie- 
coniing a Ihiiilm, ho had catoii the forty nine mouthfuls 
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of llic tU^licious NogmiOr offered to kirn by tlio piom 

'ITioodziita- , T j 

Wbilst Bndba was sitting m a cross-lcgE'od position, 
under tbc Linlooii tree, two brothcr<s immed Tapoom and 
Falckat, merchfuits by profession, arrived, with tivo hund¬ 
red carts, into the Oorouweln forest, to the very place 
where Uudiia wns staving. They hiul sailed from their 
native town, caUed* Oukkalaba, which lays, from the 
Mitziraa country, in a south casUm direction, bound to 
the port of Adaeittn. After landing, they lured b™ hun¬ 
dred carts, to carry tlieir goods to a place, willed boowa- 
ma. They wore on their way, to their dostiuatiou, when 
they arrived into the Ooroi uvela f ores t. Not smoJl was

When they mw him coming at a distance, they aaid to 
each other: The Rahan Gandama is in search after dis¬ 
ciples ; be has jmt performed pcnitenttal dei^ds and he iu 
looking out for getting alms and clothes. Let mt pay no 
respect to him, in the vrtky of going out to mee t liim, of 
rweiving the Tsiwamn fram his hamU, of presenting 
him water to wash his feet and preparing a place to sit 
on : let him sit wherever he p!£!a.+e^i ^Such was the plan 
they were coneertiug among tlieniaeivcs. But when Iht- 
^ha dresv near, they could ^here no longer to their res- 
olutioiu ITiey rose up, went oitt to welcome hin nrriTa], 
One took the Tsiwamu from his hands, anotJter thePatta, 
a thhri one brought water for the Tvashing of die feet, 
^and a fourth one prepared a becoming place to re«t. 
Biidha sat Ju the plae:^ that had been prepared for himi 
TTiey called him by the name of Gnudozna, and other ap¬ 
pellations, tmially l>eiftowod on onlinary Rahaii^* Budha 
meekly replied to them : do out call me any longer by 
the name of Gandama. or any other title bestowed on aii 
asicetic. I have become a ihihnnda, I alone am acquaint¬ 
ed with the four firndamentol truths, Now I am come to 
preach to you the true hm. Inaten, O Ilahnns to my 
avoids, [ will lend you to the trtie state of Neibbim. My 
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law' will mtikc you acquainted not only with the truths to 
be known but at the «ninc time point out to you tlic ilu- 
tics you have to perform in order to obtain tJie etate of 
Arahat There arc four wttys IciulinJito pcrfeefion. He 
whoateadih follows them, will enjoy the rewards and 
merits gained by his exertions. In that p^ition, he wdl 
ifce db^ctly his ownsolf, the light of Xeibbtm mil break 
forth upon Inin. But in order to obtain the great resuha 
1 set forth before you, he must forsake hia house, the 
world and become a ll&hEin. 

'rhe unlielicving Kahiins persisted in not acknowledg- 
inir him as aBudha,and reproached him w ith goi^ about 
in Bcareb of disciples, and in quest of idms. I'hc same 
prcachimr was rtJpcated by Bndha, and the same a^’cr 
wa» returned by the incredulous bearers. .4t bist Budba 
assuming a lofty and commanding tone said to them: 1 
declare into you that I am a Bndha, 
great truths, and showing the way to ^elbb4^n. The hi- 
^erto uubeUeviiig Aftcetics humbled themselves, declared 
their Imlicf in him and in idl that he had tai^ht. ^oni 
that moment they entered on the four ways ^ perfection. 
The day was that of the fall moon of Wat^o. I Ue 
preaching began at the moment when bidf the dificns of 
tlie sun was visible on the western horizon, imd half that 
<if the moon was above tlic ciiatem horizon. W hen com- 
iileted, the sim had Just diaappei^d, and the moons en¬ 
tire glolie wJia visible on the iiotizon.

Iliivhi" paid tULhif respects hi tlio usual nitmiier, they ap- 
plied tor th .0 dijpnty of memljers of the asseinhly. '1 heir 
request was granted. But previous to passing through 
tho jirescrihod ccreuiomcB, the princes said one to ano¬ 
ther: great iiide«l, and deeply rootCfl U the pride of 
princes: it is extremely difliciilt to shake it off, iind free 
oneself of its tyranirai exigencies. Let Oopali ^ bo tirst 
ordained; w-e will have an opportunity of humhUiig our- 
(Kilres, by prostrating before liim. Tlieir request was 
gl-anted. * After liaving paid tlioir respects to the newly 
ordnineil convert, they were likewise ndmitted among 
the mombors of the cssembly. Their proficleucy iu the 
spiritual progress was not the same. lJuriog the '2nd lent, 
which thcT spent in die ^Vcloowou monastery, Bsddya, 
Bagoo and Itifflila reached the ndtnuiating pint of per¬ 
fection, bv bccomtfig Rnhaudas, Ananda became T liau* 
tiipatti. Anooroudlia greatly advanced in the higher 
pfttli of metaphysics. As to Dewudtit, he never attained 
but the Imuki ftraniabat. 

A little while after the cotiveraton of the royal prin¬ 
ces,' Budha loft *\juipya, continued his voyage to Ra- 
dzagiO] and forthwdth retired into the W^eloowon mo¬ 
nastery to spend his setmid IcnU The time was chiefly 
employed in training up the new converts in the ac¬ 
quirement of the kuowlcilge of the great truths, and m 
the pmetice of virtue, 13 is son llaouln, about 8 years 
old, evinced the greatest dispositions. Hia attainments 
were far above ids'age. and often elicited the admimtion 
of tlie Rahiins. On iv certain occasion, Budha overheard 
them espresaing their astonishment at the surprising pro¬ 
gress. llaoida Avas making lu his studies. Com mg 
iiumu'^ them, as if perchance, I'hm naked them what ivas 
the subject of their ( onvcrsatioiv. Tliey answered that 
they were praising and eitolliag the wonderful abilities of 
Rjioula, and liis matchless good disimsitions. Theren]|wn, 
Budha remarked, that this was not to be wondered at. 
Then, he related to them tho dzat Jlign, hy Avhich ho 
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shoTTcd to them thnt diixiiig former eidsteuces llaDula hact 
diatiugulshed himself, in a eo^pieiouB itiimincr, liy hLs 03 - 
celleiit iind ndidirablc dLspositiodj;. As it rowuid for his 
good behavior and high mentnl qualidaidong, be was 
made Fatzin: Hh muid co^itmumg to expand ht almost 
miraculous a mauuer, ho became *1 llabaudfl with myriads 
of Nat?i. 

During the same soeisou, Bndha often went to Ead^a- 
gio^ to beg hia food. There was in that city a flowers 
seller, who, every day, was wont to bring eight bouquets 
to the king, and rocclvo, in return, from the royal hands^ 
eight pieces of silver. On a certain day, m he was com^ 
ing from the country into the town, with his nsnal supply 
of flowers for the king, he happened to sec Budka in the 
fitreeUs ut a moment, when, by a rniraeiitoiis display of 
hbs power, the six gloricfl beamed out of his body. He 
then sdid to himself: I wish to go und offer these flowers 
to Budha. But the king will doubtless be much atigry 
with me. He may have me arrested, thrown into prison, 
and put to death for having failed in offering him the 
usnyl present. Despite the great danger that hangs over 
tnt% I will go to Budha and offer him my flowers. Great 
indeed, and lasting shall bd the merits I will gain ] they 
will follow me during countless existences. 

ith Bi heart full of joy, Thoomaua, for such is bis name, 
went to the resting place ^v bere Budha was seated, aur- 
rounded by crowds of people, and laid the flowers at h is feot. 
With a marked satisfactLon, Gandama accepted the offer, 
'riioomona went borne iind related to his wife what had 
just happened^ The hitter, irritatetl psiriJy hy the fear of 
the king^tt wmth, and partly by the loss of the nvoriiey, 
she daily received, began to abuse her husband with tbe 
foarscst language. She was so milch maddened by pas-; 
sion, that she in all liutitc wont to the king, denounced 
her husband, and instantly sued for a divorce. Pimpa- 
tbain revolted at such an act of unparaJelled aiidiidty, 
onlered her to withdraw from his presence and go back 
to her house. .Meaiiwiiile he rommauded one of his 
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tnOxtirr!} to orcicr the Jtowen sfiUcTt to conic to tbie pa- 
luce on the following day, Aa a matter of course, the 
^ojTil tcquest w»^ ptlilcttlnlty rompiifHl m\l\. In the pro* 
senco of the aasembled courtiers, thr king highly prais^ 
the condnet of Thoomnoa aPJ instaally tewutd^ liim 
with great lihcrulitr, Asi 'nwomana hitd ufi^reU to_ ttnd- 
ha eight builchcs of tlowcra, the ki^, to acknowledge in 
a djatiDct manner sitch itrt offering, gave him iJ ole- 
pbanto, S horaee, 8 elavefl, 8 bullocks, 0,000 pieces^ of 
sUver and the revenap of 8 villages. Budlla, likewise, 
exceed ingly extolled the meritorious behaiiinf of Thtmma- 
nn in the presence of the people, and said that, during a 
whole world, he would be exempt from the four states of 
pun tab meat, enjoy happinesa in the aeat of matt and in 
those of Nats, and hnnlly become a Pitzega*hudho« The 
Value of the offering, though little in itseu, became neat 
by the imminent risks he voluntarily exposed hinnieTr to. 
Ue made his nffering, though he was certain of incurring 
DU that aecOiint the Ruler's dispioasurc. 

When tlie seaaon of retirement was over, Gandama 
travelled through different places, lie went to Patxona- 
wonfn, in the Dstetta eonntry; lUence he pasaed into the 
BUakila forest, and returned to Radzngio, In the grovo 
of Yin-diiik trees, near the buriiU place. 

Whilst Hudhu was in the splendid Dzetowon mouaj-* 
tcryv just presented to him, a stroug temptation came 
Upon Anauda, to renounce his calling and return into the 
world. He went so far as to toll some of his Brethren, 
that he recollected the promise of a prompt return, he 
tnadc to his young bride Dxanapada-kaUani, and tlxat, 
now, he wished to fulfill it, by Immediately going back 
into hiM palace, mid resuming hi^ former mode of life, 
'lliis was soon reporU*d to Gaudama, wlm tetuxrtod to tlio 
folkmiug expedient, to crush in ito bud^ the tising teniji- 
tation. He took Ananda by the arm, rose with him in 
the air, and led him in the direcdon of the Nafix* seat of 
Tuwndeinthn. On their way, Budhu by u mimctilous 
process, exhihitoi| to the eyes of hia corapafiioti th*; sight 
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of HQ immense forost in conflo^n^tton. On the bornt 
Hhunp of a tree, he shmrod him a femnle monkev horrib* 
ty miiHleted, haring hex' tail, ears and nerje oat otF. At 
such 0 eight, the hohffied Anaad'u tniiied avray Ws eyes 
in diagvist. A little while after this, Btidha exhibited be¬ 
fore bim the dazifUng and hcoft-ciiptivaling sight of al 
long army of hva hun^d matchless beutides. They won 
daughters of Nnfc^ going fo pay their respects to the great 
'rheigla< Anauda was g^zitig at them with sileut hut en¬ 
raptured feelings, Bud ha saud tw him : do yrta helicv* 
those beauticH that me before you, to he equal to Dzano* 
pada i u bo tnofe to these perfect forms, answered 
he, than the hleedlu^ female monkey we have left behind 
Hit, is tohef. Ah thno flelestial thnnseiar aaid Bndha, i 
shall give to you, provided yon agree to remain in (he 
mouastcry, for some year* longec. Willingly do I accept 
the propo^, replied Ananda, 1 will stay cheerfully id 
&e monastery on such favorahle terms. Where 
both returned to the monastery 

The memhem Of the assembly soon becaihe uc* 
qruiintiGd with whaf had passed between the uiflster 
and the dUdple, and keenly taunted Anailda with' 
their sarcastic remarks upon the daiightcra of PfatH' 
Ashamed of htaiAclf, Ajmida withdrew into solitude. 
Thenc he devoted himself to reflexioa ajui p<?tiiten- 
tia] doede, and SnaJly sbihilaOed the evil desires of bur 
unsubdued passlion. When the invford struggle was overh¬ 
and peace hod been restored in him, Ananda went tir 
Btidhak'presence, and staled h4* wOliiigTiess to dwell for 
ever iU' a monastery and lead a religious life- Meantdmo 
be released him &om the promise he hod made to him, 
Tefepeedng the celestial Iwaatjfs. find ha was ranch 
pleased at such a happy change. He' eaid te' the assem¬ 
bled Beligious I Previous to this occiittence, Ananda re^ 
fflunbled a badly rcurfed house, whioic lets itf the rain of 
paKHons ; but now it Is shnilfli to a tretf roofed building, 
wMth is 90 well protected, that it is a proof ag aitis t ihc-o^ 
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ot pa^aioDi. Wh<^rFTiiwn be reliited the following^ 

BtOTjf eoof^ming a forruf^r of ^ln^da. 

A merchant named TOippaka^ held a donkey which he 
ftsed to carry goods from place to place, Haviog^ on one 
daTt come near a place covefed with trccfSt Kappaka un¬ 
loaded hi* animal, to allow him Bome time to rest and to 
gnuse* Meanwhile a female donkey was Ukewii^e grazing 
in the neigh borhoitd. Its preficncc wm quickly detetted 
by Kappaka^s aniMah When the momcul of departure 
bad oomei tlie latter^ attracted fay the fcinnlc^ kicked 
tionsly at hb master, and would not allow the load to be 
rcplai^ on its back^ The merchimt enrnged at this un- 
ttsual freak began to threaten the rebellinus bea^t, and 
then to hit it with the W'hip^ as hard as he could. At 
but the poor animal^ unable to bear any longer the 
blows^ mentionad to hb master the cause of hk imumal 
behavior. Kappaka told him that if he would but conti¬ 
nue hia voyage, he would give bim^ at the end of the 
journey, several fine fcihalcB, much superior to the one he 
was now coveting* The proposal was accepted* At the 
end of the journey, Kappaka said to the beast: 1 will 
keep loy promise with you.* but I must bform you that 
your daily provender shall not be incrciiscd: you will 
have to shore it with your- companion. Subsequently 
you will have little ones to provide for and maintain^ but 
your daily ration shall not bo inereaflcd in the leiistT you 
■hall have to work for me ns much as yon do at present, 
and also to provide for the maJutctiance and support of 
your family. The donkey, after a few momenta of re- 
ttcsioiiH, thought it was better to remain os he was ; and 
from that moment, he was entirely cured of hla inordinate 
indination. At the coudu.'iTOU of the narration, Budha 
■tid: the mole donkey» w as he, who haa now become 
Anaiida t the female donkeVt Dianapa-kaliani; and Kap¬ 
paka is now the mo^^t excellent Phra, who is the teacher 
of men, Nats and Btidiiiias, 

Bndha, whilst at Wethalic, went out through the 
ciAottsyv o^idT in all the places that he prea^h^ 
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to thc^ citJiTids of lii&ftr^'rs. It was during one of his be* 
nevolont eji’Utids^y that bo met with a colebrat^ Pbittihfl^ 
immod Egf^datta^ who with great many diflciploa led an 
asoetio life, after haring been formeriy the chief Pourfm 
of king iCothaia, oud nciti of bis son# Badhu ear- 
nes^T desired the converston of Sf> (KstiugiriBbed & 
sotmge. Mttukalan was ot first liispatched to that ffimoua 
Lennit^ for attciuptmg to bring hiin over to \m mristef; 
but he utterly failed* The reception^ he at fir^ met with, 
was auTthing but pleasant. The work was to bo done, 
and perfet ted only by the irn?&istible eloquence of the 
great Preacher, jfeudha soon came up to the entrance of 
Eggidatta'B edl- He began to nphruid the Ba^ee f&r 
teaching his disciples to worship monntaTiBi^ trees^ ri* 
TerS| and all that eicist in nEitTtie* He then initiated him 
to the knowledge of the four great truths, Eggidatt^ 
seeing tlio tmChi at once became a conTurt^ with aU hU 
disciples. When this great spiritual eonqueet wes achiet- 
ed, Budha retnrtied to Endza^o, and spent the third lea* 
aon in the Weloow^on or bamboo grove monastery. It was 
during tile three months of the rainy season; that Budha 
imparted in a more complete mmmer, to his disciples, the 
knowledge and science which during bU peregrinations, 
be hitd bat superflciRlIv conveTed unto them. At the 
same tiine^ he carefidty trained them up to the practice 
STid observance of those disciplinary regulations^ which 
were intended os means to snbduc pasaionsa to estrange 
them from the world and all its uttnictionsj aud lead a spi¬ 
ritual life^ 

During his stay iu tbo monastery, mooiig the many in- 
structions that he gave to his di.^eiplea, I will relate the 
particulars tha t he mentinUBd rcspeirtiug the former do* 
ingSj aud the final conversion of the iiahauda Tsam* 
pooka** __ _

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In tbe dtijs of thp Budha KatUaba, Thampooka, ox 
rather the being who in the pjcaeut existence ia railed by 
that name, put'ou the religious dress in the 'JTiawaric 
oountry. He lived in a fine monaBtery, and had for bis 
Nupporters the best and richest people of the place. On 
one day, a Eahuit belonging to another country, come to 
Uls HMJiittfiteiy anti the favor to be allowed to live 

therein fox some time. The heartless Tsampooka denied 
admittance, in the interior of the building, but toler¬ 
ated his staving In the verandalij dnntig the cold season. 
The people, however, actuated by better feelings than 
those of their teacher, broaght regularly food for the 
head of tho house, as well os for the stranger, for whom 
they felt great aficction. The spiteful Tsnnipoolca could 
not bear to see tho people showing marks of kindness 
and bencvolcnoe towards bis hated gues t. O n one ocen-

On his return to the seat of man on earth, be was 
born from respoc table parents^ but be wm ftlirays prone 
from his to indulge into the lowest hoblts.

would secretly steal away, ood actually ^tiate the cray- 
ings of hunger by eating the most di^ustiog things : he 
wotild not bear clothings but run about in a state of nak- 
cdnchis i he would but sk^p ntx the ground. His parents, af^ 
ter muny fruitless attempts to correct him, resolved to tnako 
him over to the heterodox uacctics. Those received b^m. 
Hut ho would not eat is company of his brethren* nor go 
to b(?g v,ith theiti+ Tie profited of the tnoment they were 
absent^ and went to devour the esccreigenta he could find, 
His cxccntric and disgusting habits were soon futmd out, 
and his new friends said one to the other: let this man 
be no longer allowed to live with us. Should the disci¬ 
ples of the Rahau Gaudama hear that one of our compa¬ 
ny 19 behaving in sjuch a rntumer, gnr bicitherbood would 
become a laughing stock to theto. He was* thcieforoi 
expelled from this place. Ti^am pooka went to taka his 
abode on a rocki near tfia place that serv'cd as receptacle 
to tho sewers of Kadzagio. Ou that rock, be remained 
in the most fatiguing poshire: he leaned on the right 
hand ^vbich reskd on the rock* and also on bis right 
knee^; the left leg stretcluHl^ and the left arm raised up. 
Ho kept his mouth opciied. When the people asked him 
why he remained trii hin mouth wido fipenedi oa n man 
who incessantly dmw^^ air in his lungs^ fie answered that 
Tcfraining from the usf= of coarse food, ha wjia feeding on 
HIT only: when questioned nbout the Huigular position of 
bis two Ieg9, ho ausweredj that, were he to stanjd on both 
legs, the earth would instantly shake* He bad been dur¬ 
ing fifty^ve yesrs in that mii portion, 'when Gand^mftii 
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hloTed with compassions ut liis pitiable rcinditicin^ went in 
person to com^ert him- He bcj^m to relate to him all 
what ho had dmie dnrin^ former existenccA* mcntiODiii^ 
in paiticular the sin he had boen^ilt)' of* towards a bro-‘ 
ther beririit At this unexpected decirimtion, *l'?;anipnak?i 
hum hied himscjlf. Budha thou preached to him his low* 
The repenting 1'sampookn tirmljr bclioTcd in all that 
said to lum. He, then* rose up and mth a heart over¬ 
flowing with joy* ho in'^tantlj' left hb place* followed Ins 
new master, and soon became a Kahanda. His profltien- 
cv in science and virtue was such that bc*aooiit occupied 
B distingitblicd rank among the members of the assembly.

Auatap^: in spent enor- 
moiis silnis^ that one monastery slioiild he erectedj at each 
youdzana distancp. ^Vheu Budha waa approachinj*, the 
pious merchant armuged an foliows for the tecepfion of 
the tlistin^ifllied visitor and presentiiifr to him a splendid 
monastery caUefl Dzctawoui which he had mado ready 
for him. lie ffent^ first, his soil richly attired with five 
liimdxcd followers^ beionging to the richest familicai 
then foUowod llifl two daughters with five hundred girla, 
all decked with the most costly omamentMi Every one 
carried flags of five different colours- Thc#e were foh 
lowed by five hundred dsunes. haring the rich nLaD^a wife 
at their heail^ each carrying a pitcher of water. T-aflt of 
all^ came Anatapein, witih five hundred followers, all 
wearing new drcB&ea. Onudama let the efowd walk in 
front, and he followed, attended by all the Rahansi 
When he entered the grove, he appeared as beautiful as 
the pcacock^fi tail when complctelv espEuidcd. Anata- 
pern asked fiaudama how he wished the donaHoii should 
be mode and effected I Let the monafitery be offered, said 
Budlm, to all the Rahans thei rany come in future to this 
place, from what quarter soever! Thereupon the rich 
man, boldiUg a gold ves^l of water, poured its couteuts 
on the hands of Eudha, saying: I present thw mouastpry 
to Budba and to all fhe Kahans that may come hcrcitfter 
to reside thercLu* End ha aaid pi ay era and thanki^ in 
token of his accoptiug the offering* Seven day^werede" 
voted to making this great offering, and during four 
months, unintemipted rejoicings went on, in commemo¬ 
ration of tins great and solemn donation* Fox the pur-^ 
chase of the place ^ and the e:cpcuse for the ceremonyi 
enormo^id sums were lavished. During the era of for¬ 
mer Budhoa, this very place faiid always been purchoiseii 
and offered to them and their disciples*

A 
ndble^an of Rad^agioj who had jii^t n^tmncTi from that 
coimtn'i iKiTiTifcd to the Kini^ all that he i^n at 
Wctbalie* and indacf^cf the monareb to set tip, in hia own 
kingdom, 5 ome famous courtezan, who would be Fikilfnlin 
mnsic and daTieJTig,i as well sf? attractive by the fortas and 
accomplishments of her peT^onp fineh n person having 
been procured, she was, by the munrheence nf the Kingf 
placed on a most splendid ftxjfing, and one hundred 
pieces of stiver were to be |i!iid, for onidi evpiimg’g visit. 
The King's son Ireing rather Juous in his vitiits to her 
placet she became pregnant. Aware of her statet the 
ronrtejfan affected to be sick until her i onfinement. She 
dirwtJ.al her Rervant to throw^ !>at the newly bom rnfant, 
on a heap of rubbish, in some lonely and distntU place* 
The next momlngi the King's son fp^ing ont with 4 oaie 
attcTidunts, chanced fo pas.s close to file gpot where the 
iuftint had lieen deposited* His atteiiriou having been 
attructed by the noise of cfowa hovering cl we by, he 
went to see what it was. To hia great surprise, be saw 
an infant yet breathing, lialf biiri'^ in mbbiah. Taken 
np by the beauty of this Uttle creatnre, the prince order¬ 
ed the child to be carried to the palace, where ho wa$ 
brought up with the greatest care and attention. He 
was named Dzewakav which means life, because the 
prince, when he found him out, inquired if he alive.

Anon da went to the 
place where lived the celebrated D^ewoka, and infomied 
him of Budlia'F; complainh The doctor ordered! fijjjt a 
nibbing of oik w^hich wm to be repeated three duy^ after. 
This remedy not having a full effect^ JJzeTrakn took three 
lily flowers^ whereupon he fipreaij several powder^i and 
ciinie to Budha^ saying : Mos^t glorious Phni. here is out* 
lily flower, please to ^mL-ll it; tliU will be follow cJ by 
ten motiona. Here h a eeroud one : the smelling there¬ 
of w^ill produce a aimiJar olfert j and this one will causu 
the sLime result. Having handed over tiie three llow'ere, 
the doctor paid hi# respects to Budha, turned on the 
riglit and left the monastery. 

VV'hcii he Tvna crossing the gate, he thought within 
himsdf; I have given a lu^^icirFS calciduted to cau«^ 
thirty luotioiis, but as llie complaiut is nither of n 
serin LH and obstinate choractort tw'^eaty-uinc modons 
only w*ill bike place: a warm bath ivould he requir¬ 
ed to produce the thirtieth ; with lus reflection he de¬ 
part *:d* Budha who saw all thaJ piossed in the doctor^s 
miiHi. called Anunda and direr ted him to prepare a warm 
bath. A little while after, IJzcwaka cami^ buck to Bud¬ 
ha, and exp]allied to his prescription. Budha was 
soon reatored to his ibrnier health, and llze waka told 
hitii that ihv people were pn'porliLg to niiike him offer¬ 
ings, Mnnkalau vveut to- the son of Thauno^ a rich mm, 
to get some rice from a field that biul beeu w^atored with 
milk. The owner gave rice U iUiukalon and urged Idm 
to partake of it, ii>ii.>urlng him that there was some other 
in reser\^e for Bndbai Maukalan a^seuted. After the 
meal, hi^^ patta was cleaned %ritb perfumed water, and 
filletl vdth die cboioeat food. Mankuhin took it to Budha 
who ate it. \fterwiird 5 he preached the law to the king

and to nit imiuensc crowd; iimOT^fst thoDi wiie 'I'liioiau's 
BOD. They alJ obtuined the tie^PC of perfection, but 
Thnunn rewrhed at unco tlie eta to of Araliat. 

Dzewaka came a^iu to Buflhn's preflcnce, aud i^uetfl- 
cd the favor of pp^ndn^ him two sploiulid picccB of 
cloth, he had received iu preHCUt from n king, whom ho 
had cured of a most distresBiuj^ difitemper. iVroreover, ho 
wished that the Ejxhans showld be allowed to receive 
clothes of a better eOTt, than those they wore wont to 
wear. Budha received the ttvo pieces aud pKmebed the 
law' to the donor, who attained the state of ThniiWpao- 
Dzewuka rising from his placci wheeled on the right and 
departed, 

A little while after, Gaudanin called the llnhans 
and said to them; belorvcd Bifkua, uow I give permis- 
aion to the faith^l to make offerings of cloth for your 
dress. <*“* Whoever is pleased with his present dress, 
let him wear it; whoever is disposed to receive some 
other from the people, let him do so. But 1 must praise 
von for having hitherto been satisfied with the ancient 
dress. The peopie of the eih' having heard of the JH'r-

A "little while after this, Bmllm icceived a de|nitri. 
tion from thu Wothalie people inviting him to vwU 
their country. Hero ia tlie reason of the invitation. The 
country was very rich and flourishing. Ihe MnUa prin¬ 
ces governed it each by turn, for h certain space of time. 
On a sadden, a tt'rxific pealilcnce desolated flic land, 
w'hic.h Was in a short tunCt strewed with dead bodies ^ iu 
every direction. In the midst of so great a calamity, 
some advised to propitiate the Nats, by oinking offtirings 
to tliem; otherfl said that recourse was to bo had to the 
great teachers; a third party insistwl upon Cflllbg, m 
their aid. the great Gaudama, who had appeared in thU 
world tor the ijurposo of saving mankind. The l^t opi¬ 
nion prevailed. Having ascertained tliat he lived at 
Eadzitgio, a great number of I’linces, rounhas and No¬ 
bles went to^ Ibidzagio, with greal presents for king Pun- 
patharu, to induce him to idlow the great teacher, to come 
to their coiiotry. The object of llieir mbsion having bc- 
eome known, Hudha agreed Ui go. Ho sallied forth trom 
the Weioowow uiouitalerv, by the kmg 

the isoQtbern bitnk of the Ganpics. Having reached the 
norlhorri onc,^ he was received with every possible mark 
of the highest reaii^otrt and veneration. Aa he 

set hist fcL't iti the conntiv, a heavy min fell wluch almost 
delugCfl tht^ laud. The ivator enrth-d away the dead bo- 
dies. The utDiospherc wafl pnrifieili the pestilence ceas^ 
edt recoverod. ihi the fifth day iiftur 

the fnU moon ef XayoUt (Jutie), Bud ha having ronicrretl 
such a favor to the i>eaple of \\cth«tllGj lelt thiil coantry 
und retiirucd to Uadzaglo^ ’which he reached on the full 
moon of Wafeo. (July),] List in time to spend the fourth 
scaBOu in the Weluowou nionnstery^ 

Here is Inserted a short J^kctcli of the uiaimer Budha 
spent his days during the rainy season y ’uhich the traii>la- 
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tor has fouu-1 in one of the mrauacripfcg lie li[J3 Und befi>«i 
him. Each day was divided into five parts^ and a certain 
occnpationwiia re&en^od to each part. 1. Qudha gonomUy 
rose at an early hour, ii little after day break, washed his 
face^ rinced his mouthi and dressed- He then retired 
iDle a private apartmenL With his all-seeing eyes, he 
glanced over all creatures, carcfkilly esamitied the amouut 
of tlicir meritfl and Jemerits^ and real nature of their 
tU^pos]tiau$. I'he reason for hia hiking a survey of the 
state and condition of all beings, was to ascertain the dia- 
posilions of the various heiuga and discern those who 
were prepared to hear the prerirhing of truth, from those 
who. 111 ] acconat of their demtritSt were, as yet, imprc* 
pared for receiving beueficially for tlienijselvcs euch a 
great fivor. When this weis done^ he put on his fuU 
canonical dress, and, with the mendicant a ].>ot, under his 
arui^ ho salhed forth in quest of his focxl. He invariiilily 
directed his steps towards those places where ho knew 
that his preachiugs wDiiUl be heard with beueticioL results. 
At a time, he wont tdune; at other timefli he wii^ attended 
with a certiUii tiini3bcr of hh disritslcs. Jik couiilenouce 
bespoke an tmaffecti d mcKicisty and iiu itiimitable milduf^?* 
OccasioniJly, He allowed a display of wonderfl to take 
place► MiiMml instniments emitted of themaelvos, sweet 
tuiies^ which, rcTooling to the people iliv roming of Hud- 
luu rejoiced their heart and dis[h)tLed thein lte>itow 
abundant alms, and to hear the preaching of the luw, 
Some of the hearers Iwcame t* pasakas, others Thunfa- 
inia'i, &c., ^Cp, agreahly to every nno^H disposition. Then 
he returned to hh monoston'. 

2. As soon EL9 he had arrived, he wrmhed hln feet, 
and during the uhliitioti, he liad his ^lisciples 
hlrd rotind him, luad said to them: beloved Dickns, be 
ever watchful, and attentive, with a mind ever pnouo 
to reflexion. It is cxcGcdingly difliimli to obuiiii the 
natuie of man,^ to hear the law, to hocome perfect.

Budha theiit walked a while to relieve fits limbs from 
extreme lassitiidr?, and went into hia apartment to take 
Home re)*t. He rose very early, and he^pin to review the 
biniii^T-i who, diirin:r the day^i of former Bnilhii^, had d^^ 
tingui^shed themsolves by their oxortion'^ in the patli of 
yirtuc, and iti the high ntental attcimments. 

During one ofhkn&ual benevolent errands through the 
eonntiT, GaniLima eonyerted Onggns^^nat his wife and eom- 
paninud. Here is an abridged narrative of that event- Ong- 
gasena ivas the son of a rieh man. In the time of his yon 
a company of coinediEiiis eame to Rsidziigio and exhibited 
during seven days in tlic presence of king l^impatliara, and 
his court. Our young man, with many of hU companioni 
attended the exhihitiDii. On a snddeUi he berame pasi^ 
sionately fond of a rope daneing girl, who performed ma¬ 
ny feats with an acccmplished grace, and an uncommoD ml- 
ilress. Despite his purents’^ rcmonstrinrces and entrea¬ 
ties, be sacrificed, to hk ungnvprued passion, all eonsi- 
derations and he married tlxe dams el. In his new situa* 
tion, he had no altcmativct bnt to learn the art of rope dan¬ 
cing, tumbling feats, and itandiog in varlouii attitudes on 
the extremity of posts or magts gornetimes fiixty cubits 
high. J)tiring his noviciate, be had to bear the laugh 
and taunts of his wife and of his new friend?. By 
dint of exertions he became proficient in the art of 
performing tumblers feats witli a sur[irisjag agility^ On 
one day, it was annoanced at ttio sound of tho drum, 
that Ouggasena was to porfoim on the top of a poat sixty 
cubits high. An immense crowd of citizens went out 
with great eagerness, to see tlie performance. When the 
amnscmciits Inid just begun, Budha happened to pass by 
with a nnmher of disciples. He dosirrf Mankalaix to go 
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n»{i be^in to preack to Oiigi^onn. Soon ciime 
up liimaelf in poraonj nud couverted, the iivbo 

fortbvvith d^rond^ from liia mast, pTo&triiteil before 
Btidkii asid aaked to be admitted a member of the 
Aasembly* After further mstructions be obtained the 
science of Eahanda. Hi t wife, and all the company be¬ 
anie likewise converte * 

Bii^Uni hud now fulfilled the promise he hudj before^ 
made to tlio Huler of Uatfraglo, to spend three conse- 
rttfive ficasoiis, in liis royal city. He went over to the 
Wothalie countryt fixed Iin residence in a fine place, 
m the midst of u fore^^t of S tla called Mabawon. 

Wbihit he enjoyed himself in that place, a quarrel hap¬ 
pened between that portion of the people of KappQa imd 
that of Kanlia, who lived on both iiaulu: of the little river 
iiuuhzini. The mnse of the di’^pute wus tht- irrigation of 
paddy fields. The small river had been <lal) barred, but

At an early hour, Budlia haying risen froni his couch. 

east as nsiial. a glance over all behig«. Uc soon saur the 
feud that existed between the counlrj' of bis birth, mid 
that of Kaulia. Moved with eompaasion over the mise- 
rtes that peoplo, blinded by a fuHoiis passion, were to bring 
over themselves, be went through the tiif, and stood over 
and above the stream, which separnted the two Brniies. 
Kays of glory beaming out ofhk person, soqh attracted 
general attention. Both parties laid down their arras 
and prostrated, worshiping him. He said to tliem: 
Princes otjd warriors, hearken to my words. Which 
the most yaJualjle, a small quantity of water, or the lives 
of countless licings and in particniar the liveaof Princes t 
They answered : of course the lives of Princes and war¬ 
riors is most valuable. If so, retorted Budho, lay aside 
your passion, conquer yoiir anger, throw nwqy yoM 
weapons of ikstmction; love each other, and live iu 
pence. lfot4 parties, by n low and prolonged tone of 
voice, esptesaed thcii deep regret at what they had dong, 
and their sincere desirq to follow his instructions. He 
preached to them the law, with such an impressive and 
convincing manner, that, on the spot, two hundred and 
fifly Xoblemcn'oflCappDa, iLtidthc Bamenumbcrof Kaulia 
a^ked for odmittaaeo among the memliqrs of the .\ssem' 
Wy. 

Tlie instruction they had heoni igjil which had detor- 
nimed their vocation, had uot lind time to oust deep roots 
in their liciirts. They ' soon regieLted their home, their 
families :inJ their former gay Uih, Budhuwho saw what 
teas going on in their sonis, said to them : w-ill you eomu 
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Vfith mct Anri enjoy youraelf on the ^reen bankfl of the 
beautiful Jake Koutala* They joyfully nereptod the pro¬ 
posal. By the power inherent in hiB natutrct liuilJia took 
them tbrooph the air, and soon reached the Joke, . lliey 
alighted on itti banks. Delighted with tbe beantifiil sec- 
ijcry that surrounded tbein^ and ignorEmt of the n^w ob¬ 
jects which they aaw^ they interrogated ButlJia about tlio 
name^ of the new plants And fruits they perceived. Gau- 
dama condt^wcended to iinswer all their questions. Whihit 
this engaged, they saw^ the king of the birds of the lake,, 
resting on tbe branch of a tree. On a sudden, five hundred 
bijrls of the swime kind came crowding round their chief, 
and by their trios aud yafious attitudes^ testified of the 
hap pines they felt at being in has epinpany. 

The new converts wopdered at the admirable instinct of 
tho^e birds, and cotnrrmuicatoii to each other, tireir loiitufiJ 
surprise. As an accomplished teacher, Budha availed 
himself of the opportune tnoment and said to tUem in a 
mild manner; beloved disciples, wrh^t you now atid 
admire^ is tho lively iiud true image of oiy famllyv So 
cffeetuidly w;ils Ihe ins traction cpnreyed. that they all, at 
once, became I'jiantapan, and no longei' thought of return¬ 
ing in to tilt world* By the virtue itiUerent in their new 
positiont they were enabled to fly tliirough the air, and 
they retumciJ witii Bitdhii into the >I aha won residence- 

On their arriviilr Budba began his fiftb season, in that 
place. It was in the middle of that season, in the 
month of ’\V;akhaong, (August), that he heard that his 
fhiher hiwl been sei?;cd witli a \ iolcnt difiti'iuiJer, which 
left him no re^b neither day nor night, LScnsible of his 
approaching end, llioodaudaim urdpiitly wished to see his 
(K>n for the last time, lu tbe rnonung at the hour, when 
Budlm was reviewing all beings and exammiug with a 
eompaasiountc hcari, tbftlr respective conditioiLj he saw the 
sad and painful position of hia royal father. He insUmtJy 
^utonion^, by the tueans of AnandaT a etdect Ivand of dis- 
eiples, and fl)ing through the air, he alighted >yith his 
cimipony in front of the p?tlacb* Without a momoiits dt- 
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IftT, ho iisceniicd to tho snporior tipnrtincnti* and on a 
pliic^ pi^ps-Tt^d for tiTDi nfiftr the tciul of tlii? couch ujwi 
whlt-h lav the loyal ptitient, _ 

Btiiihii recollecting himwlf a while. Jind then laynig 
one of his hands on Ms fathoT's head, said : by the Tirtoc 
of the mciita I hn-re acqMred durinirccmntlcss exifltenres j 
br tiie power of the fruits gathered during for^-nine iays, 
roitnd the tree Bodi, let this betid be forthwith ri^cvrf 
from all pain. It hnppeiHHl so, in the twinkling m the 
eve. Nan or Nanda, the younger brother of Bndha, the 
son of his onut Piiftrapad, bolding the right hand of his 
father, snid ivith a fervent eanjpfitness: by the nients that 
I have ohtiiinod at the feci of Hudihn, let this right hand 
be freed from all pain. And perfect cure itistautly fol- 
lowid. Ansitido, fTira’s first consin. bold the left arm. 
Thariputni laid his hand on the back, Maukalan, grasped 
the feet. AUof them, with a rimilor faitht ntteted such 
like prayers, and the imme happy result invnrinhly follow¬ 
ed. Thoodandana was lieliven'd from all pain. But he 
Oontinued to renmin very weak. 

Bndha profited of that favomhTe oi^portimitj', preached 
to his fklher the law of mntahllity. and iravc him many and 
tToly!?ea9oaahlFrinstn!ctions, on that mostimportaiit subject- 
M’ith such n per^nastTf lanL'Ttagc did he expound this fa¬ 
vorite doctrine. That his farher, brimruc at on^, a Ti-shaiidn. 
At the same time, be dl«tinrtly Iiifomied htm, that Kiveit 
days hence, the end of hi^ life would inevitably happen. 
Tlioodauilan.a perfectly pfepnretl to the new change, that 
i? to aav, to death, by his son’s in.?trtictifnis, and thoTOOgh- 
ly rwigned, saw before him the true state of Ncibhttn, 
and said: now I rlejuly perceive the itii.tahility of all things, 
I am free from nil paislons. I nm completely disentangled 
from the trammels of Hocking himself in the 

Itosom of tlu’se comforting truths, lie spont happily the 
few days, he had os yet to live, tin the lost ilay, 
for the last tiin“. ho paid his respettw to Biulha by worship 

E ing him. Sitting, then, on liia couch the royal patient 
timbiy aBkt^d purilonm the preaenee of all his attendants. 
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for all offenrfis ho had committed by tKouG;btfi, wordfl 
deeds, liavin*; perforroed this act of sinreic humility, 
he consoled his wife Patzati who was bwthoil in her 
team, as well as the other menibpra of the n>}‘til fa¬ 
mily, and BeTeml times repeated before them the fzreat 
haith: that all beings when coiiiitig into exiatenett, 
haTP, within themselves mherent in thoir nature, a 
principle of death that hurries thorn to their end and 
dUsolutifiTi: that the aoroe principle that has brought 
near and iiniteil bcini^ together, is always opposed, and, 
at last crv’crpowered by the opposite one, that tends to sc- 
pemte them. He, then, jilacidly laid on his couch and 
gently breathed his lost, in the day of the hill moon of 
Wakbaong, on a Saturday, at the rising of the sun, in the 
year of the riotxana cm I'OT, at the advanced age of 91 

years. , t, 

ffandama, after his fathers demiso, when all the Ka- 
hans were assemhled round the death bed, said to ^em : 
beloved Bickus, bclifdd my faEther's rtouaina. He is no 
longer what ho wnis a little while ago. He has under¬ 
gone the change. Jfo one can offer an effectual and 
laEitlug resistance to the principle of dejtth, inherent in 
alt l>f-ings. Be diligei^^ ™ riie practice of good works: 
follow stteadily the four roads loading to ]}crfcction. Af¬ 
ter thi* lecture, be couHolcd his aunt Piifnapati nod the 
other ladies of the court, who, with disheveled huirs, iveie 
wading aloud and striking their breasts. ^ He minutely ex¬ 
plained to them the ^onseq^lences reaulting from the groat 
principle of mutabilitv, which pervades all beings, und 
infallibly lend a them to dcstraetiOTi, by the scpa-ition of 
their con'ititiitivc parts. 

When the inatructiou was finished, Dudlva directed 
Kathaha to go and prepare tlie spot on which the funeral 
and the cremation of the corpse were to take place. Aided 
by '['huriputra, he waabed the corpse which was subse- 
(luently placed hi great state, on n magnifioent and 10% 
catafnlco raised for the pnrpoae.

mie else, would he lGa¥e the honorable and pious task of 
totting fire ti> it. On that oceasioni thf^n! took place an 
imdest iibablc ontbn^t of wailings and lamcntingSp 'fho 
impassible Bndha preached the on that occasion. 
He left aside all prabes in behalf of the deceased. He 
was satisfied witb antionncing the law; and eonntles^ 
beings, both among tiieu and Nats obtuined the deliver- 
nttce. 

After the Toss of her toyal bnsband, Uneen PatzapatL 
profoundly impressed witli all that she had seen urtii 
heard, desired to renounce the world iind embrace a reli¬ 
gious mode of life. For that purposes she came to the 
presence of Budha, and usked three times the permission 
to follow her inclumtion and become RahancHs, 1 bree 
limes the solicited favor was denied hex. Budha^ tlum, 
left hw own natiTe country, and returned to Wethalie:^ 
fixing bis abode In the Gutagaia tknln monastery^ in tJie 
Mahawon forest 

Budha hod not been long in tlijg placot when he had. 
to granc the request he bdd at first refuac^] to his aunt 
Patisapali. I’he wiycsi of tlic Priuces of the ivappila and 
KauJla rounlriesj who^ to.the numJier of oOO, had i^cnt- 
ly renOTinced the world* desireil oIho to follo w the esam- 
]ilc before thetn by their huskitid^. Ihey went to 
the Quccn^s apartmenlSt anrl communicated to herf their 
dcfligu* i5iitrciitmg her to help tltem Lo obtaining the ob¬ 
ject of their wishes* Fatzapati^ not only promisctl them 
her support, but expressed tbe determination to join theix 
company* As a token of the sincerity ainl earnestness of 
their resolution, all the Ladies without the least besiu- 
tion. cut their beautiful black hatri^, put on a in ne^ 
coitimidc with their piouis intentions, and resolutely set 
out, on foot, ill the direction of the "VVcthnlie country. 

Unused to rarh liodily o^rertiDnst the pious plgrims suf* 
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fored much diirmj^ their long joiuacy. At lastt i^ora uut 
with fiitigue, covered with diist, they arrived nenr the 
^Jjihawon mamistev)'* They respectfully stopped at the 
gate, and requested nm iutcr\4ew with Anaucla. The lat¬ 
her having ascertained ftooi their own mouthf the object 
of their pious and fatiguing errand, hastened into the 
presence of Budha, and entreated him to grant the ear¬ 
nest and praise-worthy demand of his aunt and of the 
other ladies^ her eompaniouH. On hearing the requestt 
Biidha, for a while, remained silent, as if deliberating on 
the answer he had to give. Then he said: Ananda, it is 
not expedient to allow women to embrace the religious 
state; otherwise^ my insritiitious shall not last long. Amu- 
tla undismayed by that reply, resp^JCtfuLly reminded Biid- 
lia of all the favoA's he had recuiv'ed from Fatzapati, who 
liad nursed and brought him up, w ith the utmost care 
and tnndemesa, (tom the day his mother died, when he 
was but seven days old, and represented with a fervent 
earofistness^ the good dig[>ositions of the pious postulants. 
Budha^s scrap]were overcome by the persuasive lan^ 
giiage of tlio faithful Auanda. lie asked whetlier wo- 
jmen could observe the eight precepts. and added chat in 
Ihev would consent to bind themselves to a correct 
observ ance of them, they might bo admittiHl m mombera 
of the Assembly. 

Fully satisfied with the answer he had obtained, the 
venerable Ananda saluted Biidha,and hastened to the gate 
of the monttslery, where his return was impatiently aw'iiit- 
ed. On hearing the good news, Butasapatiin the name of 
her companions, spoke to Anandu; venerable Aiiauda^^ 
we aU rejoice that the favor so often asked far. Has been 
at last gmntcd into m. As a young maid, w ho bins bath-, 
erl, and washetl her hairs, b anKinusly dcsirousi to put on 
her fiqe ornaments: she receives with delight^ the 

beautiful and fragrant nose guys that are offered to her, 
i-o we are longing for tlie eight precepts, and wish for 
admittance into the Assembly. They all promifled to oh- 
^rve the rules of their new professicra, to the end of 
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tUcir Uvea. Yatliaudiira and DzannpaJa-kalinnL were 
amoni; llioso cotivftts. TlJfey aili nwiuij to their forracr 
mcritoriona works, tieeniine siibBefiiiently Rnhundus. 

One of the new female ronveits, scemod to have re¬ 
tained us yet a certain admiration c*f, and fandncfia for, 
her handsome features, and secretl) prided berself ou her 
beauty. But dm, who quickly perceived the hitent enemy 
lurking in the folds ot her heurti rcaorted to the follow ing 
expedient to correct her. On a certain diiy, when the 
proud and vain wonaau waa in hia ]>resence, be I'i'eated* 
in an instmit, a consummiito lieauty, who as much exceed¬ 
ed her in perfection of form, as the snow wliito-swiin sur- 
paases the black crow. Whilst she looked on this sud¬ 
denly appearing rival, with somewhat joalous eyes, Bud- 
ha caused the beauty of his creation to appear on u sud¬ 
den, very old with a wrinkled face and an emaciated 
friime, and to exlnbit ou her person, all the various and 
d]i;gii-*itiQg inroads wliich the most loatlisomc doseiisra 
make on the huin:iU body. The changp acted as an eleetric 
shock on the young reUgions womari. When Oand.ima 
perrt'ived the chTtnge, and that whe ivas so horrified at such a 
flight, that she was neatly fainting, he said to her: behold, 
my dungUter, tiiL fiiithi'ui Ibreahowitig of w’iiat shall incvibi- 
bly happen to that form yon are so proud of. He had 
Bcarct'ly flpoken those words, thrin she svos instantly and for 
BtcT mreJ of h€!r \imity» 

Budhn left Wetlmlii/und weut on the MuktiltL nifnm- 
tain, wherr he spent liis Fisih Diiruig hiti ntay 

in that plare* th^mands of people were con verted und 
i>bt;iiu,ed the delivernnee. At the end of thnt isea^oui 
BndhiL went to Kiid;'Ligio iind tttnid iu the Wei oowon 
moiift^tery. 

It nils at that time, that Kemu the first queen of king 
rimpiithaniT proud of her riinki youth itnd beiuity^ w;is ul 
laiitt eoDvert*rd- Up to that tiniet abe Inal ohsLitiately re¬ 
fused to Budha and hear hia doGtiine^ On ii cel tain 
day, the Queen went to tisU a garden^ which was in the 
neighl>orhood of the Weloowon grove. By u ctmlclvaneD of 
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the KiiL^T her hiisbund, she waa brought, almost against 
her will, in the presence of Budha^ who worked out 
the spirituLi] cure of her foolish vanity by a process Eimi- 
lar to the one nhove DieutioneJ. 11c caused a iMiaiitiful 
female of his creation, to pass successively irl the queen's 
presence, throngh the various stages of old age, disease and 
death. Her mind having thus. Ijecii well prej^ared to hear 
his iustruetions, Butfha gave her a lengthened explana¬ 
tion of the miseries attending the body. It bad the de¬ 
sirable effect to convert Ijer iii so perfect a matihcr that 
she entered into the current of perfection^ and became 
Thautapan. After having obtained the consent of her 
lorJ> she was upon her pressing soUcimtion&t admitted in 
Qie religious order- ^he became a Ihihantla* und umoug the 
female dlem1^er^ of tlie .iLSsetnbly^ she ranked as the dis- 
ciide of the right Such a glorious change f^ras owing to 
her former merits- 

On a certain day, a rich man of the country of Radza- 
giOi went to enjoy himself on the banks of the river 
Gauges. That man was not a disciple of Budha, nor was 
he holding the doctrines of the opposite party- He 
Htccrcd a middle course between both doctrines, with n, 
mind disposed, however, to embrace such op intons as would 
appear to him based on the best und strongest evidence. 
ChWcG offered to him n favonihle opportunity to ac¬ 
knowledge the superiority nf Bndha over his opponents* 
He saw a log of suudul wood floating on the stream^ took 
it up and had ii bcautifid puttunnule of it* When finisli- 
6d, he wrote upon it tht^c words: lie who can fly in the 
air, let him take iL "^Tlie patta wa.s raised on the top of 
a succcssiott of hampers tied together, sixty cubits high. 
Some heretics living in the uelghboihood asked, on several 
occasions, from tlie rich man toget do wn the patta for them; 
but be Emawcredtliem that he ^vould give it onlytohiin who, 
by flight, could reach it The head man of those heretics 
feigned to prepare himself to fly; but when he was 
tending his armst ™d nusing one of his feett liis disciples, 
accordIngrto n precoucerted plan, sbized hinit saying: Tt 
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is Dot becomitig thiit vow abould exc'xt yourself^ for ^ 
trifle. But the wily rich man would not be thiiJ^ defiex^- 
cd I he persisted in his feimcr rosolutioD, and. durinj;^ nix 
davs, TCshl^A nil their entrenttes. On the seventh day, 
ilfiukalnn happened to go to that plneOtin ^nreb of 11 ^' 

He was informed of all that hnd just linpp^ed, Ue w «is 
moreoTer, told (bat therreh man nnd sill hin family would 
become diJ^ciples to him^ vrho ronhh hy tliglit+ tnake him- 
self iwsscssed of die sandal wood pattii, MuiikaJan was 
retidv, for the glorj^ of Bndha, to rawc himself in the air, 
but bis companioTi refiised to allow him to do it ^sayiiig 
that such nn easy work could easil y be ticcompli&lied hy 
one less advanced in merits^ Mnukalan agreed to his 
pr0[>05al. Whereupon into the fourth state of 

Dzaa, bis companion rose in the air, carrying with the 
toes of one of his feet, an enoruiona rock, thxw quarters 
of a youdzanri wide. The whole space^ between him and 
the bystanders, appeared darkened. Every one wii« hjilf 
d^ad with fear, lest perhaps it should Ml over his head. 
Mankalan^s companion had tbe rock i^plit into tiivo partu, 
and his person then appeared to the view of the assembled 
crowdn After having, during ti whole day, eshibited such a 
Tbightj' power, he caused the rock to fall on the place he 
had taken it fronu The ri ch to an bade him to come 
down* fully satisfied with the display of such power* 
Tbe sandul wood putt a was hikcn rlnwn, filled wdth t be 
best rice, find presented to him. The Eahan rei^eivcd it 
and went back to his monastery. Many persons, living 
at a distance from tbe place, where the wonder hud been 
exhibited^ followed him to tlie monastery, begging him to 
ehow some other signs. 

As they approached the monasEcry, Bndha hearing the- 
ndise* euqilired what it was. He w&a informed of all the 
p’Urtictilars of the e^nt that bad just taken phircf* He 
called the Eahau into hia presence, took tho patto, had it 
broken into pieces and reduced to dust ” He then for¬ 
bade the Hahan ever to make auth a display of hii» powers

Tludlia Lading saitl tlmt he would select the 
epot where stood li white mangn tree, for the scene of his 
minicleSf the heretics causetl tho toUil detitruetiou of all 
mango trees in tliot direction. 

On the full moon of Tnbnong, fFebrnsin’^), Gaiulaim 
left Iiiid/.agiD, attended with a harge retinue of disciples. 
He went lo preach id dltfereut parts. On the seventh of 
the wusing moon of WatsOj he entered in the country of 
Thiiwattiu. A gjirdciier gave luui^ in prei3ent> a large 
mango fruit, ^inandu prepared the fruit and Budha ate 
It. AVlien this was dune, Che stone was handed to Anau- 
da with m mjunction tu plant it, in u place prepared to 
fecscivc it. \Vhen planted, Budha washed his hands over 
it, and on a sudden, tlicre sprung up a beautiful white 
mango tree, fifty cubits high, mlh large bninrhcs loaded 
with blossoms and fruitSi Vo prevent its being de'^troy- 
ed, a guard was set near it, by the Kings order. Dis- 
mayed at such a wonderful sign, the heretics lied in 
everv direction, to conceal their shame and conhision. 
Their headman, natued Pour ana, took, from a hiishand- 
juaii, a large with u rope, tied up the vessel with one 
CKtrciiiUy of the rope, paused the oUicr roimd his neck, 
flinging first the jar, and next himself, into tlie river, 
where Sie water was very deep, he was drowned, and 
went to the lowest hell, called AwidaL 

Biidba crciaed in the air, an immense road, reaching 
east and west to tliu Gjstemities of the world. When the 
mm begtin to verge tow ardi^J the west, lie thought the 
time hod come to oseead into that road, in the presence 
of an immeiLsc cpiw'd, that covered an area of thirty-six 
yondzsinos, and there, to make a display of his wouderful 
powers* He was oa the point of cru^siug the tlireshold 
of the building that had been erected (hr him, by the 
care of Katd, when a femaie cniiverl, named Ganuniei 
who had become on Anagani, came into his presents, ami 
after the usnid prostrations said to him : Glorious Eudha, 
it is not nccessar)^ that yon should take the trauble of

The heretics on eet^ing it, will say to Utem^elvca : if &uch 
be the power of Gnramie, how much gr^^ater and more 
wonderful must be that of Budha himseirt I know, said 
Bodha, that you have such fl power, but, it was not for 
youi sake, that these crowds have been gath-eioJ toge¬ 
ther ' and he refused the solicited peimissiun* Garimiie 
said to herself: Budhu would tiot allow me to work this 
great wonder, but there U some one else tliut can do 
greater tbimrs than I ; perhaps lJudha will not be with 
them, so inflexitile as he is Avilh fnc* She, then, tvlth- 
dtew to a becoming pliice. 

Budha thought within himself: there ore many among 
my disciples, who can make a display of great wonder^! 
it is meet that the crowds should be aware of it, nnd sec 
how, with hcart^4 like that of the lion, they are rea¬ 
dy to perforui the nio^t wouduri'ul feabi. He said aloud; 
VVTio arc they, those who can do wouders t—let thorn come 
forward* ilEmy came in bia presence, whh a lion like 
bolrines& and u thiindcriug vokc, croTiug for the honor of 
displaying Bupcmatur:il powers. Amon^ them, was a 
rirli TTmn uamed Anotapeiu, a fciuale child, called TschIt 
a gro^ra up woman and Maukalan. They volunteered 
their services to perform the most extraordinary wondeni, 
in order to frighten at once the hereticfl, and make them 
lo miilersbmd that if Ntieb a power belongs to the diack 
pics, what muHt be that of Budha himself. But Bndha 
would not accept their proffered servicefi, and said to 
jthem, that the people had not bceu assembled there for 
their sake, but for hia; and that to him alone wa» fe^orvT 
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tbe task of rarapturlnp^ tho crowds, by the ffrcat wou- 
flcrs ho \vft3 ]ir<?pttrinj to Hhow, AdJrDfisjrifj Maukfilao, 
h(? said to him^ that bein^ n Budliat hr contr! not leave to 
Others tbo troiible of pcrforEninf^ his own duty. In a for¬ 
mer cxisstenoe, when he vr^ a biJlocki he drew fnim a 
muddy place, a heavily laden cart, to iMive a Btahmlti's 
property, and rejoiee his heart. 

Bud ha jLsrended into the ini mease rond he hot! created 
in the aJt, in the presence of the crowd that filled a place 
of eighteen youd^aiias in breadth* and tivenh-four m 
length- iTicse wonders which he was about to display, 
were the result of Ms own wdsdoin. anti could not be imi¬ 
tated by any otm. He caused a stream of water to issue 
from the upper part of hia body, and flames of fire from 
the lower part: and on a sudden, the contrary took 
jdacc: agaiu, fire mued from Uis right eye, and streams 
of water from hh left eye, and so on from bis nostrils, 
ears, right and left, in front and behind: the same won¬ 
der, too, happened in such a way, tliat the streams of 
fire aiiceeeded the streams of water, hut without mingling 
with each other. Each stream* in an upward direction* 
reached the eeats of Brahman ; each stream, in a down¬ 
ward direct inti, penetrated as far as heVL In a horizon- 
til direction, they went to the extremities of die world, 
i'rom each of his hairs, the same w'onderful display feast¬ 
ed the astonished eyes of the osgemhlcd people, 'rhe six 
glories gushed, as it were^ from every part of his body, 
and made it appear rc^pletideut beyond dcscriptioxi- 
Having no one to converse v^it.u, he created u personage* 
who appeared to walk wutli bitn^ Hoinetimes ho sat 
down, while his companion w as pacing along: and at 
other timf^t be hiinself vralkod, whilst his iutcrlocntor 
wm either standing, or sitting. During nail the whiioi 
Bud ha put to him questions %Yliich he residfly answered, 
and in his turn replied to the^ interrogations that were 
mode to him. At intervals, Phta preached to the crowd* 
who were exceedingly rejoiccil and sung praises to him. 
Accord ing to iheir good dbqKJsitions, he expotmded the 
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Vflrioiw poifits of the low. Tht? people who heard liirtf/ 
anrt saw the wooderful works he |>erforTnod, obtaiued the' 
UTiderstaijilinfif of the four preat priticiplefip 

Budha havinp cottiplefed the two-fold work of preach- 
ing to the rrowd^i, atid exciting their respect and admira¬ 
tion by the moat a&ton lathing dispky of the most extra-' 
ordinary miradep, hegatt to think within himself as fol¬ 
ia wb: to what place have all former Bud has rpsoiied^^ 
after the display of signs, and spent the season. De 
saw by a stretch ofhi^ ineomparablo foresight, that oU: 
of them had gone to the sent of TawEdcinthai in die 
Nuts" roimtrj^ to anti ounce foe laerfort low to their tao'- 
thera. He resolved to go ihitlier tc>o< With one step he 
readied the Htirtitnit of Uie moiiittain rgniido, at a dis¬ 
tance of 160^000 youdKanas, and another stop carried 
him to the top of the Miennio monntaiD. Thh was done 
vrilhoiit any effort on the part of Bitdha. Tlio^ moun-’ 
tains lowered tlicir aumm{t.s to the very e|K}t where tie' 
was Etmding, and rose up agtib to re^tU^le their lofty po¬ 
sition Bndha found himself brought almost instantnnrf^ 
ously to the seat of Tawadeintbir, fic took hk posilioir

The people who btwl seen Gndhn, atid who could now 
not descry htin, fotmU tliemaelvcB in a state of bereave¬ 
ment, as if the snn and the moon had disappenrEci from 
the flity. They gate full vent to their cries and lamenta¬ 
tions, 8oymg: 'we are now deprived of the blessed pre¬ 
sence of him, w1h 3 is the mcist escelicnt among (he three 
sorts of beings, Men, Xate and llrehmiis* Some said he 
went to this place : some replied, no, he has gone to that 
place. Man}' of tile people who Itsrl jnst arrived from 
diderent parts of the country, were exceedingly grieved, 
because they eonld not see him. They all fepniw’d bc- 
foro ifaukaiaa. to asrertidti from him what phioe Btitlha 
had gone to- Mnuknlan kneiv it, but he wished to leave 
to Aiionroada, the honor of satisfying their curiosity. The 
latter said to them that Biidhn htid goiie to the seat of 
Tawadciotba, to preach the law to his mother, and s^icnd 
there one season, oti the rock of Fantnkambaln. Uc 
added that he would be buck in three months hence, on 
the day of the fall moon of TlirtiOu-kioot, (Of^tober). They 
canie td the spcratancoiiii rcsoUttioni to roiinaiii an that 
yery spot, and not to return to their homesuntil they 
bad ieeii Budlm a second dtae^ They erect«?d tcmponiry 
9 beds : and thoilf^h the place was smmt for sncli a eoimt- 
multitude, lliey maiMfjed to aecommotiate tbemselve^ 
iQ the best TTUy they could. Brenlou* to hh departure^ 
Budlia had enjoined to Mankalaoi to remain with the 
people and preach to them the law„ ^lunkalan faitlifnl- 
ly complied with flip request^ and daring three consecu¬ 
tive months^ iustractud the people and answered all their 
questions* llic rich tn;i;n Aunfapciti fed ubitndantly the 
tCulians and the Asi^embty, during the whole time^

Whilst Budha was in the .seat of Tawiidemtha, ail the 
Nats came fxoia toor* that 10,(HIO worlds to his presence; 
but the glory that always cneomptisses their bodies> dis- 
peared or was corapletely outshone by that of BiidUa’a 
person* Uis toother^ a danghtcr of Jfats, came frottl the 
scat of Toothila. to sec her son and heax his instrnctiona. 
She sat on his right Two sons of Nata stood by Uie 
right and left of hU mother. The crowd wtis so great 
that it corered a superfieies of eighteen youdisftuas. lu 
that immense assembly, two Xats werL* conspicuous by 
tbeir partitular demeanor and [losition* One of them 
stood 60 close to Sndba as to touch almost one of his 
knees, the other was standing in ti respectful position 
greatly afar off, Budha stsked the Utter one, what he 
had done to dcsene the place he occupied. He answer¬ 
ed that during former esistcuces, be bad, indeed, nintlc 
abundant alms, but his merita hiui been comparatively 
small, Ijceause he had not done those good works to jier- 
fions eminent for their sanctity. 'Oie same question ivas 
put to the other Nat, who said that he was, in former 
pYifitenecs, living in very narrow cirt'umstances, but that 
he had had the good fortuue of giving alms, according to 
his limited mcims, to peraon:^ who were much advanced 
in merits* With a voire that was heard by the crowds 
on the scat of men, Budha ]jrof;1auncd the immense nd- 
vantngc of giving alms to. and finpiiortitig, the Kabans 
imd those odvonced in perfection. They were, said he, 
like good seed sown on a good "field, that yields tin abun- 
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dancp of pood fruits. But almfl given to tljO!«o who Jtr? 
fls yet timler the tynuiifid volte of passiom, nre like a 
flecd dqin^itoci in a twid .soil; tlic of the receiver 

of aim? choke, ua it were, the growth of merits. At the 
conclusion, the two Nats obtiiiiied the rcwanJ of Thauta- 
pan. The crowds on enith had also the benefit of hear¬ 
ing his mstrnctions, 

WTiilst Bndhii in the middle of the Xata* he an- 
noujiced the law of Abidaiiia fo his mother- Hating t(f 
go about to get his food* Budha created u Ukencss of an¬ 
other Bud ha j whom he coniraissioncd to coutinne die 
preaching of the Ahidama. A:* to himsclfi he went to 
the mountain of Himawontii, ate tile tender branchea of 
n certain trei*, ivasihed hie face in the lake Anawadat, and 
paitook of the food he rereiTcd from the Northern iRlatid. 
TLaripiitra nent thither to render him all necessary services. 
When he had ciitcn fib meej^ he colled Thuriputra nncl 
desired him to go and preach the law of Abidama to fire 
hundred Rohaiis^ who were present whep fhe display of 
w^onders took place,^ and were niueh pleased with it* In 
the time of the Budha Kathaba, those five hundred Raluot^ 
W'cre bals^ living in a cave much resorted to, by Hahons, 
who were won! to repeat the Abiriaraa. hats con¬ 

trived to retain a ccrUdn number of words, the meaning 
whereof they could not understand. ^\‘heii they died, 
they were transferred into one of fhe seats of Nats ■ fOid 
when they bccaiue men Gnew^ they had the good fortune 
to be bom from illiisirious parents, in the country of 
Thawattie, and witen liira slip wed lua powers, they were 
much please<I, They became IJoJiat^s under i"hari]>iitra, 
and were the firs^t to iindcrntoad perfectly the ftubUmc 
IftW' of Abidama. 

As to Budha, he returned to the seat of Tawadcinth^ 
and continued the instriictiona, wdiere the Budha of lii^ 
creation huil left them. At the end of three mouthy 
preaching, an innumemhlc number of Xats knew' and un¬ 
derstood the four great principles. As to his mother* 
&he obtained the perfertiou of Thautapaan

The time Hudlia was to return to the sent of men was 
jicar ut hotiiU ITie crowds eager to know the precise 
time when lioJhn was to come hack tunong them, went 
to Miuikaluu to ascertain from him, the precL'ie day they 
would blessed with his presence. '’‘Veil, said Maukn- 
laii to the people, in a very short time I will pwe you an 
answer on the subject of your enquiry. On very m- 
stnut, ht^ plunged into the bottom of the earth and reap¬ 
peared, but when he was at the foot ofthe Mionmo 
mountain, he ascended, in tlie view of the crowd 
whom he had left, and soon arrived m the prince ol 
Bud ha, to whom he explained the ohject of las errand.

the law that l will preluU. Mankalan Uavmg paid his 
respects to Budha, returned to the place where the afi- 
scmblcd multitude anxiously waited for him. lie rela^d 
to them all the particulars regarding ^ luteiu icw « ith 
Budlia, nml conveyed to them the much wished for mteJ- 

Ugcnceofhiaspts^y remxijon cMt^ 

^On the day qf the full niQon of Thadin-kioot, (Octo¬ 
ber), iludha disiHJsed himself to go down *o ^ seat of 
men. He called u IWe of ThuKtus and directed him 
to prepare even thing for his dcscciU. Complying with 
ills request, the Thagia prepariui three ladders or fttmrs, 
one made of precious stones, occupying the rmMlp; one 
m, the right, made of gold, and a third one 
rer, on the left. The foot of each ladder rested on ear^, 
near to the gate of Thin-ka-tha city, and there suinmi a 
leaned on the top of the Mienmo mountain The middle 
ladder was for Budha, the golden one for the >al3, anq 
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that of Bilver for the Brahmaj^, Having reached the 
anmniit of the Budha i^toppefl awhiits and resolved 
to miike a frt ali dispby of hl$ power. He looked up. 
ward»j and all the superior scats of Bmhmaa were di^i- 
tinctiy descried- on his looking downward^^, lUe eyes 
could see und plnnge into the bottom of the entllii to the 
lowest heU. The NaU of more than a thousiind sy-stems 
could see each other. Men could iiercclve NoU in their 
fortunate seats, and Nats eaw men in their terrestrial 
abode. The six gloriei shot forth with an mrompiittilde 
Eplendor from Budba's persooj which berdtne vis^iblc to 
all the crowds. There iva^ not one who did not praise 
Budha. Haviug the Nnb on his right, and the Bri^hmaa 
on his left-, the most glorious Phra begati his triumphant 
coming do^'n. lie was preceded by a Nat, holding a 
harp in hii^ liand^i and playing the niotit melodSouH tiincii; 
another Nat fanned him ; a chief of Brahmas held over 
him a golden umbrella. iStirrouiideil with that briJlmiit 
cortege, Budha descended n«ir the gate of Thin ka-tha 
dty and stopped there for a while. Thariputrid, came 
forthwith into die pre^^ence of Bndha, paid him his res¬ 
pects at a hecomiog distance* and said* with a heart over¬ 
flowing with joy; On this day^ O mOf^t glorious Ihidha, 
all the Naia and men are showing their love Ut you. 
Budha replied: blessed is 'riiaripiitm, and are all 

those who rejoice on myaecoiial:. Men and Nats love 
him who k acquainted with the giibliuje law, w ho has 
put an end to hi^ pjfssionst and who has attain ihI to the 
highest state of coutomplation. At the euti of his dis¬ 
course, Lnnumemble being!!5 understood the four great 
priiiciplea. and the five hnnilrcd ItaJiaus whom Thrtriput- 
m w'iis commissioned to bstruot. ri^aohed ihe tthdo of 
.ArEihat. On the spot wherc^ all Hud has fict their feet, 
when coming from the seat of'rawadeinUiiu a I>zedi^^^ ^ 
has always bVen erected.

A certain woman of great hcaiityt hut of n rati ter dijiiljt- 
ful charncter, was indiux'd to join them in ncriisiug (jim- 
damn of having violated her. She contrived to assume 
the apfjcarance of a person in a state of prcgnLiiicy, and 
coveritjg hetwlf wdth a ]^m e of red clotlit she went about 
the towuj spread Log evil irjiortA respecting Bud ha’s eha* 
meter. She had the impudeace, even In go mto the 
Dzentwon mona^tten, and ask Ihidha to pfnvlcle a place 
for her nppreaching eontinenirnti und likewise mainten- 
fltiee tor herself iiUid the child ebe was by him pregnant 
w'ith. Such an infamons calummy did nott however, 
more him in the ieasL Conscious of hi« itiBoeence, he 
iost nothing of bis usual compos^ure mid sene n Itj . Hut 

by the interference of the Tliii^ia, the slander was made 
manifest. Two mice bit the strings that kept tied up on” 
the abdomenj the appiimtus dewigiie^S to propagate the 
deceit, and on a siidden^ the whole fell on the ground^ 
proclfllming b<Jth the innocence of the sage, arili the con¬ 
fusion of hi-$ enemies. 

Every one, present ou the occasion, gave vent to hU 
jii&t iudignatioE, at such a buye attempt from the port of 
ibc heretics^ But Budha meekly rc]ilied^, tiiat what had 
just happened, w as but u just retribution for one misbe¬ 
havior of his own, during a former existence. At that

h&i Without any rciuon, or provoailiun^ he abiis^ the 
holy mm with the lowest and coarsest expre&sions, and 
went Jio far aa to tell him that Ilia whole life was but a 
oerie^i of hypocritical actions. Turning, then, towards Im 
ducipleSf be added with u grave eouutenaiLce, that what 
they haidjuit now witnessed^ waii the just punishineut in¬ 
flicted on him, by tho mflucnce of the demerit created and 
generated by hb former evil doing. 

The eighth seaiiott was ^peat in the prove or forest of 
Tcsakala. and when the r<iiiis were over, the most excel¬ 
lent Pb ni travelled throughout the country, preaching and 
teaching the right way to miny. CounrlesTj converb en- 
tercu one <if the fipur ways, and many obtained at onqe Jhe 
deliverance. 

In the town of Santoo-maragiri, he wai preaching to 
the benefactors who bud fi^tl him and Ina disciplea. 
Among the hearers, were two porions Nakoiilapita and 
Nakouiamita, hui^hind and wife, holanging to the Founha 
race. During a great many HUCiesaive former exif^tcnFCSs 
they had had the good forhine to he father^ mother, uncle* 
aunt, i!tr. to Budha. During the preaent existence, the feel¬ 
ing of affectiuti towards hira^ with whom they hull been 
mi long liud BO intimately tounected^ wa^ powerfully 
awakened, and glowi^l in their hearts. Under the influence 
of iJjat natural, kindly and tender feeling, they came for^ 
ivatil and prostr^ it'mg before Giudami, said to him: dear 
Bou, how is it that jou have been awny from for so 
long awhile ? We are bo happy to see 3 'on after so long 
un absence. Budha renininiiig indifFereut to Huc‘b a scene 
and language, knew at mif'e what were the real wauM of 
that goiid couple, and in what mauiiLT he could acknow¬ 
ledge the great favor:^, he had, during former existencefl, 
received at their hands, preached to them th^ moHt 
oxcelletit law. They were lboroughly converted. The 
next momiug, they had the ha]>piueaB to supply their 
great tuaohor and his company with the choicest fcMl. 
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Meiiiiwhilo tlit'V addfCfifi»^d him the folio widj^ rpcjueat* 
durhis riiaiiy we hoth have always been happi* 

Iv lUliktl : not rt word of compUint or qiianrcl Uaa ever 
pnssod Itf^twcon w. We priiy that in our fomiiig cxis* 
tcnccs, the same !uve nmJ uffeftiO'U may ever unite ns to* 
gether, Th€Ti rij^nrst was affectionately prnnU'd; and 
BndVm, in the preaence of n large assembly, proroiunred 
them blessed and happy amongst all men and women. 

The son of the Hiiler of the country, where theso 
things happened, woh;, to his grr^t atttictiun, childless, 
lie invited Bndha to come and (wutake of his bospitalit>' 
in his house. The offer was accepted. Great preimrntions 
Were made for the reception of the illustriotts visitor. 
The Prince had some of bis own clothes laid on the way 
that Budhn was to follow, in the hope that by treading 
over them, he might rommunkate a certain 'I'lrtno, 
whereby he would have the object of his earnest desire 
reali/ed. (!)n hi.s arrival near the entrance of the 
house, Bndha stopped and refused to proceed fartlier. 
Mmnwhile. he bekonned Antinda to remove the clothes. 
This was done acrordingly, to the IVinces deep disap¬ 
pointment. After the meal, Gnndama explained to him 
that he and his wife, during a former oxistence, hofl lived 
on egga and had killed man) bird*. ITieir present bar- 
rcncBs was the just punishment of their former trespass' 
inff. But their iictunl good dispwitions having iitoiied 
for the past transg^ssioiis, they would be blessed with 
children, ^ith were oveijoyed nt this news. They be¬ 
lieved in Bndha obtained the state of 'I'hiiutaiMin,^ 
thereby, entered into tlie cor rent of perfection. Their 
faith in Budha's word, procured to them fin happy a to- 
suit. 

During all the time that elapsed after the min, Budha 
travelled through the country, cngogi'd on his umtal bene¬ 
volent errnnd, and converting many, among men and 
Nats. Id the country of tiamrit, in a vilhige of PoiinhaSj 
called Jiagoulia, the head man, one of the richest in the 
place, had a daughter, whose beauty equalled that of a 
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dniurbtcr of Nnts. 8be had bo«i in vain asked b tnar- 
riiS hy Princes, Nobles and Poiinhns, The lu^iud 
dainsel had fejccted every oSer. On the day that her 
fiither saw Gaudama, he was struck his manly beau¬ 
ty and ineek deportment. He said within hiiTiself. This 
man shall be a proper match for tny daush^r. On Iw 
letum home, he communicated hia views to his wife, tm 
the foUowififf day, the daughter having put on her choic¬ 
est dress, and richest apparels, they all three went, mth 
a large iviinue, to the Daetawon mouaatcry. Admittcil m 
the presence of Hiidha, the father asked for hia daughter 
the favor of being allop'ed to attend on him, ithout 
returning a word of reply, or giving the ieast^ of ac¬ 
ceptance or refusali Budha row up and withdrew at a 
small distance, leaving behind him, on thefloer, the print 
of one of his feet. The Pounha’s well skilled in the 
science of interpreting wonderful signs, saw at a glance, 
that the marks on the print, bdicated a man no 1*“^ 
under tl»e cootrol of passions, but n sage, emancipated 
from the thraldom of ctmcnpiscence. She communicated 
her views to her husband, who had the impmleuce to go 
to Budhas presonce and renew the same offer, A^otia 
meoklv replied: rmmha, I neither accept nor decline 
your offer; in your turn, listen to what I have ^ say, 
lie, then, went on relating how he blid world, 

resisted Manh's temptation, lived in solitude for sin years 
and freed himself from the net of imssions. He coneJud- 
ed by stating that having become a Budha, he had lor 
ever conquered all passions. At the conclusion of the 
batniction, both father iUid mother became established in 
the state of Thautapan. The damsel was highly offended 
at the refusal she mciierienced. and retained a strong leol- 
ing of hatred towards him who had declined her protfer- 
ed favors. Her father took her into the Kothambi coim- 
try, ivbere she was offered to the Kuler, who sniitten with 
her eUarras, elevated her to the nink of fmt Qu^n, 

In the country of Kothambi, there lived three rich 
men. Those three men fed during the rainy seoBou, every 
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liiinilr£*il hc^rmitft who ciLtoe from the^ Himalaia 
mngep for the purpose of obLiiniiig their TnuiDtenancf, 
Those churitolile kymcD weut over to W'etlnilio for the 
purp^^e of trade- I'horep they met Bu Aha, ond earaeat 
Iv pressed him to come to their countiy and pfcnch the 
law. The invitation was aocepled. They rehimed home 
and built for the accomodatioii of the illuHtrious v iiiitor^ 
eacli of them, one monastery. When all WiVs rcad)S Bad- 
ha went to Kothambi, attended with five liimdird dism- 
p]C5. He spent thither the ninth season. During bis 
stay^ he dwelt by turn, in each of the thret^ Tuoiia&terieiit 
ond was abundantly supported bj the rich man in wboae 
monastery he took hh abode. 

In the country' of Kothambij there werct as yet^ few 
disciples or believers iu Biidha; but the number of hol¬ 
ders of false doctriTU's was exceedingly great. iSec- 
xetly supported by the first Queen, and uetuared liy jeU' 
lonsy ag^dnst the new^ Cl>lUe^:^ they reviled him and hk 
dwciplcs in every possible waTj and did their iitmo^itt to 
destroy iu puhlie opinion^ his ri^iruc fame. Whenever they 
met Budba^a diseiplesi they abu^^d them with theroursest 
language* I'nahje to hear any hingv^r so many iusnlta, 
Animda. lU the name of hia Brethrtuu went to Bndha*aiid 
asked him to remove to some other plitee, w^here they 
would receive a becoming treatment. But, tsaid lliidbUi 
if we be illtfeatetl In ttie new pliiee we go tO| n hat is to 
be done ? Ipl'e sha^l proccf^tl to $ume other pin re, replied 
Anikiida. But, rcturfCil Builha, if in thut new ptaco. we 
be likcwiae reviled, what then ? We shall, replied Aiiuht 
da, remove to some other pluce. Budha remained sileut 
for awhile, aud easting a gentle gluuco on Amanda, he 
^aid to him : a little patience will H^tve tis the trouble of 
so many traveD, and certainly procure here imtu lut, what 
we may perhaps vainly look for, any where i“lae. By pa¬ 
tience and endiiniiice, the wise mau eonqaer^ all bia ene- 
tnies* Behold the w.ir JBlephiint! he plung^^is into tbo 
thickest of the x^iug cotidict, regariile^is of ihu darts aud 
arrows tiyin^ in every dirocdoni uud carries all 
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him. I too. tlio mml excellent E^dha^ shloll certninly 
itnv here, diligently prcarh tlio mo'^ excellent and 
pt'^cveringlv Is^bor for ciLsentii ogling men from the net of 
pceision is. In nn wa.}% ah till I rare for tile abuve^t 
may pour oa me, and ary diadplc^. 

Not long after thi«^ a tritii ng nccideiit kindled the fire 
of dissentioti aTnong the memhera of AEBcmbly. llie ROb- 
ject^ wiia as hruliI, one of a tiiliing nature. It was con- 
cerhfog a pouvr of ciii^ijiline of starccly any importmn^v 
infringed niinitentlcinaliy by a Raban, He wm nccufled 
by one of liis brethfen of having eommitteii a sin* But 
ho replied that having done an act, in ahirh bis will had 
not participated* he did not consider bimbelf guilty. Each 
di.^putani attracted to his pfiity some lii^ligious who support* 
ed hia viti-w of the cstse. The Kothambi Rahanj seem to 
have been tliccafuse of the di^uDiotL whieli prevailed in the 
community and fioon, like a devonriiig tlame^ extended w 
the femfile portion of Uie Assembly. In ^ain, Gandama 
iuterfered, and exhorted the tw o parties to patience^ iinion 
tuid charity. In \m prcRimc e^ the p^uties were silent* 
But in his absence^ the quarrel grew worse. At Isist his 
Cntraitic-g w ere iinUeedcd and Utdcnr^l continlipd to rend 
asunder the bond of unity* Disgtisted with such a state 
of thiugs, Biidhn preached to the most distinguished 
members of the Assembly, the hlesflings of peace and' 
concords Such men as Baddia, Ivimila and Atiouroud- 
dha treasured ii]> in their lienrtT tlie iustriictions of dicir 
great master. But others coiitiiiued Mie dispute. Mean- 
while he resolved to sepiirate himself tor a time,, frotn all 
company, and to go in a lonely rfpot, to enjoy the happi¬ 
ness of peace and meditation* He shaped his course to¬ 
wards the village of Ealelayaka, wiiere he received lua 
food, and went into a grove of Sxtla trees, to fix Im resi¬ 
dence, ut the foot of one of thoRc trees. The villageiB 
hearing of his intention^ h<u?tcned to the ;*pot, and built a 
hermits hut for hia usCt and promised to supply him dai¬ 
ly with hifi food. 

It was in this place, that alone, delighting in the con* 
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templution of uncloutlpd truth, Gaudinna syunt the tviiiil 
Beacon. The Rich men of the Kothoinbi country, hewn ii^ 
that Budha hi«i departed bcctuise of the dissension^ ^at 
took ptiice amonK the RjihfttiB, became indignant. iTiey 
opctilv declared their fixed intent of refusing to pvc any 
thinir for the nmintenance of the Ruhana, imtil they had 
agreed among tliemsclres, and reconciled 
tSicher. 'iTie timely threat had the desired effect. Ihe 
disputants felt the unpleasant aeiiousucss of their uneasy 
position. They could hold on no longer, llte Rahans 
came to an agreement among thcroselres, and pronuMd 
that after the season, thev would go to Budha and aobcit 
his iiardon. In the forest of I^ciaka. there lived a cer¬ 
tain Elephant, much advanced in merits, which went to 
Bndbn, ami daring three months, ministered^ to all lua 
wants,'as a most effectionate and devoted disciple would 
do towards a beloved master. l • w 

The tltriH* months of lent Iwing completed, the rich 
men .\iiatapem made earnest enquiries with .r^aiida, r^ 
peering the place Budha had withdrawn to, and charged 
Jiitn to invite the groat preacher to come back to Tha- 
watric, !ind live as uanal in the Dretawon monaflterj. 
Complying with the pious wishes of the rich man, Aoan* 
da took with himself 500 Rahans, anti went to the soli¬ 
tude of PaJeliaka, He was likewise followed by the 500 
refractory Itahans of Kothambi, who. hud come to W e- 
thalir. i'he Ruler of the country and Auataiwin had re¬ 
fused at first to receive them. Hut the prohuhition had 
been removed, on account of their repeuhiucc. He apn 
proiichcd alone the place, Bndba was living. After the 
usual prostrations, Gnudaiua inquired whidher he had 
come alone. He replied that there were with him many 
of his faithful disc-iplcs, and the Kothambi Rahans. The 
latter came with the express purpose of asking his par¬ 
don, and a firm resolution to yield, hereafter, a ^lerfcct 
obecliencD to all hi!< commands. Budha desired them to 
appear iu his presence. The y came; were they well re¬ 
ceived, and their misbehavior wits forgiven. Gaudamn 
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explained to them the great advantage of shunning bad 
company, and of living in retirement The hcarcru were 
fidlv converted and Cfitablishnl in the state of Thaubipon. 
Biidha on his rulnm to Wcthnlic, continued preach ing in 
ever)' direction, iind led to the dclivemncc a great num¬ 
ber of Men, Xiits and Bmhmns, The stay in the Dseta- 
ivon fnormstcry was not very long. Uuilha went into the 
^lagnthn country, to n Pounhn village named Nala. Not 
far from that village, there is the ijeckinugiti, or sonth- 
cm mountain, with a mtmastcry, Into that place Ba¬ 
il ha spent the eleventh season.* His supporters were 
the PounUoft of the villiigc. The chief necapation of 
those men, was the tillage of the ikdds. Gnuilnma took

He Bpoke* ai first, dii the subject of bis daily lalmr^ 
his builorki^* plough^ the fmd the haireiiU whjeh 

supplied the Founha aud his faniily t^ith their cltuly 
food, during the year. He added! I, too, am a la* 
boreri provided with the seed, and till the imple- 
mentB necessary^ for cnnying oti till ages 1 he Poiiti' 
ha surprised at what ho heard, asked Bud ha m what 
place he had left hif bullticks, the $eed, the plough. &c. 
The latter coolly ieddied: all these things are with me at 
present. Hcaikcu, O PeunhaT to wbai I am about to 
state. The seed is that fervent desire^ that benevolent 
disposition, which proropted ine at the fect of the Budhu 
Dopinkara, Ut ask for the Biulhaship! it is tlie srienco 
which I have gathered iLiiider the tree Bodi. The niin 
water, U that uninterrupted scries of goqd works, |>crform-^ 
ed by me, until I have bceome a Hod bn. They have been 
as the means of watering the good seed whieli was in me. 
The knowledge or Bcienee, and wisdom are us the yoke, 
os weli as the plotigh"« shaft. The heiirt or the knowing 
principle wlijch is in me, reprcf^eids the reins that serve to 
guide the hidloeks. Tlio teeth of the plough represent 
the diligence that must be used in uttendiasr to the cm* 
dicadng of the principle of d cm erits and of b^id work s. 'fhe 
plough's handle, represents the guiding prindpfe oftheln w, 
wtiieh enables me to removcalltbatisbiid.andpronKito wbut 
is good* The food whicti you , O Pounha. derive from your 
exertions^ lepreseut# the pure relish wliich is tasted 
by him who is bent oti nvoidSng: evil, and doing good. 
When you make use of the plough, you cut or Ujjroot all 
had weeds ; so it is w ith him w ho is penetrated ivitk the 
full meauing of the four great tmtha^ he cuts and up¬ 
roots from Lituself fho wicktxl iucHnufious atid low pixj- 
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j^nidtie^ that an? it) him. Whoa the labor of flio field id 
over, you any ok e your bullocks and leave them to (fo 
vritherMcvcr tbry please; so it is ttith the tvisemaa. Bv 
opplicatjoQ IQ iavigoratinir the jirinciplc of good, that 
1*1 to porfectiou, ho lets go the opyiosite priariple 
which gives rise to oil imperferdons. 'J’he bullocks have 
to work hard, to eomplctr the work of dUftge. So the 
hti'i to strugiile h^d* to tiU perfectly and cultivate 
thoroughl j tbo soil of his own being, and reach the happy 
state of 2Seibbim. The hushanclniaii who labors so much 
tor briuguight'i field in a poAitmn to refeivt the seed, and in 
cv^ry war to ftivor ha growth, is imitotctlby the true sage 
who cntlearors to free liimsc'lf from the misf^ries attending 
eristonce, to ad^wnee iit the way of merits, bv the praetke 
of good works, and who thirsts after the happy condition of 
thr perfect. Ffr who works the fields is soiuo times dii^ap- 
poiuU'il. and feels occasionully the pangs of hunger. He 
who works in the field of wisdom, is eirempt 6'oin all mi* 
eenes and nfflirtious. He eats the fruit of his labor, fie is 
fully satiated when he beholds Neibban. It is in this man¬ 
ner, O Poiinbn, that I am u true luisbandiTiiiii, and am always 
provided with all the implement necessary for the tillage 
of nmn R soul. 'Ihe I'ounha delighted with such doc¬ 
trine, liecame a convert, and professed his bcitef unto Bn- 
dha, tlic law- and the asseniblr. Snlisequenlly he apphed 
tor aUmitOLuce into the ossemblv, and bv eneigctie ciforts 
m the arduous work of meditation, he become, at last, a 
Kiihiinda, 

I'Tieu tile rains were over, Uiidhii travelled through 
the comdiy, prcachtug the most excellent law, with the 
happiesr reaulLs. I Ic went to the town of .Satiabio, in the

The invita¬ 
tion ivas graciously acceptod. lli that town, he spent 
the twcU'cth Season, Great irtanv i’ouilhaa were en¬ 
lightened anti converted bv professicg their firin adber- 
to the three precious things.

Budha leaving this country, shaped his com^ thro^ii 
the great Mantala country ; he travelled hy the shortest 
route, a distance of 500 yondzanas. He started on the 
day after the Ml moon of Tabodway, and spent nearlv 
five months in this voynge. He rcnched the banks ^ 
the Ganges at Gnvagati. where he crossed the migh^* 
stresun and went to Benares. He had not been long in 
that city, when be recrossed the Ganges and went to 
WethaUe, dwening in the (iootaj.'nrnthaia monastery. 
Thence he went into Thawattic, preaching through all 
the places he visited. When he was in tlve Dzetuwon 
moBiisterv, he delivernl the Maha Hahnln instruction, for 
the bene^ of his son Eabulo, who then was IW- years old.

After H rather short stav in Thawattic, Budha went to 
the town of Tsalio. 'Ibe 'mhabitants built for him a mo- 
nasterv, on a hill, uot far from the town, mid libendly 
BuripUed him, with all that be wanted. Heitsod with the 
ofwcl reception the people gate him, Gandama spent, on 
that spot, the thirteenth season. He went to receive hi» 
food in the village of Dzautoo. Thence travcUinff 
Ihinngh the country, he reached the biuiks of the nvec 
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Kimikib, and cnjored hinis^lf in a brnutifn] of 

troos. Tbc disciple lie'mg too much 

taken up with the beauty of tlic placet engf rly wished to 
rem^im hither for fiome time. As a iiuuishmrat for such 
!iii inordinato attiicliuieAt to a particular spot, he who 
hiid renounced llie world atid the gratification of passious, 
felt, on a sudden, a stmtige change to take place in him. 
A flood of conmiiiHcewce inundated his souk Bud ha. who 
saiT what was taking place in Meggsa. gave him on mstrtic- 
tiou on the coutempt of the things of thii^ worlds and en¬ 
tirely cnriHi him from his great spritual ili=feraper. 

Thence he ptcwceded to Thawattie, into the Dzetawnu 
monastery, whci^ he spent the fonrltfuth season. The 
great disciple Thariputra, witlt jive htmdred HeligiouSr 
%vaa spending the aeason in a neighboring yi-Inge. Ilie 
people were so much pleaded with him and his comisany^ 
that they offered to each of them^ a piece of yellon silk. 
f>ome Religfons jealous of the great disciple, came to Bii- 
dho, and acensod him of covetnpisuc&s. Budha fully jus¬ 
tified his gn^af companion and commended the libenility 
of the donors T who imd thus on o|ii>ortuiiity of satbfyiog 
their liberidity and gaining merits* 

The Thamane (iahula Avas ttien 30 year^ old. Uuving 
reached the canonirul age, he was elevated to the dignity 
of Patzin. ITio youag Religious could scarcely defend 
himj^elf from a rertnin feeling of vanitv, on nccoimt of hb 
father fi dignity, and ot his mvn personal mien and hear¬ 
ing Avhich he tvaa vary fond of iidmiriiig, Bndlm was in¬ 
timately acquuuUed with Avhat wiizi gfjing on in liidiiiUiV 
iKJul. Ilf? preached to him the contenapt of wetfand of rdl 
varietieis of form. The instruction was so impressive, 
that it lend the young hearer lo the state erf liahmida* 
On a certain night, that Knoirla was sleeping near the 
door of Gnudama^s private apparttnent, Manh Kiit wish- 
bg to frighten the veiling Hahaiida, created the likeiiess 
of an Elephant Avhich keeping his trunk over Ins hoad^ 
suddenly made a frightful noise. Budho Avho was luside,

Thoiippahuda wher 
was at oTicti his unde and Ills father-in-law, bore unto 
him a deadly hatriHl, and secretly harbored in bis heart, 
a sentiment of revenge for two principal reasons, kcause 
Iris daughter ’^'athaudara bad bwn aWdotiod by Gauda- 
ma, when he left Iris paloea ami began the life of an 
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XGtir : and also for htivirjp admittc^d liis- o'lVti son Dewadsvtj 
amoti^ the meiaiber^ of the Aescmblr. Ilaviii|| been in> 
formed that on the foUoivhi'j dn v, ]3udhi\ would dir:?i‘t 
his steps towards a certain quarter of the tnwu, to h?^ 
his fwKi, Thou[ipabuda partook largely of intoxicatiTig li- 
jquort to nerve bitiiself to the osecution of the design he 
had in his mind, and went out in the direction Giiudama 
was expected to come. As soon iis he saw him drawing 
near, he planted himself in the middle of the road, 
ring the piiss.agc. and loading bis great relative with 
abuses, Biidlia stopped awhile, witliout showing the 
least sign of emotion. Tlien turning to .Vuanda, he said; 
great is the crime of my uncle ; seven days hence, he shall 
he swallowed up alive by the earth, at the foot of the 
great stair case of liis palace, tin this fearful prcdictioti 
being reported to Tiiouppabnda, he laughed and stated 
that he would stay during eight days, tn the upper story 
of his palace, and hetic his nephew’s predirtion. Des¬ 
pite the prenmtions that he took, the fatal prediction was 
literally fulfilled. The uufortuniite anrepenting Prince 
saw the earth Imrsting open under his feel, and he 
was precipitated to the very biittoEn of the Awidzi hell, 
Budhu prntitod of the awful punish men t tliat had befallen 
a Priuce of his family, to exhort Mcihanan to take a firm 
asylum into the three precious things, to bear a Bineerc 
love, and an nffeftioiiato fondness to all that related to the 
law, and its praetices. 

Up to the present |iGriod of his life, Budha had reserv¬ 
ed to hitnself the right of preadiing the law to, and ex¬ 
tolling the tneritfl of, those who bad brouglit him his food, 
after having partaken of tlieir liberal donation, f his in- 
•^tmetion may he properly calleil the scrnion of thaoksT' 
giving. Iris railed Aijou-ttiaii-daTiii. Now he allowed 
his discipli^ to do the like, and repay the generosity of 
their heuefactors, be distributing unto them the know¬ 
ledge of tmih.

I’lio NOUS o f the 1 1 ti liter, as well on their wives, gri^w 
very mueh troubled nt seeing that their father was not le- 
Umiing at the luuiiil liour, from ibiting hh nets. "ITiey 
feaml thjit tuime untoward accident had been met by him. 
They firmed themselves and wind in search of him, lliey 
soon came to the spot were they saw the sad position of 
(heir father. At tlie same moaient, pereehing a yellow 
dressed individiiali they hastily roiududed that by the 
power of wome rharniS j he had liroiiglil tlielr father into 
iliis misemide eoiiditioiip hey made up th<“ir mind to kill 
him. But ivhilst they w ere preparing to put their cniel de- 
wigiJ iuto execution, their handsj suddenly henumbed, could 
imr grjisp the weapon Ni and they aQ stood motionlesa and 
spt^erhU^. Awaking, nt la!it, from eontem]dationf llii- 
filiK siiw the horiter and all his ftniUy standing before 
liiiu. Tnkiiig coinpns^inn on them, he restored them to 
I heir ordSnarv condition, and preaehed to them. 1 hey 
ill! foil nt his knees, crtiveti his parduui believed in him 
and Ijerame fervent I'paaakiis^ 

Biidha returned to 'rhawuttie to apeud the 30tb seadou 
in tlie Dzetawon mon’istery. It was ot that period that 
(here bapjicned a remarkable change ill the management 
of the domestic affairs of (iaudLima+ Up to the present 
time, no one among the Eeligious hud been s[jcciHdly ap 
poiuled tu uttond on Budha juid niiuiistcr to hha w imts. 
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^iiit iimiVD of tlH;ni, ns driMiuistmiCrs iKH-ttm'd. 
tlio !iifreubl(.! uiid Uoiior<i!ile diitj of s(*rdiighitu. How* 
I'vor, hiiinnTi iritiire will orcastonaUy lot njipear, ereti 
iimong the bust of nico, ftome morks of its in note inii>fr- 
fi'ctioDH, On two oc’casLonsi, the {lahtuis who folioweil 
Btulha, and curriinl his mendicanfii pot and a portion of 
his drt'Hi, wished to go in one rllrcetion, wliilst Bndha 
(leaired them to follow nuothcr, They had the impu¬ 
dence to part company with him. Hoth paid dearly for 
their disohedicnce. They fell into the hands of rcibbem 
who took away all that they had, nfid heat them Keverniy 
m the head. This two fold at t of iiisnlwjrdinatioti. pftui- 
ftiUy affected Budha. He aummoncLl all the UeUgious 
into hLs presence, and derlarod that being old, he wished 
to appoint one of thetu, to tlieperminient office of personal 
attendant on himself. Thariputnt and Mankalnn imme* 
diately tendered thek nerdces with a pious and loving 
caracatness. But Bndha di clincd to accept their oflbr, as 
well na that of the 80 prindpal disciples. TTie reosOii 
was that their fiervieea were required for preaching to 
the people, and laboring with him, for the dissemination ot 
the true science, among nicn. Snnie uf the disciples urg¬ 
ed Ananda to volnnteer his services : but, out of modesty, 
he remameti flilent. Then, he added that, should Undha 
be willing to a crept his humble sc rrircs, he knew his 
heiirt’fl dLspoEitions and his willhiguess tn attend on him 
on all occasions ; he hut! but to signify hia good pleasure. 
As to him, he would be too happy to accept the office. 
Budhn cxprcftsotl his reiulincsa to confer on him the hono¬ 
rable employment. Uc was formally appomted and tki* 
ruinated Phra’s attendant, and during tiic 35 remaining 
seasons, he acted as the beloved and devoted attendant on 
Budha's person. Through him alone, vidtors were usher- 
i-d into Budha’s pteaence^ anti orders were fomraunicated 
to the mem bora of the .iasembly, Gandama ww then 5 a 
years old. 

On a eertuht day, Im went to the villugo of Daantoo, 
for the purpose of eollecttng almi}. ^lauli Nat, hi* 
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tente foe, entered into the heni't of all the vill.ip'^rfs tb 
prevent them from giving aims to the menditopt. He 
Bucceeded bo well in hia wicked design, that no One nn 
ticed GaiiGaniB's pswiage throtigh the fetrccf. nor gave 
bitn almii. ^Vhen he drew near to the gatc^ Manh stood 
by the side of the street and asked him with a sarcastic 
tone, how he felt imder the pangs of himgerl Endlia rd- 
plied to him that he crftild, by entering into the fitaip of 
perfect trance, renroin, like the great Brahma, without 
nsiog material food, feeding: ouly as it were, on the in¬ 
ward happincB^, created by tiie immediate Hight of un¬ 
clouded truth, Fi ve htfiidted ymmg vir^ its . who happett- 
td to return frem the coimtry iuto the piacCj prostruted 
before Biidha, listened to hi'& inaimctions, and reached 
the state of Thautapan. 

On leaving the place^ Budha happened to travel through 
a forest, which had become an object of terror to all the 
people of Kotha'a, as being the favorite haunt of Oogali- 
mala a famous robber and murderer. Tilxe Rilter p( the 
^ountrv, Pasenadi had beard, ftom the windows of hifi pa- 
tace^ the cries of his alarmed subjects. De'^piie the many 
remoBetrunces that were made, concerning the dangers 
bf such aS ah^hipt, Biulha went straight forward to the 
den of the formidable ui^ui, who ennged of such a pre¬ 
sumptuous bolditesfs, was prepariug fo make liim pay dear 
for bia iiitrusion.: Biit Se had to deal with ati opponent 
that could riot cosily be frigliteri'ed. To his threji-lfl and 
attempts, to infliet harm, Gaudanaa opposed the meekest 
Composure, the mildest esprcfsiona, and on^ unalterable 
patience. Softened by the kindness of his opponent, 
Ougalimala altered the torie of Ida voice and showed 
signs of respect to Bud ha. The hitter quickly perceiv¬ 
ing the change that had taken pldce in the robber 4 
soul, preached to him the law and rhride of him a sin^ 
cere convert. Coming out from the forest which hod 
been the seat of so many crimes, he followed Budha( 
with the behavior of an humble disciple- Ihe people of 
fijosola could scarcely givo ertsdit to 111* change that hail 
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place ID Ougalinmla- In a sh<irt time, be beemiic 
a Kahanda and died not loii^ after hr bad perfoict. 

Tlie memberi of the ajisctubly were, on ft curtain. daT, 
taJkin^ amnng thefii&elvai abpid the place he bud proba^ 
bly minted to. Badha, who hnd oterbrard fbeir ron- 
rer^ation on this subject, said li? them i Beloved Bickna, 
the Rub an OugaliiTiftlu^ who iiaa died i\ little while 
after his convorsioni has reticbed the deliveniiice,i Hii 
conversion baa bern. at onto^ prompt and pf^rfert. He 
wai verv wicked previoius to his con^ eti^ion, bccutiBe be ne¬ 
ver met hut with wicked mid perverse Hfiftociates, the com¬ 
pany of whom led him into all sorts of disorders. But 
he has tin sooner had the good fortune to meet nje, hear 
ray instructions, and converse with you. that he liEts, at 
once, believed in my doctrine, adher^ to me witli all his 
might, ami entered into the way leading to perfectioii. 
He has aitenuously labored to destroy in him the law of 
demerits, and has. thus rapidly, rcuched the sunirait of 
perfection.

Whilst the most excellent Budba was in the Pmerawon 
monastery, the heretirfl of ITiawattie made another at¬ 
tempt to lower, nay, to destroy his reputation. They pre¬ 
vailed upon Thondarie^ a woman entirely devoted to their 
interests, to spreEul the rumour that she had fipent a 
luglit, in the appartments uf Budba. When the culum- 
ny had been noised abroad, they euborued a gang of 
drunkards to whom they promiEcd a targe aum of mo¬ 
no j, if (hey wotdd do away with the ini^trument of the 
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fllntitlcT. ITiey arcowliugly Bclccted a favorable opportii' 
uity, killed 'niondarie aiid llireir her Wy into a dustci 
of ba-iheB, close to the monastery. When ibe crime bad 
been perpclr ited, the heretics raised a cry all over the 
country, inquiring about Tbondarie. She could no 
where'be found. Scuri U was miuie in every dirccUon, 
until at last, by the ecctei directions of their emiBSorieB, 
the body was found on the simt where it had been appa¬ 
rently concealed. The party hostile to Bud ha, laid the 
crime at bis door. The King of the country urged on by 
them, ordered n strict inqiiLry to be made. The infamous 
trick was at last discovered in the follu'ving nianner- 
Thv perpetrators of tJie deed happened to go into a drink¬ 
ing place. Heated by the liquor they taken, they 
began to accuse each otltcr of having kilied 1 hon^ie. 
Their converealion was overhead by one of the Kings 
serv'autii, who b»d them arrested and led to the paUco. 
The King asked them : wicked men, is it true tliat you 
have killed the woman Thondarie ! They answered: it la 
true, wc have killed her. Who advised you to commit the 
murder I The Ueittv teachers, who have paid us one thou¬ 
sand pieces of silver' Indignant at such a horrible deed, the 
King ordered the murderers and their advisers to be put 
Uj death. Their puniBhment ronBisted iti thoir being bU' 
tied in the eiirtli up to their waist. They were subse¬ 
quently covered with u heap of straw, which being eet 
fire to, they were burnt to ileath. Budha told his disci¬ 
ples that what hud h.tppeued on this melancholy occasion, 
was but a just retributioo for his haii'ing, in a former eiis- 
tenre, been drunk, and, in that state, abused and slander¬ 
ed a holy personage. ^ 

In one Oi hb preachinff excufsicins j Gaudama couTGitcd & 
l^ounba ti'Iio nsktHtl hiai i illiijitrioiiis Budii^ 
irliat bnE the gr^at Drabniti td merit the esttraordi' 

nary ^lory that ffneompasses h\^ person^ and the^ tmaiit- 
pasisiul felicit)' that he Gnjojsf Tci whom he 
the great Brahma, during several existenceBj bus bestow¬ 
ed abundant alma on the delivered tnanj people 
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from greiit pcrilSj ond deUghtrd in giving instruction to 
the tgnoriiut. Sucli meritorious deeds hnve procured for 
him the trenseendont rank that he ocfuines, and bg cured 
to him, for an immense period of time, the matchless 
hftppmess that he possesses. 

Two rich men, one of lhawattie, ^d the other a 
denizen of the Ougcra city, had, in their youth, when 
engaged in their stiidies, promised each other, that he who 
should have a daughter would give her in mamogc to 
the son of the other. When they hiu) grtuiVn up, the 
rich man of Tbawattie became a disfipl® ®f Budha, bur hia 
friend followed the teachings of the hererics. Indue 
time, Anatapein, for such was the name of the former, 
had a beautiful daughter. His friend Ougg* had also a 
fine grown up son. It came to pass that Qugga, on a 
certain dav, arrived from his piaca with five hundred 
carts of goods, to Thawattie for the pu^ose of trading, 
He lodged, as a matter of course, in his friend's home. 
During the conversation, Ougga reminded bis ho&t of 
their former promifle, and declared that he would be tiro 
happy to have it fulfilled without delay. Anatapein 
having consulted his wife and daughter, and secured 
their consent, agreed to the proposal, that was made to 
him. The pious rich man, however, was somewhat oth- 
cemed respecting the dangers of his daughter's position, 
in the midst of upholders of false doctrines. Ho gave 
hex a retinue of female attendants, who could, by their ad¬ 
vice and converflation, maintain intact, in her, the faith 
in Budha. WUcu the bride arrived, after a loi^ journey 
to Ougga’s city, she woa desired hy her father-in-law, to 
go in company of his wife, to pay her respetts to his 
teachers, who were sitting qnite'naked, with disheveled 
baits, in the midst of a most disgusting uncloancse, under 
a shed prepared for them. Unused to such an unsightly 
and revolting display, the modest girl recoiled back with 
a becoming horror, refusing even to cast a look at them. 
Enraged at the contempt shown to his teachers, the nut 
natural fkther-in-Iaw tbreatened to send her away fooiS 
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his house, w being au unsuitable mutch for his sou, 
firm in her faith, she withstood aU the efforts that wero 
made, to induce her to alter her resolution, aud pay ul- 
lentiou to sufh uidividuals. She went buck into her ap- 
partmeuts. Havingsojnevhat recorered her spirits, and re¬ 
gained her usual calm and serene compgnnre, the pious 
young lady began to praise, in thn presence of her mo- 
tlier-iU'law cud other l^ies of the town, and extol tho 
glory, modesty, meek ness and all the other qualificationa 
which ndometl her great teacher and his disciples. The 
hearers were delighted at all that they beard, oud ex¬ 
pressed an eager deaife to scu iheni and hear their in-

On thiit day* tbo Budha, usimi^ 

was at an early hour, reviewing the beings dwelling on the 
idnnd of Diampoudipa, endeavoring to discover those that 
were well dis^joaed to hear tlie trath. His searching 
glance soon discovered what was going on in the house 
of the richman Ougga, and the good dispositions of many 
fii its inmates. Thither, said he, I shall hasten to preach 
the law, for ipatiy shall be converted* Hereuiwo. he sutn- 
moned dQU disciples to attend him. They all took their pat- 
tos and other ailirles. With his company, he Acinto tho 
air and soon alighted in the court yard of the rid} nuin’s 
house. .Ml were rejoiced to sec Budha and his dUcj^les, 
They lent a most attentive ear to his instructions. 'I'hfl 
rich man, bis household, and a great number of the ^«?o^ 
pie of the town wen* converted- Anonroudha was left 
at Ougga, to complete, perfect and extend the good work 
00 happily begun. Butlha, in all haste, returned to Ihai 
wattle. 

At that time a great noise was made throughout the 
country, on occoirnt of a cettaiii Tounha. lyhosc navel 
emitted a sort of light in the shape of a moou. He he-? 
longed to the part) of unbelievers. He was led by them 
in ever}' village and town, as a llvitig proof of the power 
they possesaed. .\t last, hts frienns introduced him into 
||vA H^etu-wou Dososlcryi He was no sooner intioduood 
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in BtidUa^E pt^^sencc. fhnt ihr prodigy^ Buddt-nly ccnscd. 
He wiaut nwat* soiuiMvlrjt aonovctJ at liis misfofttiiiB ; bnt 
he had e( crasa^rd I he tli rcsbohl of moria^tery^ 

thiit the It^ht nf 3 ippeaji*il. Three titiin* he came before 
the great Preachtrrt and three dmci^ the light ■wm roto* 
pleteiy celipsed. Nn doubt eould be cntertamed. bat 
there was in Bndha, some secret power supertor to the 
one he po?$essi*d. The Pounha waa nt once di'ieoii.cerled 
and bewildered. In hie ignorance, be attributed the acch 
dent to BOTDc superior magical formula possessed by Bu- 
dhn, end asked him to teach him the sfdd fomitihu 
Bud ha mid to him; O Pntmha, I poft^aB no charm t I 
ignore all magicaj formubi^- rhece is in me but one 
virtue ; it is that which I have gathered at the foot frf the 
Bodi treCr diirinir the forty-iiitie days that I have $i>rnt 
there* in the deepest meditation. As to what attracts 
now the [ilteiition of rhe people^ on your pcriion, you are 
indebted for it, to the otfering of a gold coronet, in the flhape 
of a moon* you made to a Budha, during a former ciiii- 
tence. The reward bi^tciwc?d on you for such a good 
work, IB but a trausient otie^. It can a£btd you no real* 
suh&tantial and Instinji happine^. Hearken to my doc¬ 
trine : it ^ill confer on you a never ending teconipcnse^ 
He went on explaining to him, many pointB of the law. 
The Ponnh-i believL^ in Budha; nay'i be applied for the 
difmity of Rihun* ond hnnlly became a Ilaliaudit-

seem A to have stayed at or near Ittidzagio, rhiefiy hi ihe 
Weioowon monastery. The ntnniint of seasong sjTent by 
onr Phnv* fiatm the time he obtained the Budhaship, rill 
hia deaths is forty-five 

1 find rclateilj m a fact worthy of notice, tJie donation 
by a rich Widow of Wethalie, named Wisaka, of the ce* 
lebrated Ponppayon tnonasiery. It was situated not fax 
from the Dv.etawon^ in an eastern direction from that fanKins 
place. It is mentioned that when Rira salliefl from the 
Dzetawon inonastery, by the eastern gate, the people ot 
the couatrv knew that be was gtrinj to dwell for a while 
into the Poappavon monaaterj' i when, on the other bandf 
he was ohaerved to leave it, by the northern gate, all the 
people understood that he was nndertaktng a journey 
through the cotmtry, for the purpose of preachmg. The

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epoch of thw donation is not certain. It appears from 
some particnlnrs indirectly allndcil to, thnt it must hove 
taken place when Budha won 6U years old. 

In following onr mnnuacript, we find inserted m tniq 
place, the detailed accounts respecting Dewadat, related 
by Budha hin^lf itf the Uzetawon moQa8iery,_m' the pre¬ 
sence of a large party of his disciples. The foct of Bn* 
dba mentionitig the name of Adzatathat* as King of Iw- 
dica<no, leaves no donbt rwpecting the time when the 
awful pumshnxeut is supposed td have been meeted out 
to iJtewadat, on account of the many heinous sins laid to 
his charge. AdaataUiat, having imirifcred his father 
Pimpathara, by starving him to death, in d prison; be¬ 
came King of Kadiagio and succeeded him, when 
Budha was nearly Ti years old. He was already King, 
as the sequel will show, when Hewadat was, aa yet, his spi'- 
ritual adviser. It is probable that the following narra¬ 
tive was made not more than two years after the above 
date. 

When the most emajUent Budha was in the Daetawon 
monastery, alluding to the sad fate that had fallen Hewa- 
he related the causes that had brought on this dread-f 
ful occurtCDcc. 

At a ceflffin time when Budha was spending a Season nr 
the Kosamby roentry, the people came in great numbers,' 
every day, to the moonstery, to bring abundant alms, airf 
pay tlieir respects to him and the Asaeinhly.' On certaur 
occasions, they mode inquiries about the most dutinguisUed 
members of the Assembly,- such a» Tbariputm, Mauk Jan/ 
Anouroudda, Ananda, Ba^o, Kimila and others, giving 
utterance to the feelings of admiration and love, they en¬ 
tertained towards them. But they never took the least 
notice of Dewadat. The latter keenly resented the stu¬ 
died slight; the more so, faecau^ he thought that in birf 
capacity' of member of the assembly, andl, Mhis royal des¬ 
cent, be was entitled to as much consideration os many 
Others, who, on this twofold respect, were greatly his infe- 
nora* ccauived to leave the company of Budhu ostd

to fitlifr plsicc. He went to Kadiafrio, and in* 
himself in Hid favow of the \tning Ehrinen Adza- 
tntUiil, kOu of King Pirnputham. The young Prince 
taken tip with tiin grave ntEititiers of the new tomer, ac¬ 
knowledged him (wirin teacher, and built for him a monas' 
tery on the Yaulliitha hill, close to the wty. 

Some wan afterwards, Budlia came to Kodzagio to spend 
n seafiod in the Welofjwoii monastery.. Dewadatveent to 
his hionastery. H aviii g paid b is respecta, in the iieual nnm- 
ncr, and occupied a becoming place, he, three times 
quested the permission of having an Assembly or Tiling 
of his own.'qTiite distinct from the other, which was un* 
der the immediate manfigoment'Df Budha. On this point, 
he three times received a direct refusal to his de¬ 
mand. From that dav, tlic jealousy he entertained to¬ 
wards Budha, waxed to a base envy, which soon generat¬ 
ed in his soul, a dcadlv hatred agtfinst him, lie made up 
his mind to break with Budha^ all ries of spmtnal -lela- 
tioQsbip, and to become the chief of a new religious body. 
To succeed in hia impious design, he required the sup¬ 
port of the secular arm. The King, of Magathn, was in 
favor of Hndha, but his port had warnily espoused the cause 
of DewadaL In such a po^itioii, the evil disposed J)cwa. 
dat odvioed Prince AdzuUithat to compaM the destniotiou 
of his fhther, in order to beemne King. ■ The ambitions 
son followed the detcsteble advice, and put an end to 
his father s life, by aterving him bo den Hi, in a pnsom m 
spite of his own mothcr’a exertions to save her royal hus¬ 
band’s life. 

. It was in. the IJllb season of lludhaa puhlic miwuonj 
that Adzatathat a.srcnded the throne of Hagathn. tinder 
fbe new King's an spice,!, Dewadat carried every thing 
before him, with a high hand. Assured of the new King s 
support, he hired 30 Bowmen and promised them m 
ample reward, if they killed Ihulha. The mffiauH gladly 
agreed -to the proposal. Hut wlien they were on the point 
of committing the crime, they felt tl^emselvea overawed by, 
the prescucg, of Budhiu Instead of executing tht^ oraer thof 
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had receivEKl, they' fell at hh feetj craved liia paidon^ Hi- 
tened to hiA preaeUiii|^ and t^ere converted, one after the 
otlien Diaappoiiited nu tkifl T^oin^ Drwtidtit designed 
another pbin to rtd hiDMelf of tho great I^crieher. He 
wRtehed the tnomc-al when Budha was walking at the 
foot of n MIL named Weitfla-gont- Fn>ni the suminit, he 
rolled a large stone that wa^ to croiili liis enemy. For- 
tnnatelVj on its way down the hill's ride* it met with a 
Hmall obstacle, on which it split mto several parts* One 
splinter alone hurt the toe of one of Budhti's feet, and se* 
verely bruised it. On hearing of such a nefarious nnd 
cow'ftidjy attempt^ the cHsciplea hastened to tlie spot and 
i^onveyed their beloved master to hi? monastery. ITiey 
offered to keep gnard nonnd his person^ to prevent the 
reoccurrence of other attempts on his life. Btit Bndha 
said to them that no Tnortal had the power to hurt him* so 
far as to cause his death, lie fhtinked them for this new 
token of their affectioiiate regard towards him, nnd bade 
them to return to their respactive plortfl!. 'fhe celehrn^ 
ted physician Dzewaka having been sent forj applied a 
bandage, which bemg removed on the following monihigt 
it waa found, to the autprise and joy of all present, that 
the injured toe weis perfectly cured. On another occa¬ 
sion ^ Uewadat mEtde a last attempt on Budhak ILfCt M the 
suburbs of Badzagio, by the meaiis of an Elophant infn* 
riated and madden^ by the use of strong liquor forced into 
his throat. The animal was lei loose in one of the streets 
wliich Gandatnn waa perambulating fox ga the ring *tlniSt 
in his mcndicaTifB pot. But far from doing any injury lo 
Bndhai the Elephant having come into his presence, tood 
fora while, and then knelt before Inm* in token of respect. 
In this manner. Be wadat signally failed in this last wicked 
attempt. 

Dewndaf difforc-d from his cousin on some pom In of 
discipline; and this difference occasioned the schism that 
he meditated to establish^* He bud propoacd to Bndba to

Inimen; to abstain firom fish and meat; and to dweU m 
unroofed places. Gaudaiua posiUvely refused to accede 
to his demjuids. Steanwhile he meekly warned Ipi ogtunst 
the sin of achUm, telling him, that the commission of such 
an offence would throw the perpetrator, into the heU Aw> 
dzi, for a whole reTolution of nature- Deaf to such a sidu- 
tnrv warning, Dewadat precipitated himself m sthum, lie 
euined over to liis party, fivc-huiulrcd unexpencu^d 
Bidiana of the Witji country, and with them dwelt m tlie 
monafitery of Guyathitha. He signally failed m bis at^pt 
to draw Ananda to his aide. Tljariputra, by the udnee of 
Budha went to Dewndafs place. Profiting of the tme 
he was aalcep at a distance, he prevailed upon 5UU 
Tlnliniiii to abandon schism, and return to Budha, the cen-

He was caiTied in a litter, Me^otiReni nfitcr meifyspiigprs 
informed Budba of the approach of hi« aiiraponift- Bnt 
he raliftJy said to his dimplefi: beloved sons, do not 
trouble your^lves. Dewadar iliull not st'O my face, nor 
enter tiie precinctH of this place. lllfo^na^Io^l was^ in haste, 
eonveycdi that Hew adat had actually rcnchei:! tlie tank^ 
close to the ntnimtery/and wtis resting a while under tbo 
shade of a tree. i Faudama calmly fifave the s+ime asaur* 
ance to his trembling diflciples. But the monient of a 
terrible punishment at hand. Dewadut quitting his 
couch, stood up fur a whilcT to refresh his wearied limbs. 
But he was seen by his asitemSMhed and bewildered com- 
paaionfs gradually siuking into the earthy fiist up te his 
knees, then up to his navel, and to bii shoiilders. At 
that muHieni, be humbled himself, cottfessiKl bis fai^dt, ats 
knowledgecl and proclaimed the glory of Utidha. lie 
then dmppeared, wrapt into a dame, Jinrl fell to the bot¬ 
tom of the hell Awidri. His punishment cansiKts in hav¬ 
ing his feet sunk ankle deep, in a burning groond : his 
head is covered with a red hot pan that ca]is hi^ bead 
down to the lobe of the ears: two hugi:' reil hot iron bars 
transfix him horizontally-from right to left: two^ from 
back to front, and one imjiales him from top to liottom* 
He shall have to sufer in that frrghtful position, during 
a rcvoUiticin of nature. Boh for hitardy and sincere 
repentance, he shidl be delivered, ruid, by hifi exertions in 
practising virtue, be shall become a Pilzcpnhiidha, under 
the name of Atisara. 

Adzatathat ralcd over the two countries of Engu and 
Magatha. Hia mother wo^i Waydahi, the Hhter of King 
PathetiaiH, who nded over tlie two coimtries of Kaci and 
Kosalu. Adzutathat, of a bcllieosc temper, quuicllcd with 
iiifl nncle on account of some districts in Kaci, which he 
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by force of arraSi irnablc to rosiat tUc atusy of 
'hh ncpbt w, Patlienadi offered to tbo invader the hand of 
liifl daughter W'atxera komma. ITie offer waa accepted, 
(lod u roconciliatioa fi^owed. Three ycara afterwards, 
Tathciiadi lost his throne which was seized by Meitta- 
doubba* a son he bod had by a concubine- Pathenadi weiji 
JO RadKagio to ask assistnnee agnitist the usurper, from 
bis soa-iii'lavv- But he died oa hin way to that place. 

It was under the rule of Meittadoubba, in the 44th 
seasout that occurred the total destructioti of the Tha^wi 
Princes of Kosala and JCapUawot, by the ambitious 
4^dzatathat. 

lludha spent the 44th season in the Dzetawon ttionas^ 
Jerv- Wheu the season was over, he went to dwell in 
the Weitzogout monastery, near Kadzagio. Whilst he 
wa^ in that placOi the^ was spread a famour that 
tnthat entertained hostile feclmgia towards Wethalie* 
Ihidha, then, foretold that as Iptig ss the Princes of 
WethaJie would be united and avoid internal strife and 
contention, they would be more thuu a match for tbeir 
emomy - but ebould 4]uarrel take place among them? they 
and their c<>iintry would fidl an easj' prey to the invader^ 
These wnruls which fell from Budha's nionth, were not 
forgotten by a Pounha, who was one of .\dzatathats mi¬ 
nisters* lie planned mth his royal mother a consent and 
secret encoiiragemctit, ^he destruction of the rulers of 
VVethalie, and the conquest of that country, by contriv- 
}ug to sow the seed of dissension among the liOtriwi 
Princes, His plan mot with a com pic to sucmss some years 
later, aliout thriT years after Gaudamas ^ieibkin, aa w^ 
ihall have tho opportunity of relating.

Men and Xuts tjjiuglod 
together, uniting in their endcavoui-s to do honor to the 
deceased. 'Hxe whole piece ^vas lined with countless be- 
jugs, ^'ieing witli each other in their eflbrts to show^ the 
utn^io^t respect, Joy mid esultatiou on this estraordimiry 


occasion. 

The uursc of Thaiiputra, named Pcwati, came and 
deposited, round the mortal remains, tbree^ golden 
flowers. At that very moment, the great Tliagia made 
his appcax.iiice, tnrrtmndcd w'lth myriads of Jsats, As 
soon as the midtitudes perceived him, they iritlidreiy 
hastilv to miike roam for him. In the midst of the con¬ 
fusion, Rewati fell down, was tranipied upon, and died. 
She migrated to the tortunatc scat of *iawadeintha,hecainc 
a dungllter of Nats, uiid jnhahitod a place (niche) made 
with the moat consuintmte skilh and ajamed with the 
richest materiulri. Her body shone like a bcantifiil i<ta- 
tup of gfiid, nnd wan t hree gnwools fall. Her dress ex-

During aeven conseci^tive days, rejoicings, doncings 
and amusements of cvt*ry description, were uninterrupt¬ 
edly icept up, in honor of the illustrious deceiised. The 
fiineml pOe was made <Tf scouted wood; upon it they 
scattered profusely perfumes tlie oiost rare and fragrant. 
The pile waa-ninely^nine cubiLs high, 'f ho corpse hav¬ 
ing been pbicod upon it, fire was ^-t to it by mcaii« of 
strings made of flowers and combiiaiiLlcsH During the 
whole night that the ceremony his ted. there was a coo- 
litunt preaching of the law, Anaorcindci extinguished tlie 
fire with perfumed water: Tsunda ctirefully and piously 
collcded the remainiiig relics, wliieb were plnceJ in a' 
filter. iCow^ said he, i will go to Budha with these rc- 
licB, and lay them in his presence.

I, though a Bu- 
dhu. have been exposed to idl those chants, brought on 
hv distance, when T praetised the great virtues in the so¬ 
litude, w-hen I di^pkiycd wonders and spent a sefison in 
thescatofTawadcraffia. In tlioue eircumstanre, distance 
kept me far from all those that were dearest to me. Would 
it not have been eonddored ns useless, if not unbecoming, 
on mV part, to shed tears, or on that ot others, to no it 
on my arcount t t 'uti there ever be a time, when any, 
how painful soever, occurrence may warrant wailing and 
lamenthigf With these and other considerations, lludha 
soothed the aiiiicrioii of Anuuda, and filk-d his soid ndth 
con=Qlatiori«, 

Budbu. to com pi etc. it were, the v.wk of praisofl lu 
favor of his ijTi^at di»ciple, causoil a dzetli to be erected 
in h:s boner, near tho cTiir.mee of the Itzctawpii niOttBs- 
h‘ry. Haviug sttfisiicd the sac red duty ot grutitvidc, to* 
wartls till! greatest of his disciplo?. t^audama resolved to 
leave the nionastevy of Dzotawou, for the country ot lla* 
dsiigio. Anamla yvmt, as tn-ual. dinH'ted to inform the 
lluhans to hold themsclvci ready for immediate depar- 
turc. 

The most ! , Hoot Vhni having re;tch«l Itidzagio, 

which he was to visit tbr tlio last time, took his abode 
into the Wdouwon monnstery. He luul not staid long in 
that placo, when tlie other great disciple. Maukalau wont 
to Xcibban. Here are the pnidcnlars respecting the last 
mniucuta of the illufttrioas compaTilon ot I linripatra. 
The hetoTodox Itabans, who lived in a state of complete 
nakedness, were extremely ji’ulous of the ^xjpular^’' of 
Bud ha, and coveted the ohumhiiit alms that were offered 
to him and his (Usciples. Miiokalan, who was living on 
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tlic Isiiiili mountiiiii, in the cave of the dark rock, waa 
supposed, OD ncL'oiiut of kin great attainments and pro¬ 
found science, to be tlm eauae of the great respect the 
people paid to his mnater. They resolved to kill him, 
p'or that purpose, they armed 500 robbers, and gave them 
101)0 pieces of silver for pcriietratiug the horrible rrlmc. 
The asaissius went twice to tlie cave f but tiieir victim, 
twice escaped their fury. At Isist, owing to the iutiuenoe 
of a former bad deed, jlaukiihiji resigned liunself into the 
hands of tiie ruffinns, who, put him to death. They beat 
him so severely, that liis iLfelesa remains ’(verc no more 
than a heap of mangled flesh, which they threw in the 
midst of bushes. The news of the apjjailing murder 
spread rapidly through the country. Kirig AdzaUithat 
had the murderers arrested. Ha^'ing known from their 
own confession, tiiatthc naked Riihans were tlic Lnstigators 
of the murder, he had them likewise mrested. In front 
of his palace, he firdercd one ifaousaiid holes to he dug; 
in each hole, a criminal waj* sunk up to his nfivel. Al! 
the ground was then overspread with straw which being 
set tire to, aU the w retches soon lairi.'^lved. 

On hearing such u news, tiie disciples were greatly griev¬ 
ed, and asked cucli other, what might have been the rau.'ie, 
which bad brought tlie aged Maiiksilan to kucL a mud 

end, liudba appearing suddenly among them said; belov¬ 
ed sous, what is tlic suUjcf t uf your conversaticn I They re- 
plierd that they wttc couvvrsiug on the tragiriil death of 
their great companion, I det-lare unto you, retorted Bu- 
dea, that Maiikalaii hms met a well merited deatii, Tn 
one of hia former existerecs, my beloved son, at the in- 
stigution of hi.a wife, misled his aged and blind purenU 
into a forest, where leaving them ah me. he went away for a 
while* On hb return, affecting the njanners and voice of 
a highway man, he killed bis parents, and threw their bo¬ 
dies into a thicket, For this crime, ho lina suffered 
the torments of hell, during UJOO years, and has had to un¬ 
dergo tho cruel (h ath that bus put on end to his last exis¬ 
tence, Having thus spoken, he oiMlcrcd that a dzedi 
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should be ercctCMl in the bouor of MiiukfJan, near the 
gate of the Wcluowoii moDasterj .

advanced in ktiowleilpe; as loop as they w'onld not have 
obtained a tboroupli rommand over their heart, mouth 
and sensw, lhat they would be us yet wantins in firmness 
and diligenct* for henrittp and under.sEaadiap the law, or 
that they would he umu|ual to the task of preachinp the 
law, you would not, asy t, go to A'cihlran. ^bw Uie Eu- 
hans. members of tbc iLssembly and your disciples, both 
males and fcTii'iles. are thmouphly instructed in all the

)ir'::vion>Iy seen Ihidlia au-1 ohtaiued tiie state nf Thanta*

da repaired hastily thither, prostrated before him oiid 
having taken a sesii at a hcctjmiiig distimre, lie i^oqnested 
BuiUm to accept the nnjal he wmiid prepire fni’iiim and 
all the Ralians, Buriha by bis silence aeqniosceil in the 
roqiiest.

At day¬ 
break, every' tiling i)eilif> rendy, '(’somla went to tht mo- 
juiBtery and" invited Buclha and all the IbilmtiA to rome 
and pirtnke of the racuJ thsit ivnjs ready for them. Hu- 
dtin rose np and carrying liis fiatta, went to '1 isuiida’s 
bouse, where Ue sat in"the place prepared f<ir lii« recep¬ 
tion. He took for himself the pork mid rice. Imt his at- 
tendante feasted iiimii the other dislies, WUcd he had 
eaten, he desired Tsonda to bury in the earth, the re- 
m niii K of the pork and rice, beiimse no one, in the Nats’ 
or Brahmas’ scats but himself, could digest such u fooil. 
A little while after, Biidha was seized with a violent at¬ 
tack of dvsentory, the pain wliereof he bore with the 
l^atest patience and composure.

Anmida rebiff’d to him nil that Iitid tiken pbije 
hetwecu him and liionbsL Allow lum to come, said 
Budha, I wTiib’lo hciir him. Soon Ik: slutU be cnlighfeu- 
^ aud convinced. I have come to this spot, for the very 
pur|iosc of preachinif to him the most pei feet luw. Amui'' 
da retnmt'd to Thoubat and said to'him ^ tbe most uscel* 
lent Butllia desires to see yon. Tboubut, full of joy, ^ar¬ 
rived in the presence of Budba, saluted bini, aitd, Hittiiijj 
at a becouiinsf'distiiufe, said to bim; Do the aii eelolifrit- 
cd tcjiclier*, ttIio are oTwiiys attended by a great nutnbi’r 
of diseiples, who are famous amidst other doctors, know all 
laws? .Are there some laws they are unacijuainted ivitb J 
or do thev toarh some doctrines which they but partidJy 
imderstaud! Bndha, having it^utly reminded 'rivoiibat 
that such questions wore not suitable aud unprnfeuble, 
said: t) 'fhoubat, I will jircacU to you the law; listen with 
attention to my words, and treasure them m your heart. 
Ko heretic has ever known the right ways rhnt lead to [ler- 
fectiou,and,ia the religion of heretics, no one cun obtain the 
state of Thautnpan, and become a Itahandn. DiiHn my 
religion, there are found persons that have become Thnu- 
tapan, Anagamy&c., and finally Tlahaudns, Iisce[>t in 
my religion, tlie twelve great disci [lies who practise ths 
highest virtuea, and stir up the wotld, to fteo it from it* 
state of indifference, are not to Ire met vrith. They arc 
not to be fotiud among heretics. O Thoubat, from the 
age of twenty uind years, up to ' Chia moment, I have 
striven to obtain the supreme and perfect science, and I 
have spent to tliat end, fifty-one yeoia, following the ways 
of Ariahs, that lead to NeihW. On hearing these 
words, 'ilioabat, overwhelmed with joy, endenvoured, by 
several similitudes, to express to his great iustmetor, the 
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p}eiiu»u?e he had dented from hi* preaching* 0 mofet il-* 
liutriam^ Budha, added he, uo w 1 betiete in yott^ and ad* 
here tn all youf doclri^s; 1 wi&U tn become a Hahan. 
But it ii a crafitoni with yoti, not tn admit to the dignity of 
{tnJian^ an heretic who is newly contcrtedi but after a 
four montU*!^ probation. I wiih to remain during that 
period a proluitioner, and beg after wards to he admit¬ 
ted ^mong the K Lilians. Budha^ who knew the fervour 
of the now oonvertt desired to di^spt^nse in his case with 
the four month's proharionH Ue ealled Anaoda and com- 
nmndecl him to admit Thonhat to the dignity of Kalian. 
An an da forthwith led Thou bat into a becoming places 
]>ourcNl neater over his head, whilst rcpeattng certain for¬ 
mulas of pm ye eh a red his head nnd beards put on him 
the Isiwamn, and taught him to repent the formulas 
whereby he professerl to take refuge in Budha* the Law 
and the ARsembly* When this was done, Thonbat wsis 
yConductisd into the preseucc of Phra, who desired be 
should be promoted to the dignUy of PatKin^ and in¬ 
struct lil in the knowledge of Kaiuatniip Thotihnt went 
into the g“ardent walked for a wliilr, and soon leamt the 
Sorty Kamatans. He ^vas the last convert Budha niadcj

On the occasion oi the Bodlm’s Xeibban, tW chief of 
Brahmas uttered tht foUowing fitanwis: O Rahnau, the 
great Bndha who hiis appeared in this worid, who knew 
every thing, who wfi, the teacher t)f Xabi and men, who 
stood without an equal, who was mightv and knew alt 
laws and ail the great principles, the most excellent and 
gloiiouB Budha Is gone to Neibban. TVhere ia tlte 
being who shall ever escape death ? -Ul beings in this 
world, must be divested of their terrestrial and mortnl 

frame. , 

The chief Ttiagia, on the same orcaaon, repeated 
aloud the following words: Cl Kahans, the principle of 
mutability is opposed to the principle of tbeity. It car- 
rica with it the elements of cceoticm and destruction. 
There is no happiness, but in the state of Xcibbau, which 
puts an Cud to all changes. 

The great Anoorouda said in his tilrn J O IlaUana, the 
most cxcelleut Budha, free from all pasBions, has enter¬ 
ed, by this death, into the state of Neibban. He whose 
Gotil, ever firm and nmhukeu, was a stranger to impa¬ 
tience and fear, has gone ont from the whirlpool of csis* 
tences, and is no longer subject to the coming into exis¬ 
tence and to the going out therefrom. Passions have no 
mote itiflneocc upon him. He is disengaged from the

trflMTnela of mutahiUtyT aiid hnn rndetij like the light of a 
tlie oil of wtikli h eshausted, 

Aoanda added: O Italians, when tlie great Bndbo, full 
of the moftt tmnflcradeiit ojcepUirocicsi attained the state 
of rfolbbati, the earth qnnked with that violence which 
fills the sold mth fear, and caiwes the liairs of the head 
to stand on an end. 

After the detoise of Budha, Itthans that bad reach* 
cd the two stdes of Thautapnn and Tbakadagan. lifting 
lo the forehead their joined hands, began to waii and 
loudly lamenL lien threw themselves down on the 
gmundf bitterly lamenting the leaks the world had met 
with- They all esclaLmed: the glorious and illustrinus 
Budha has too soon gone to Ncibban. HtJ who never 
vpoke hut good and instnirtiTe words; he who ha* been 
the light of the world, liaa gone tooi soon to NeiblKin. 
In these and other words tli^^y gave utterance to their 
grief and affliction, with tears and lomcntatians. The 
Bohans who hod rtachoA the two last states of perfection, 
the AnELgana and llidiondas, more calm and steady in 
their mindj were satiafied with repenting in solemn tones * 
there b nothing &xed in the principle of mutuhility: Bn* 
dha entering in the current of change, could jot bnt die: 
hifl body was to bo destroyed^ rhey remained metUtating 
on this great trutlii retaining an tinchojigeuble and calm 
composure. 

Anooronda, assembling together all the Hahiins, said 
to them: cea$e now to weep and lament; banish sorrow 
and affliction from 30nr bcarm; remember presently 
what the most excellent Bndha has told us, that all that 
exists, is liable to destruction, which it can never escape. 
What will become of Nats and men I What will they 
say, whoa they see the Bahnns delivered up to grief, and 
giving vent to it, in loud wailings ! 

Auaada enquired from Anoorouda what actually took 
place among the Xati on the occasion of the death of the 
great Bndha. He was told that some of them, lifting up the 
joined bands to the forehead, loudly wept and lamented;

Tlte Princes now srlcctlng one of their fnnuly, 
directed him to go tbtoughonl the city titfl collcit all the 
richest [md rarest pcrJnint' U to keep in re^nluie-^ ihcdinnis, 
harp, flutes, mid tdl oslu'r miiritM,! jastmmciik. and hurto 
Them carried lo the place v.hert the lemnius of BmiUn 

were IjTng, Having rendii d ihe KjiQt, the ridiice^ Im- 
gnu to miike offerings of liow^ if'^ and |'-iirfunics w ith fuc 
greatest profu-sion, in the mid^t of dimriups, rejoicings 
W the uuinterru'itcil sontuk of all the miisUnl inkni- 
nicnts, A tenipnrsiry cmiupy was etceted wiJli iljc finest 
pieces of cloth, and they reniatiieil under it. during seven 
sonscentive days.

fire caiisht the pile imd footi set it in a blaze of flumes. 
Tlic akin, the llciili, the mustloa, the nitmiU ami 
liver of the body were nil etniaiimt^I, withotit Irnv- 
inp any trjicc of ashes and chnreoid, as halter or oil, 
poured* on a great Art*, hum and are eonBiimed with¬ 
out any thing rcmaliiiiig- Of the body all had dis¬ 
appear^ except the relics* All the pieces of cloth 
that fiorred to wrap up the body, except the outer¬ 
most and imietmost, were also cciusultied. The relics ot 
fornicr Btftlhas whOSe lives were very long, rcBcrabled a 
lump of gold. Oiir Bud ha, wb<Jse life had been compa- 
rutively of ashort ditratioir, had said wMIst yet iiliyc; dur-' 
ing my life time, religion has nol been aiiflieiontly ditftK- 
cd ; those, therefore, who after tny Neifaban, hhaD obtain 
of my relics a stdcII portion, be it hut of tlie size of a 
mtiatard seed, and build a dzedi to place them in, and 
woriihip and make ofleringB to them, shall oiitain a place 
of happiness in one of the scots of Nats. Among the re- 
licfl, were the four canine teeth, the two hours tliat con-' 
nect the shouldera with the ncckbnite, ami the frontal 
hone. These are the seven great relies. They were in 
a state of perfect prcgcrvation, not at all damaged by fire^ 
and are called Athambinana. Besides these relics tlirre 
were sotnb ofheia of a smaller dimension, iti Bufficietit 
quantity to till up seven tstiwnts* Here is the size and 
shape of those saered remains: the smallest were of the 
size of a mustard seed and rcsemlileil the bud of the 
Hingkow; the middle ones equalled the size of a rice 
grain, divided into two purls, and looked like pearls; the 
largest were of the size of a pea and appeared like gold. 

When the pile was constimed by tire, water came down 
from the sky, as thick as the arm, which sooitextiug^h’^ 
ed the fife. The Atuila Princts poured also upon it att 
immense quantity of scented water. Du ting all the 
while, the pile was burning, streams of flames issued 
from the leaves and brunches of the trees, shining forth 
%ith uncomiuon brightness, without burning the trees > 
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insert-Si of every dcscriiJtioQ were seen flying in svran&» 
on those trees, without rcceiTlDg the kiwt injury. 

In the jilne^e where the corpao had been ciposed dur- 
iu» seven days, the reliw were deposited durinp thesnma 
lent^h af time, and uffcrLng* of perfumes and flowers 
wore jBce-^saptiy made. Above them, u canopy bcarpanq- 
ted with gold and silver stari wua raised, and bouquets of 
flowers and perfumes were hanging therefroni. From 
that pi nee, to the one where the oraamentii were deposited, 
the road was lined on both sides with fine doth; the 
road itself vvus corert'd wiih the finest mats. Above the 
road was gprearl a splendid canopy bespangled with pold 
Stars and flowers. The interior of the building waa rich¬ 
ly dsfiirated ; perfnniea and flowers were seen hiiiijjiDg 
from the mnopy. Aronnd the building, masts were plant¬ 
ed, and adorned yvith tlie fivo sorts of flags. Plantaiii 
trees were phmted on both sides of the road, and jars of 
cool wilier were laid down, at a very short distance one 
from the other. I’rom posLi! of well polished wood, 
suspeuded liimfts to be lighted day and night. 
boi containing the relics, was placed on the back 
fif a richly eapitrisoned elephant, and the precious 
r*'mat ns were honored in every po.-iible way, by otferin,'^ 
of tlawer^i ami perfume*, by (lauciag, singiug, music, re- 
toicinijs and loutl iipclamatioiis. The Malta Frinces, to 
insure tijc safety of the relies, hud a line of e ep uiota 
drawn rounrl the place, thru a second Imt? of horsey 
then a third of chariots, then « fuurlh of warriors. 
precaunoBs wer- taiicti liitU fur ensuring the aafety ot 
the relics, iiu 1 iillowbig time to every body to eome and 
da honor to them.

he always rcconimcuded it, in nil his sijh,,etpieiit prea¬ 
chings. ' llow cuidd yon have recourse lo op'.-ii violence, 
to warlike weapott-s, for hia relu'S I You are kings of 
eight countries ; eoDio to a ipiicl uud peacciihh* arrange- 
ment on his subjort: speak, to eueli other, words of priuc 
and good will. 1 will have the relies lihidod into eight 
equal part.s. Y ou are all eqaHv worthy to receive your 
share. 

The icings, on hen ring tlie words uflliujiui. rurae to 
the place where lie stood, and entreuted him to tufke 
eight equal portions nf the relies. Duiimi assented to 
their request, '] hey went wilh him to tho pliico of tho 
relics. 'I’hc golden eoffin that eoiihiiiietl them, was open* 
ed, and there appeared to their regfirds all the lelieH, beau, 
tiful like gold, q'he l*riiires seeing tbcni said t we have 
Been the most excellent Budho gifted with the six glories, 
and nil the imdily qualifications of the most nreomplislmd 
peraon; vvho could believe that thebm are the only things 
that re main of h im ! They al I we pt and lit njenteid, W hil^t 
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th('y were ovcrwUelracd willi grieft Dttutia uUstmeted ou*: 
of the canine teeth and concealed tl in the folds ef liis 
tnrhan. All the relic-fj were duly ajiportioued to all tin; 
King^. A Tliiigia, i*bo had seen the doing of T>aun;i, 
tookadmitly thf'tooth, without hringperccirt-tU carried it 
inlo the XaV seats and placed it in the ilzoohimaid dzedi. 
Wlipu the partition was over. Daunn was surpriscil not 
to find tlie tooth he had stolen. Me did not. however, 
dare to complain, as his pious fraud would have been 
discovered, 't'oeonsole himself of such a loss, he asked for 
the posscs>Iou of the golden vessel, wherein the relics hnd 
been kept llis demand wns favomhly received and tlie 
golden vessel was given to him. 

The ilantva I*riaces, who ruled over the eountrv of 
Pi'iilawanii, hearing what had been done by -Vdzatnthsit 
and other Ivings, went also with a great retinue to tho 
city of Kootheiuaron. The ilalln Princes itiionnen them 
that the relics had nlreaily been divided, and that there 
remained nothing but the coals of the funeral pile. Tliey 
took them awny, built a largo pagoda over them, and wor¬ 
shipped. The"place wht r«> the relics w ere deposited, are 
Radrngio, KootUeitiaron, ‘Wethalii*. Kapilawot, Allakapa- 
ta, Hama, Pawn, and AVitadipakka. 

King Adzatatlmt onkrcil a beautiful and well levelled 
toad, eight uothabas hroan, to he made from the lity of 
Kootlieintirou to that of lladzagio* Hie distauttj i» 
twenty-live youdzanim. He wisln^d to adorn it, in all its 
length, in the same manner ii-s the Malla Princes Iiad done 
for the road lending from the [dace whore tlie crcmatioiv 
of the corpse had been done, to llmt where the rehes 
had been deposited. At fixed ami proper distances# 
houses were hiiilt for resting and spendiug the night.- 
The King, otleiided by a counUess crowd of people, wenl; 
to take tiic relics luid carry them into his coviniiy. 
ing the journey, singingi tTanciirg arid plajing of nmsical 
instrumeritii were uniiitertttjjted. Offerings of perfumes 
and llowers were incessantly made by the people. At 
eertairi intervals, they stoppirf during seven days, when 
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fresh honors were |nu(l Ui the relirs, in the niidf't of thtf 
pn'rtlcwt rejoit-iilsfl. in this nirinit-.T, sihtu tinuitlis iiud 
wi'cti iliiv'f wptl' ^T)i]?h3)Trf iu KoiiiiT over thn' di'-fanri' he* 
tween the twci countries. At It id)! to, the reliis wero 
deposited iti ii pliiec prcp:ired for tlm! purpose, uiid w 
dzedi rvAs erected on them. 'I'lie sevcii ntlicr Kin^s bnill 
uUo d^edis oixn" the rclirs they had ohlnined. IbLtniTi 
hnilt Diic, tort, (uvr thii pulden vessel, and the ^liniryd 
PAnccfl erected Likew ise one religions tnouunicut over the 
eoiila. Thus there ’were at that time ten dzedis. Nituiit- 
od reajicctively in Hadzopin, IvooTheiunioii, \\ fthnljE?', 
Jviipilnivot, *\Uakiip:itT, Wittidlpaka, Unmii. Pawn, the 
Dauiia vUlapc, (inti Papliawrmav 'I'he partition (if the r'(^ 
lies Imppi'ucd on the nth of the ivaxin^ moon of Xu von, 
(JtiDL*). There were ultogt'thcr H Tsarouts of roHcf, that 
is to say, a biLskctfid. Paeh Prince had one Tsnxaut, t!i;it 
i»! to say, two ihis. 'J'he upper ri.i^ht cniiine tooth wiis 
token to the X'uts' seats. The lower right tooth was car¬ 
ried to the (joudalu country: the \ip]>er left tooth vvaa 
temoved to Kalinititn, and the lower left tooth, to the Xa* 

seat, ‘t'hc other teeth and iiairs of the hoad tmd 
IkhIv, wore dLitribwtcd hy tlie Xats, in a great numher uf 
other worlds. 

When the funeral ecrernoiiies werecomplelod, and the 
djsTrthiitioji of the relics otfeeted in n manner siitbfuctory 
to all parties. Kulhiiba w ho wiia tho acknowledged head 
of the Assembly, advised King Ad/,it)iitlitit to do away 
with the Let;^iuiA cpit, and estahltsh 0, iiGw one, limt

The Kiug^s dcaires^ wen? respectfully ex* 
phimetl. But the old A sec tie rcfiised to quit hk abode 
of pcarc^ A second messeoger was despatched, but nith 
no better sUeccas. At a third one was s^tit on the 
Mmc errand, with several Religious* The latter who 
Xnew the great s^eal of Manggalipata^ for promoting the 
cause of religion, representeti to him the unininent don- 
gers religion was threatened with^ and entreated him to 
come and by his presence, save it from an appronching 
min. On hearing this sad news, the old man no longer 
hesitated^ He immediately left his abode, went in the 
boat prepared for him^ and gently sailed down the mighty 
stream to Patulipiitra. The news of his coming down 
wan spread in n moment. When the beat was reported 
to be near the city, the King with hia whole court has¬ 
tened to the banks of the Ganges. On her nearing the 
hank, Atboka went knee deep into the stream, and help¬ 
ing the Tenerntile Manggolipata with his royiil hand, out 
of the boat, led him ifito a garden, where a suitable place 
had been prepared for his residenec. There he sat at 
his feet, and rendered to him, the same humble services 
which A disciple is wont to tender to his teacher* 

The King anxious to alleviate his seniples, and relieve 
his miicti troubled eonseicuee, i-elated the particulars of 
the rose of the Itahauk nnirsler, and concluded hy asking 
whether he w'aa to be considered ns responsible for the 
death of the Religious* UlnuggnLlipata said: OKing, 
bar] you, wdicn you desi>atched the Officer, the intention 
of haiffing any refractory Kalian, put to death ?

tions good or liaiJ, and entails merits or sin on the perjiC" 
trator. *\thaka recovered at once the peace and fiun- 
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quilitj' of mind. ■^IimuiivbLlc he enlretited the vcaembJn 
Wauggaliputii to lubEn^ for the €3^tliii:ti<iii of schiimi mid 
file ex^^tation of religion.

Kcekitu waa sent to the Ifahrata country. Unmtna Iteo 
kitn received miNsion to jiroceed to ^'aiinaka, ivUich is the 
country inbabitcd by tlie Piiutsays. 'The venerable Mitci 
directed his steps, in company of several bredireiv, to¬ 
wards some parts in the Hj-nialayas, Thuiina and Oultar* 
proceeded in a souUi eastern direction, to the ronntry of 
Souwfttia-bouini. finally Matieinda, Ittia, Outtia, TUa- 
mnla and IteddatUala went to eatabliah religion into the 
Isliind of TapiKipani, (Oylofi).* 

Great auecess attended the preachings of the Bndhist 
heralds. If credit can be given to iJl that is rcluted in 
the books on tlus subject, religioD must linvc east deep 
root in tiic lieart of the ih'I>[jIb dwelling in those distant 
lands. 

As regards Ceylon, there is an important fact to l)€ 
stated. It appears that until the year of religion 4o4, the 
knowledge of the ntagat Vi*as transmitted by the means of 
oral traditioii. ITie heads of monustcries requirtHl from 
their pupils, to know by heart the whole collection. It is 
probable that one portion of the fMM'ipturea weis learned 
by a scetion of the comniunity: and another part was 
mastered by iiuother divi.'^ion of the eoiniiiuutty. In this 
manner, the whole Pitagiit was ktioxvn it) earli monastery, 
and could be rehearsed ui full by the inmates. ITiis 
state of things lasted ivv» lititulTed yours. Greulirieonve- 
nienoe necesaarily Eitteriding it, was soon felt so keenly, 
that some Pteuua had to be devised in order to reudei 
sttrer ancl citsier the stEtdy of the sacred books. In the 
reign of King TtVatakumiuii, Hve hundred Iteligious aa- 
scmbled in the village of MalUya, atid wrote the whole 
Fit agnt, in Sanscrit and with the Sanscrit char actew.

King Thiri-mathauka was informed that, a little while 
after (^iidamaa deiith^ a Itahan named Gambawntti had 
hronght thirty throe teeth of Budha^ and deported them 
in a dzedi^ upon the mount IndaHlanoO] ivliich lays north¬ 
east of That on. IIoteovof, ho Imd heard that after the 
8 th season^ trail Jama had gone to^Iitilii* A^'liilst 
dwelt into that place, it happened that a certain 
Sahau, came to remember of ?4onie of his rEladves 
whom be had known during a former existenre. lie 
saw them living in lhn(on* Jle then eamcpfitly sup¬ 
plicated his grejit master, to condescend to go to that 
place and prcEich the law to his relatives. Gaudama 
compijing with the rcquf?st, resorted thither thnjugh 
die iiir, attended mth a great retinue. He preach¬ 
ed the law, and previous to liia departure, f^ve to 
the ruler ofTlmton, eight hairs of bis head. Kelying 
on the accuracy of the information, Thiri-matbaiika felt 
a great desire to find out the precious relics^ in order to 
have them distrihuteJ in 11 towns of Henzaw atti, ui II 
towns of Kotithehi, and in 11 toivm of ^^outtnma. Those 
three countries, constitute wliat i^i called liamagnia. All 
hapijcncd agreably to wishr.'?* Tlie uere duly 

found on mount Inda-danDo, in the very dzeili in which 
they had been enshrined^ and wore diatribiitcd httho various 
towns, as above mentioned. It is probable that there oc¬ 
curred at 'Ihiiton, titc name curious fact which we know 
to have taken place in Geybn, yiz: Religion wiis pro- 
pagatetl, at first, by the meuua of oral triwlition. 

ilie ^t one who made im attempt to posse^flF hiimelf 
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of a copy of the sacred acriptrires waa Budlini^sEi a Reli¬ 
gious of lliutDii, of the Foimlia race* That maneinbiirk- 

ot ^riiatoii who was. then, on or near the sea. Thot 
jalafc is in the Kauiaguia comitiy% and is inhabited by a 
people CitUciJ Mono, He siiilcd to ('eyIon in the year of 
rchgi‘ni under the r^iigii of King Mahanaoia. lie re¬ 

sided three ycai'N on Unit i^4lflud. wrote on palm loaves 
with the 11IIrmesc rlnir;].cterN, tire Fitagat, which was 
found wTritten in I he mid characters of C^eylon. 

In another matmstTi|U ue read that he tmiiisUted into 
Pali the scriptures,, w hieh were in the hini^iaj^ of Cey¬ 
lon. Budhugosa rcinaiiicd three yearn in ( eyluiii in order 
to complete llic work he had underbikcn. During liis 
stay in that islaiidtthe people w^rc so miieli pleai:u?d with 
him, that they miidc him many and costly presetit^i, on his 
leading their eoiiiitrj^ %^'ith him, lie brought over to 
Souwaim-houmi, which is in the Ihiniagriia eountr)', u com¬ 
plete collection nf the scriptiires. 

In or about the year of the Pjigan era 419,t the 42nd| 
pome say, the -iith King of Pagan, named Anauratn, 
having invaded the Ramagnia country, poHflcssed himself 
of the Moim's lerritoriea and entered triumptiant in the 
Tenerable city of Thatoiu He took away from that 
place, the collection of cicrtpELircj^, brought over from 
Ceylon, liy BLitthagosii, os well us the most leameil 
among the Rahans. ’W itli flic aid of these distingnbhed 
Rfihan^, religion warf, dien* tirnily established in Rtgan. 
He IiecaiiiM naiHler of the w hole of the Ramagitia eountryi 
VI Inch incIudcH Henyawati;, Moiittama and Koiithein. 

We have alluded briefly to the rcconriljatiou that has 
taken [dace in (_tyIon, between the three great achoob. 
Two of them the Bayagiri and tlie DKCtawon merged into 
the great Jlahawira school, which had oJwap held np 
die orthorlox doetiino^. In the year that followed that 
event, ihiit is to aay, in the year of religion 1714 of the 
PagaTi s era 5 '224 many Rahanis natives of iTiaton, Psigan 
and other place s iit liaTnagaia, attom UHl hy a large refr 
4<iij ,v, CV ? —to 1008 A, a J=to llfll A. C, 
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ntiG, ^ro^^^^cd ovor to i-VYloo, for tUe express purpose of 
worahippinjr the relirsT and the Bodi tree, oud making 
thLemselvcii perfectly flcquainted with the fyemiine doctrine 
and discipline^ a matter nf rourAp^ they joincti the 
MaliawihQrii scliooL I’hej roninim'd on that i^^lniuh dur¬ 
ing nearly one yCfir^ (hie of the party, iiamcd 'iHajiiida. 
%vho waii but a \oniig 8^tmaiiL\ was ruined to the dignity 
of Pat^in^ according io the tuIl'ii und regtdationBi adopted 
by the Mahandhnm. T he party having performed their 
devotional ^^tid penetrated themselves witli the spirit of 
the community in w^hich they bac] spent a year, rt^tnmed 
to their foiintricij^ 'fhe yonnrr lleligiouR wdio had been 
hut recently ordained, iippUed to bis superiar and obtain* 
ed the permission tn rt^main behind in Ceylon» for the 
purpose of studying the Pitegat, und maetoiing its con- 
tent^^p After ten veorB of luiwearied application, he wettt 
back with four companions named Maheiodrtt Thiwalb 
Anonda and Rnhula. After their landing in tlie neigli- 
barhood of Cape N'egrais, they spent a year in Kouthein, 
and imallv reached Pagan in die 0th year of the reign of 
King Narapati-sieoo of the Paijan eni o*l l=to 1 lit! * 
In thb man nor by the exertioia^ of those five lleligious. 
the religipn of Ceylon was firmly estahUsUed and set up 
in Pagan. In this manner^ the doctrines and institutions 
preached and set uf' in (Vylou by ^lalicinda und his 
companions, were hlraded with the "doctrines and ioi^titu- 
Linns which the venerable ^[’hannii and Oiitnira had esta- 
blisbetl in ITiatoii. Both dntirished in and were 

much extended,*

TliP brilliaiil: luid glorious reign of Nnrapfiti-sifloo.wfta 
BOOH followed by a series of misfortunea, wliicU contri' 
buted to tUe weakcumg of his great empire, and dually 
brought In Its total overthrow. Pagan was taken bv 
foreign itiyadcrs. In the midat of surh ailamities, throe 
noblemen nnnied Radzaaingian, -\siiikata and SiboMKi aet 
theoiselyes up as Kings, the fiwtin ^liynbsain, the second 
in Pokkara, and tlie tiiinl in Ptnlay, in the year 662=to 
1301 A. C, TUc King; of Miynstmn hai'ing troiichcroiis- 
ly enticed Kintit^,a, tbc King of Pagan, to visit bim in his 
new capital, detnined him under various pmtextfl, and 
finally had him murdered. Thauiiit, the son of Kiantzii, 
hearing of his father's detention, ascended the tbrcttie of 
PEigan and reigned 22 yeoTH. lie was Bnceeeded by hiri 
brother ilou-tmit, who reigned 43 years, Willi him 
ended the Une of Pagan’s Kmgs in T30=:to 1369 A. C. 

Sibosoo, the King of PLnlay reigned tu tliat place 1 2 
years, and in 68-1, remni'ed the seat of royalty to Paiiya, In 
that place, there were saccesHively five Kings, whose 
agregate number of years on the ihrone, umounts to lo. 

One eon of Sihnaoo, named AtbinkoraHiKaii-goiin, esta¬ 
blished royalty in Tsitkain, in 684=to 1323 A, C. Un¬ 
der the reign of his son and successor, named Thiri'* 
m^, one canine tooth of Gundama was brought to 'Isit- 
kaiii. 'fhe King had the preeions relic placed in a gol¬ 
den casket, and enshrined in a turret of his paJut-e. Uc 
doily worshipjted it, 

Thirimega having died, his two sons Dzeta and 'rissa 
quorelled about the crown, Neither of tliem ever had 
the title of Kmg : birth of them oppressed the conntry', 
during ainc yearn. Tiic son of Dzeta, named liiuliuJasa 
became King mitl reigned dnrtng 29 years. It was under 
the reign of tlnit monarch, that live venerable Religious, 
who were well versed in the science of the Pitagat, wrote 
the whole compilation which was in Sanscrit, into the 
language of C'cyidn, (Puli).*

Mild ha conclndcrt his disco itr-ie with this reflection, 
that no one ought to keep cnm|Kmy with those that are 
wicked uiid of an inferior position. I'lie Keltgious pro- 
fltted so well of the iBctiire, that he broke at once with 
his former frienda, and soon reached the state of Than- 
tapan. The fox has been since licwadnt; Menandza, 
the Ueligious, the object of the lecture ; Mcnandza’s sis¬ 
ter, Oopalawon : his wife, Ixcma ; his mother, Yathau- 
dara; hia father, Phriihiong.

OTU. — ^One day Phrnhiongj being tlieu a hMsl.ininltJLiau, 
observed once* to his great siirprlso, that a lion of mi un- 
coainion size* was paying frequent risits to his rice tield, 
nte and destroyed much of the young plants. On a c er- 
tain cjceasion, he examined do&ely the iutriider, aufl tier- 
coiving the extremities of hh feet, be diacovered timt die 
pretended lion wa^ but a colt, that had clothed himself 
m a Hoa's akhi.

encompa^ed with an iucomparaldj sliining brightriessi 
nncl went to the plsjce where tiie prince was Iniav 
in revolving this thought in liis mind. The angelical 
Tiaitci- told him that the bestowving of alms could but

Pimaouka alone Eipprosu^licHl cloac to the Queen and en¬ 
treated her to enterbiiii na tear whatsoever; that he 
looked iijjon her lis bb sister. Tho Queen related to 
him all the parttculai^s of her miwfortune. The great 
Puuuha moved with rojn|»assion resolved to beeomo her 
supporter and protector* At the same time, he re com* 
mended her to- say tliat lie is her l>rother, and when his 
Histipies sinudd come back, to ^^hed tears in token of the 
lender emntiim ^he felt at mgL'ting with her brother* 
Every thing having being uminged, Paraoanka calle<l hii^ 
tlisciplcs, told ttiem how happy he was at ha™g found his 
sister, from whom ho hud parted tu any years ago* Alcan* 
while he directed them to take her to his Uotiac, and re^ 
eommended lier to the special care df hia wife* As to hun* 
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he would be back ^oob after having pojformed the usual 
ahlutioDs. The queen was wclcomo iu the Pounha^s 
house, and treated with tho greatest care and ten derest 
affection. A Jirtle while after, she was delivered of u 
beautiful chi Id j. resembling a Btatue of gold. They gave 
hmi the name of Dzaneckn. 

Iiaziiig reached the years of boyhood, he was one day 
playing ivltb the boys of his age, when by way of teazingt 
they cEilIcd him the son of the widow. Those keen tatin- 
tings made hitu urge Im mother to indicate to him the 
name of his father. It was then that he knew the ituthor 
of his birth.

He prai^3^ IIk* reward 
littcndmg generous efforts, and oidiorted them never to 
flinch under diffienltiesi but alivtij'.s to exhibit it strong 
Find nnconquer!I hie roflolntmu under all triahj. hemnse it 
must sooner or latr “ he erowued with ^iiirres?, 

During the 7U00 yeiira that he rcigueil over Alitilu 
witli the queen ThiwaJee^ he fsiith fully pmrrisetl thf’^ ob- 
servauct^fi of the law, governed ji ?itly, fed the RahiioF^iiud 
J^ifs«egu-budlias, and pive nbniidaiit idiiis to the poor. 

On the Hull Tiiontli, Thiw^aloo was delivered nf n Mm 
whom called IJigaout* On a f^erbtiii djty, the kit:^ 
luiving reccrivcHl fmrn hi*; gardener mum itmngoeM fell of 
Ihivor and li^aiity. wisih to go to the garden to see the tree 
that yielded such delirious fmlLs.

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On bU return, the king wjia snrfirtcicd lo see Ibe Iniit- 
ful tree destitute of Imth leaves and fruits^ whilst tlic bar¬ 
ren one had a treautiful ii^^ieaxancc* The menurih after 
Ji leiigtlicned dialogiie iiviHi hi-r rourtiers^ itnicludcd as 
follows: the riebes of this world an? never without ene¬ 
mies; he who prKisesses them, rciscnihles the fruitful 
mango tree.

With this idea strongly iiupii?ssed on his mmd, IJza- 
necka, eame back to bis palace. He forthwith sent for 
the general of his troops and directed him to place a 
strong guard, in front of his appiirtnveut and allow no one 
to come to hifi presence, nert even the qiteen, but oiil) 
him who would bring his daily meal, during four ™nse- 
i’litiv'e montliH. He gave orders to his niinisters ,ti judge 
with impartiality, agreeably to the law. Uiiyiiig thus iir- 
miiged PTcry tliingjic withdrew alone to the upper b]i- 
pnrtmeut of his palace. Here tulfows a Htfioaa in praist*

At the conelttsion of four months'retirement, D^ance- 
ka sent for a faithful serv ant, and direeft^tl 1dm to pre- 
cure for him the various ariiclc^s of the dress of a Unhcm. 
He liad his head and beard shaved ; put ou the clirrish- 
eJ habit, and plaeing^ a s!:xfF iu hif^ hand, wulkerl out nf 
Ids appartmeiitH atid iiirerted his rour??e towtirds the ^te. 
vrifh the digitifi«?i:l dejwirtment of a Hrdian of sixty T&tire 
profession. 

Queen '1 hiwalee was tirtPil of having been so long de¬ 
prived ol her husband 5 company. She siimmDued seven 
hiuidrod of the hand 550 m esrt damsels of the jialace, to go 
vrith her to the king, and by the efforts of their united 
rharm.4 entrap him in the net nf passion and prevail u^iori 
him In come bark to their socieh’. wnieti they nsfended 
the Hhiii-eRf5Cj they met with iJKunecka, in his new attire. 
None recognized hint: but all paid bim due reverence m 
to some holy peri^onage that hud romc to give instructiona 
to the king. Having reached the appaitmeut and seen 
the royal dress J4et aside, and the beautiful and long black 
hairs laid on one the sofas, the queen and her atteiadimts 

sonii uadersti>od the sail and heart-rf^iiding meaning these 
olqerbi were designed to convey. She nm in all fiasto 
with aH her retinne down the stairs and overtook the 
tiew Rolian, at the moment he was crossing the outer 
of the palace.

I )iinng bis 
progross towanla the aoUtnUe of TUmnwonta, lur is eoni- 
foi ted and ciicounigeil by tlic acUicf and iiiBinichon of 
two Eutlieea, who from tbetr solitude flew througli the 
air to witness the beautiful sh'uggk* Itetwceu paasLOlisund 
virtue, and help him not to flinch Iwfore the ropeatod ok 
Btarle-s the qtiecii put in his way. to rotard. imp( de and 
iici'veut the execution oi' Itis holy design. The names of 
these two iiTstructni's are Narmhi and iligtdzfin: they 
wero clothed in the akin of raiithors. They uistractcd 
him ill the dutiej- of his netv ealliog, and exhorted him to 
root from hia heiirt, with peifieveniuce, ail jiassione. and 
in particidar coticupiscencc iitid pride. 

Comforted with sncli timely instructions, the new lui- 
han felt himself more than ever fixed in his resolution. 
On his way to the s-litiide, Dzanecka amved one eve* 
ning at the gates of a town tailed Duunn. He passed the 
nigiit under a tree, at a distance fiom the queen and the 
crowd that followed her.

Y(>ii have put on the habit of llahaii; you have apjpii- 
reudy rcuounoetl the world; how i» it that you are fnl- 
iowed by such a larj^e retinue of women and other atten* 
daiita { It is impossible to ultoud well to tlio duties of 
vour profcfl.=iion, and at the same time keep aiich a corn- 
puny. This cuttini^ remark made a deep impression nn 
Uzanecka. He had cane over a little disbuice, when he 
met ii tmtnbc. of litfle iritis playing togi-ther. One nf 
them had one Kilvdr bungle on each haud, witli oile of 
geld on the right bancL "When she agitatird llio right 
hand, the t'vo bangles hitting each other proilnc^l ii 
euiind. Dzanecka, mlliiig to try the wit of the little 
rtearore, asked lier the reason why the luevemetil of one 
Inmd produced u ftotuul. whilst that of the other did net. 
►She replied; nly left hiiiiil that has luit ime bangle, is the 
image of the Ilnhuns who ought to he alone. In this 
world, w'lien an object lias its match, sotne eoUisieu ami 
noise inevitably result. How is it that you, who have 
viit on the ha bit of iiahiiu, yntt allow yourself to be fol¬ 
lowed by that vvonum who is Htill full of frcsbncBB and 
jeauty J Is she your wife or sister ! .Should she be but 
your sister, it is not good tliut she should be with you, 
it is dangerous for Unbans to keep the company of wo- 
mon. 

Tliis sharp lecture, from the mouth of a little girl, pro¬ 
duced a deep impressitm on oiir RabaU. He left the 
city. A large forest was in tlie licinity: be resolved to 
part at once, com])ftny with the queen. At the entrancej 
he strqiped a while, and paused for a moment. There, 
on a sudden, stretching his aim, he broke the sraaU 
branch of a tree, ^and showing it to Thiw'alec, he itaid 1 
Priui'^ess, you see this small branch i it can never be re¬ 
united to the stem it has been taken from.

Alone in the solitude, Plindaoiip eujoyed the 
sweets of ]jerfeet routeaiplatioTi, during a period of three 
thoiiaaud yeara, "lliiwalee, on her part, roaolved to re* 
uouucc the worif! iiud tuilow the csttmple of her husbimdi 
She became a EahaueaHt iu one of the royal gardens, 
during the same period of years, and Bubsequently irii* 
grated to one of the aoats of Bmhmas, called Bmhma-pad- 
thitsa. 

At the coneiuaiou of the narmtire, Biidha fidded: 
Maui*megala, the daughter of Xats, who saved me in the 
midst of the sea, ia liow my beloved distipkss of the left, 
Oopalawou. The little gitJ who gave me such a whole- 
flome instnietiou, at the gate of the town of Daunti is 
uo w Kema, my disdpte^ of the right.

As to prinre JJzanecka, he is now the PhfA 
who U before you and nddressos you, w^ho is perfectly 
acquainted ^Vith all the lews and piindptes, and who is 
the teacher of men, Nats iiud Brahmas*

The great cntl to be iiinicd at- in the observaiH'e of toe 
precepts of ilie laav, and the exercise ot meditation, is the 
.V talnin;’- of a state of complete indifferenre to iiH things. 
(The stiito of indifference olluded to. does nut eonsist in a 
stupid carelessness about tlie till' gs of thifl world. It w 
the result of a knowletlge acquired with much hjb°5 
pain. The wifle man which has possessed himself ot such 
science is no longer liahk to the influence of that vulgar 
iUiiston which makes people to htilicve m the real exiRt- 
euec of things that have no reality about them, hut suh* 
sist only on an ephemereal basis which mressoiiuy 
cliEinficB and finally vanishes tiway. He sees thinga^ aa 
they truly are. He is foil of contempt for things which 
are but, at beat, a mere illusion. 1 hie contempt gene¬ 
rates a complete itidiffurence for nil that exists, even for 
his own being. He lungs for the moraeut- when it shtdl 
he divpD to him to ca^t awtvy hh own bodjT that tie may 
no lon^^er move within the circle of endless nud mi sera- 
hie forms of existence. In this sense, must be 
atexfd the state of perfect quietism or , V’lf 

is the last stage the wise man may reach hy tbe_hclp ot 
the Bcicncs h? POBSMSB. The ItsKglonB of the Brehm.- 
nical creed have professed the same indifference 
theaecidentaoflife.) Hence our Bndha, whonhe be¬ 
came a perfected being, looked on the wicked Dewadat, 
with the same feelings as he did on the great Mam, im 
mother. Knmhorless Kathees or Anchorites have ever 
been cnloiHr-ed for having allowed themselves to be de- 
Toured bvferocious orbit by venomous snakw, 

rather th^ offering the least resistance that ro^d exm- 
bit a sign of non-indifference. Entire was theu iincon- 
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ecm toiiiird^ their very bodvt wliich^ they kuew well,

ry to nil men, are merely five prolitbitioni?, designed not 
to teach men what tliey have to do. but wtirning thetiy 
from not doing such fhini^ that are interdicted to them. 
This an Piloses fimt mafv is prone to. do certain acts which 
are sinhil. 17he Bndhisjit law of tlie five precepLi forbids- 
him to yield to such propensitiesj but it docs not teach 
him pailicular duties to- perform. It docs net elevate 
man above his origitvil level, hut it aims at preventing 
him from falling lower.) The live prohibitioua are : not to 
destroy the life of any being; not to steal; not to com- 
init adultery : not to tell lica; not to diiok any intoxicat¬ 
ing liqtiOTs or beveriigeB, 

Onr uuthar seems to be a perfect master in easuistrj> 
^ he shows the j^oatest nicety and exactness iur explain^ 
ing all the requisite eouditions that ronstitube a trespas- 
sing of those precepts. We will give here but a few 
samples of his uneominou profieieucy in this science. As 
regards the first prohituhnn, savs lie, fiw things are ne¬ 
cessary to roustitute an offence sigainst the tirsteommiiud- 
ment. viz., a being that has life, the intention imd will of 
killiag tliut being, an act wliich is capable of inflirting 
death, and the lonii of life of that being, consequent fo the 
iuliicfiiig of that aetii^n. Should but one of titesc condi^ 
tions he wanting, the sin could not be said to have taken 
place, and, therefore, no complete trespassing of the first 
prohibition. 

j\gain, as r^artb the second precept, five Cireum- 
fitanees or conditions are necessary^ to constitute n h-es- 
passing, vi2., an object belonging to another person, who 
never by words or sign^j showed any intention to part 
with it; the knowing that the owner iiitcmis to keep pos- 
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session of \t; imving tbc fictnat {[iH^tition tii take (twav 
secretly or forcibly tbut object: an effort to beentne pos. 
sessed of the thiii^ by deceiving, uijiirin™, or bv rmil-prac- 
liccfl, causing t[ie ofluer or keeficr ol the thing to iiili as¬ 
leep : and linally to remove the thing from its plnce, how¬ 
ever short may he the distuiiee, should it he but that of 
the length of fi hair of the bead. 

For tile infraction of the tliird precept, the following 
conditions are required : the intention and will of sinning 
tvitli nny person of another sex, that comes within the 
denomination of .ikamani-jathan, that i.s to say, pccaons 
it is forbidden to touch ; acting np to that intention, and 
the consummating of snch an act. Women that fail un¬ 
der the above denomination, are divided into hventy clas¬ 
ses, The eight first classes inclndc those that ore under 
the guardiftnship of their parents or relatives; the ninth 
class comprises those aliianccd before they he of age; 
the terrth, those reserved for the ting. Within the tea 
other classes come all theme who, owing to their having 
been slaves, or for any other causes, have become the 
concubines to their masters, or married their sedu- 
eers, &c. 

The fourth prohibition extends not only to lies, hut 
likewise to slander, coarse and abusive expreFsions, and 
vain and useless words. The four foilowing conditiDna 
constituto a lie, viz., saying a thin^ Unit is untrue ; the 
iuteurion of saying such a thing ; making manifest such 
an intention by saying the tiling; and soiiiobody that 
hnrs and dearly undeistands the thing that is uttered, 
lliat the ol rii<M]isane<? roay bo said to tt is re¬ 

quired thoit tile author of it^ should spenk ^vith the inteu' 
tinn of catiding parties to hate each otlu^r. or quarrel with 
each otlier^ and that tlie words spoken to That end^ should 
be htML'd and understood by the parties alluded to^ 

The fifth precept forbids the driukiiigof Sum aud Me-^ 
riy^ that i% tn saj% of distiUed liquora^ and of intoxicating 
juices extracted from fruits or flowers. The mere act of 
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piitlin?» tbc liquor intUe mouth, does not constitute a sin ; 
the sirallowing of it is required. 

Besides these five grneral precepts, obligatory on rU 
the faithful without exception, there are three other pre¬ 
cepts, or rutber couiisels that are strongly recoinnicndctl 
to the Upasukas or pious laymen. They ore designed ns 
barriers agfiiust the great propensity inherent in nuture, 
which causes men to exceed in all that is nscii, through 
tliG senses of taste, hearing, seeing, smelling and feeling. 
They are s'l many means that help to obtain a sober mo¬ 
deration in the oaily use of the things of the world. 

The first counsel regulates all that regards eating. It 
forbids using any comestible from noou, to day break of 
the following morning. The sccotid interdicts the assist¬ 
ing to plays, comedies, and the use of flowers and es¬ 
sences with the intention of fondly handling and smelling 
them. The third prescribes the form and sixe of beds, 
which ouglit never to be more than one cubit high, plain 
without oinameats. The use of mutlrasses and pillows, 
tilled with cotton, or other soft suhstutices, is positively 
prohibited. The very intention of lajing upon these en¬ 
ervating Bujxfrfluities, and ft fuftuQri the recHnuig on them, 
constitutes the breaking of such a eommand, 

I'lieHe three latter precepts are to be observed chiefly 
In the following days, on the 5th, 8th, 14th and loth of 
the waxing moon, and on the 5th, 3th and 14th of the 
u'aning uioon, as well as on the new moon. The piotw 
Vpasakas sometimes observe them during the three con¬ 
secutive months of the sen son of lent. 

In the opinion of our author, are deserving the respect¬ 
able title of Upasakas, men and women, who have the great¬ 
est respect for, and entertain a pious affection towards, 
the three precious things, Budha, the Law, and the 
.lissembly of the perfect. They must ever view them as 
the laud of salvatioii, and the securest asylums. Tbov 
must bo ready to sacrifice everj' thing, their very life, for 
the sake of these three perfect things. During their iTo- 
titue, under all circumstances they must aim at following 
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acmpulotiBly the instructiotis of Bud ha, mdk as thay are 
embodied iu the law and preached by tiie RuhaDSi 

Five ofTencfli disqualify a mim for the honcmible title 
of TJpaaaka^ vdz: the want of belief and confidence in the 
three precioua things* Ihc non-obsenuance of the eight 
precepts^ the l^elieviag m lucky and utilurky davp * or in 
good and bad fortune, the belief in otiieni^ and signs, and 
keepings comjmny with the impiona who have no faith in 
Budha. 

Wc now come to the rules which ate preacril>ed to all 
the Bndhist Keligioufl. They iite 221 in number, and 
are found in a book called Patinmuk. This book is the 
Vade Mecum of all lleligiovisj They study it* and often 
learn it by heart. On certain days of eat h niotuh, the 
Religious aaeemble in the Thein- The Phfimunk is then 
read, explained aud commented upon, by one of the 
eldera of the fmtemity. It is an abridgement of the 
WLni* the great bnok of discipline. It teacher the va¬ 
rious rules re8?|>ectiiig the four articles offered by the 
faithful liv the UdigiousH that is to say^ veHtmeuts, "food, 
rUi^ts and the ingredients for mastirntioti. These ridcB

Here, if miy interest could be awfikenGd- wonlct be tlM; 
plate to enter into the systcni of casuistry , corned by Bn- 
dhist llellgious to a point of nicety and refinement truly 
astonishing. Suffice it to state that they have gone over 
the bonndl'ess iieltl of fipeculotive conjectures, respecting 
all the possible ways of fuKillitig or trespassing the pre¬ 
cepts and regnlalifrtis that concern the body of Religious. 

Every law and precept must have a Bswetion. This 
essential TCtiuisitc is not wiinting in the Dudhist system. 
liOt UB exnnrine in what consists the reward attondiug a 
regular and coirect observliuce of the precepts, and wliat 
is the punish tHE-'iit intiicted on the transgrossota of these 
ordinances As nsinil we will follow our outlior pd al¬ 
low him to make known his own opinions on this impor¬ 
tant subject It is often inquired from us, says he, why 
some individuals lire here during many years, whil^ 
others appear, but for a f*hort time, on the scene of this 
world. The reason of the difference in the respective 
condition of these personsj is obvious and evident. Tha 
first, during their former existence, have failhfiJly ob* 
sen'ed the first comnimid and refi-ained from killing be¬ 
ings i hence their long life; tho second on the contrary 
have been xpultv of some treapasainga of this procept, and 
therefore, the influence of their former crimes canaea the 
shortness of their life. In a similar manner wm accpimt 
for all the differences that exist in the conditions of ail 
beings. The observance or trespassing of one or severd 
precepts, creates the positions, of happiness and unhappi¬ 
ness, of riches and poverty, of bsauty and ugliness, that 
chequer the lives and positions of mortals in this wmrld. 

In addition to the rewards bestowed immediately in 
thw world, there are the six seats of Nats, where all sorts 
of recompenses are allotted during immense periods, to 
tho se who have correctly attended to the ordinances of

in one of the ^reat ilitats, or aeeomits of the loi'iiioT exist- 
oDces of (jaudanm, (>'iveii by hifusell' to luBdi-sriples, wlmn 
ho was u Prinret nmlcr the name uf Xemi. Tlie writer 
has roiid utirl pLirtly tnmsluti'd this work, wliieli tleli^^ht* 
fully reminded him t>f tlie fute cjiii-odcs on similar Boh- 
jects lie had re d in the sixth honk of the Eiieid, 'fhe 
wildiSHt. niMt tortile nnd inventive Inmftinntiuti acems to 
have ('xlnitisted its desrcljitirc jiowcXH on the one Lund, 
in multiplying'' the iiluftsiires cnjoyctl in the seats of Nats, 
and iTCimtiftiiig and mlnriiiiifj those delightful rei^ions; 
and on tin other, in repToson'ins with n dark unci hioody 
pciii il, the frightful ]iirturf' of the numberless and horrid 
toi’ments of the regions of deisolfitiim, despair, and npoiiy. 

All that is so Lihiimhiiitly reUited nf the fortunate ahodes 
of Xata, in their suered writin^js. supply tho Biidhist lle- 
ligiouB with agreeable and inexhsuistilde topics of ser- 
mons which they deliver tn thei.' heurfirs, lo excite 
them more effectually to bestow ou them nlnitidnnt alms. 
The credulous heareTi arc always told that the most con- 
epicnous places in those Tcgions. are allotted to those 
who have distiDguished themselves by their gTCfit liber* 
all tics. We think it idle and Buperfluons. iminte^restiiig 
and fiitlguing, to repeat tlioae ftibuloHH acrormts of the 
seats of Xats and abodes of hell, as given at great length 
by Budhiat nuthots. The only particulari dt serving to 
be attended to are these; the reward is always propor¬ 
tionate to the Buin of merits; and punishment, to that 
of demerit, Ihcre is no eternity of reward nor of punish- 
raeat,*

tate : Ihnt is to say, he does no mote requiro the help of 
thought, reflection, satbthctioii and plcaJ»ure. He is in 
the middle of the cloudless atmosphere of truth which he 
etijoTs, and therein reinnius ns unmoved as truth itself. 

As stilted in the previous article, the observance of the 
]ircreprs or the pcrfhrmcncc of exterior good actions, 
draws nbundaiU rewards over those who faithfully com¬ 
ply with them. These rewards are bestowed either in 
the seat of man, or in the six abodes of ynts, which we 
Will agree to call the six inferior heavens, where concu- 
piscfnce us yet holds its empire.

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are so many puorilititfs tiof vfortli atfcndinp to, and 
in no way belon^n;! to the old atnl genuine fludhism. 
They are the inrentions, in subsequent agi‘», of indivi- 
dualtt, who wished to emulate tiicir neiglibonrs nttil rivals, 
the Hindoos, at n time whet? the latter wihst’nited the 
gross and revoiting idolatry erf the Pnniniis, to the pure r 
doctrines of die Vedas. But what comes direfitv fo oar 
piiTiiose is the distinction of these twenty seaTs into two 
elnwses. The Iwst comprises sixteen seals, onder the dc* 
signation of Hupa or matter ; the second mcli:des four 
seats, called .1 \tpa, or iunotetial atodea or f omlitionf:. 
Tlcre are located, ns on graml and imniriKe scale, accord* 
ing to their reapective proficiency iu si ieiKe and medita¬ 
tion, the being* that hare stricen to mlTance In knowledge, 
hy the esertions of the metitnl fncnltics. The pi ncral 
appellation giren to each Hass, hears a great meaning, 
and therefore, deserves explonntion. In the 16 scuts of 
jr«prt, are placed the (ontemplalirea who hnee as vet a 
body, <tnrf hare ir»t been hitherta able, to dlpcti jtn»^ the in- 
selves frim some affection to matter. The sniijects ot 
their meditations, are still the beings iiihnbicing this ma- 
ferial world, together with some nf tl>c Kathnhj oc eoir- 
ser poitioQ of their being. But in the four s«its called 
jlrnywi, wtrich terminate the series trf Bud hist heavens, 
the contemptatiTCs are destitute of shtFpe and body : they 
arc alnwwf brought to the condition of pure spirits. In 
their sitblinie and lofty flight in the regions of npiritnnl- 
ism, they reem to have bid a last farewell to this world, 
and to liw rn> longer ccnccmed with miitcrial things. 

Ijet us phitieo rapidly over these vnriom scirfs, nnd p'ly 
a visit to the beings riiat hare been rewarded with a place 
in them, owing to their great profii iency in the mental 
cicereise of meditation. We will begin with the lowest 
scat, and from it, swccesaively ascend to the loftiest. IVe 
must bear in remembriince that there arc, as above stated, 
five degrees of meditation or five parts, vir., perception, 
reflection, satisfaction, happiness and fixity, tie who 
kftM been much exercised in the first degree, shall in ha- 
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hit one of the three fir.^t scute of Hupa. Those who^ 
leiivin;T the fir>l degreej shull ddight m the fjeiond 
iiti-'l thir l, shiill itibubtl, ftreordinj^ to their respective pro- 
press, one of the tlitee following sciitfi, Thoee who lake 
delight but in the fourth degree, having no further aid of 
the three parte, perception^ ronsiderarion nnd m\h- 
fiirtioWt fihull be located in the 7th, 8tb and 9th seats. 
M"hen the fifth degree of Dian, or mcoitatioiL, has been 
aiuiued, tint is t3 wh™ n privilegerj contempladTc 
y uble ti meditete and eontomplute^ wit' out having re¬ 
course to the rep rose nhition and coasiderntion of the oh- 
jecti without oil owing one self to be influenced by plea¬ 
sures or joy, then be lists attained ttj the state of fixity 
and. indiSereuee; he oceii|jiet^ the lOth and lltii ^ats. 
The five remaining seate be^ir the collective name of 
Th& 0 iiA 9 tnfiM^ or abodeti of the pure or perfect, that is to 
say, tlie dwelling plitce of thot^ who have catered into 
the curreat of perfection, I'hey are inhabited by the 
K diaaa Putadran^ and the four sort^ of contemplativcs 
chilled Umatapan, Thukiidagan. AnitgaTi atid ]lahundas+ 
'fhe latter have outerediuto the Tftorf/i, or current of per- 
fection^ The Thmitipans and 'niakadagiUis ate pure and 
exmpt from all infiiience of demerits; the AUiigane are 
d^'liveted from the fivj coiicupisf'eucea. l"he Kahandae 
are enjoying a perfect indifference for «JL They are 
iditrangeT^ to sneh a language this: I am greats I am 
greater, lam greatest Stich terms of eomparisou are 
hut m3re illuL^iion> 1 ; they arc deceitful souucLi rbat con- 
fusc^ distract aod bewilder the ignorant. 

Above the ThoG^amfiUt seats, are the four^ called Ara- 
or iiumiiferial. 'fhe denizens of these places have, :it 
first, recugnUed that the niiserici^ attending luau^ in Chii 
worlds have their ortgiu in the body* ITiey then con¬ 
ceive the utmost disgust unci horror for it; they long for 
tho dissolutiou of this agent to all wickedness* So great 
is their liorror for bOslies and matter, Ihit they no longer 
ficlect them for anbjocts of mediiation; they endeavor to 
czois beyond the iiWts of materiality^ and launch fonh 
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v:^ry liniitCTl s’^etrb of this part of the work under consi¬ 
der itioD. tlie attention of the reader fthall be iliref ted on 
to xn as the tnait interestin;^ of nil bemg-i. With on^ 
B idhist antbat* therefore, he will take humnn beings eib 
the subject of his Invaf^tis'.itioTiSr Provided with the phi¬ 
losophical dissecting knifCi be will anatomise all the com- 
pon'-mt parts of that extmorJinarY beio!^, ’whose natnrn 
li ts ever pressnte 1 an in^alY.ible problem to ancient 
fiirrps.

Others, admitting 
the eternal en^xistence of nifllter and of the nupT^eme 
Ik-ing, stivt that he is the remote eanse of the otguniza- 
tiou of matter* as we at present see it. But all agree m 
this* tl^at no one mtv ever come to the kiiowledge of that 
lirst Ciins-i^j and it in mipossible ever to have an idea of iL 
Hence it U the height of folly and rash presumption, to 
attempt to come to the knowledge of what is placed be¬ 
yond the remotest range of investigation, human mind 
can ever survey. It hdiovea us to apply all the powers 
of the mind to discoTcr the immediate cause that certain¬ 
ly produces existence. 

7'he sage. To be worthy of his snlilimc calling* must 
remain satisfied with striving to find out that immediate 
cause* which brings into action the form and name?: and 
causes the ujipearance of tdl thosie modificationH which 
we rail belngit ur forms of esistencc. He ought to strive 
to account for the ntganiyEitioti of matter and all its mo¬ 
difications, b> discovering the hidden spring tliat effec¬ 
tually sets all in motion, in action, in cumbinatton of 
existences. 

Vow our ant ho; fiiit-s this important question: Wliat 
thing is to be considered as the mover of the forn^s and 
ideas ^ We know, says he, that the human body Iuls its 
begiiilug in the womb of the mother j we are acquaijitad 
with its position iu that fmtid and mirrow prison ; its be¬ 
ing stirrounded with nerves^ veins, &c., having above it 
tlie m>w elements* and under it the old ones. The man¬ 
ner ^ the imdy otii'inatos in the vvotiib much resembles 
the process by which worms and insects arc fonned in 
rotten gnbstancea, and in putrid and stajipaHnt water. But 
thi*? i« not sicronnHng for the real canse of livinff bodies. 
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Tbo real causciit ascoriling to some doctoi'S, are five in 
number, riz; ii^otaute, cnacupiscence, desire, ketn, (the 
influeaw of merits and demerits), and aha}u (the ali' 
menbi.) Thev eoDotir together in the formndbu of the 
living body in tho following maiuier. Ignoranee, eoncu- 
piscerme and desiio give a-sylnni (o the body, ns the mo¬ 
ther soppUefi the i^nnt, «itU a refuge in hci* womb. 
Kan, like the father, is the cause productive of the body. 
Ah tin affords nourishment to the biwiy. 

The ideas are but the result of Hn> formation of tho or¬ 
gans of senses, Let us suppose for instance the organ of 
seeing. The Tl^r^ik^^n KV^nirw, that is to say, the life of 
the eyefi] or the ideiis cotineetcd nnth the use of that 
sense, presupposes two things, the organ, and a form or 
an object, on which acl.s tiie org^u. 'nieso existing, 
tilere necessarily rcisnlt the tdeii of vision, the porceptioD, 
&:c„ in n word all the ideas arising from the artlon of the 
eyes upon various objects, Tlio «niue mode uf arguing is 
etrtployed, rcLatively to the other hve sonsos. 

Other philosophers argue in the toUowing way. 'iTie 
priiuary causes of all ideas and thoughts nre disposed 
under two heada, that of the ideas which have a fixed 
place, and that of those that have no fixed placo, Undijr 
the first head, are co'rapriscd the sis A^^ataita, or veats of 
lietises, and the ai.x: ^ro»i, or tho objects of senses, 
Tbettce fiow all the idesa and eoiiseiiuciices that relate to 
merit nnd demerit. Under the second hcitii are placed 
the causes or agents that produce ideas and tlioughia: 
the exercise of the inteUi-'ct holds the first rank. He 
who applies his mind to the meditation of what is good, 
such iM the commands, and other parts of the most excel¬ 
lent law, and labors to find out that all tlnit is in this 
world, is subjected to ciiauge, pain and illusion, opens 
at ouco the door to tho coming in of the tseit or ideas 
connected with mcTit, On the other hand, the applini* 
tion of the mind to tilings bad, and erroneous, cojitmry 
to the preacriptions of the holy law, ^neratos the ideaa 
of demerit, Such are the causes of the ideas and thoughts.

The form and ideas thnt eonstitnte all being??, ore liable 
to migerieSj old age ond deathi because there is genera¬ 
tion Emd death; generation erists, because there ore 
worlds 1 worlds exist, bceanse there h desire : desire ex¬ 
ists, bf^cause there aiie orgam j organs exht, Jn^cause 
there are form and name; form and iinme exists heeauso 
there are eoneepts ^ cijueepts existt because there is merit 
mid demerit; merit and demerit csisL because there is 
igTiorunre. Tho ktter in indeed the real cause of all 
forms and ideas. There is no doubt but this bitter opinion 
13 the favorite our with mt author. It is Im^cd U|KJa the 
theory of the twelye Nidaiuis, or cuuses and effects^ and 
appears to be the orthodox opinion, and bears the stump 
of great anriquitj. 

Having thus aceounted in the beyt way he coultb for 
the eNistencc of all that relates to the bciugs iu the three 
world 3* our author fondly dwells on the benedts that ac¬ 
crue fra in tlie knowledge of causes. It dissipates all 
doubts, that had previously darkened Uic mkic]; it quiets 
all tlie unxictics of the heart, and affords perfect peace. 
For want of it, the impiou.s full from one error into ano- 
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ther error : the ili«cipleK of ftudhii are rhieflv p^-rfecred 
by it'T he ip. 

Wi' read in the Budkint arriptt!re!» that e [Jrahmlii 
went to {'on^uU Bndha ou aiimi> points timt niuclt per- 
piexed lupi mind. He said to Uim: I ttm AS'ith 

doubts respecting tke past, the present and the future. 
Ile.specting the post, I ask tn mvrtelf; Have 1 passed 
through former generations or not t What svas my con¬ 
dition during those existences? ,\Iy ansn-er js: 1 am 
ignorant ati aJl those pints. A\’hiit na« my iwpitton 
previous to those eeneiattions ? t know it not. As to 
the present, is it true that f exist? or is mj exist cnee hut 
an iiiuBion ? Shall I have tn bt' horn aa^iu or not ? 
What Qi'c those living beings that sunoimd rno at pre¬ 
sent 1 Arc they but so many illusions, ;rhirh deceive me 
by their ap|iearance of reality I On these points, I am 
sunk into complete ignorance. The fntujT is Ukem-te 
full of donhta and most perplexing nnpertaintica. Shall 
1 have other genemtions or not I What aholl be tny 
eoudltion during those coming exist ences ? A thick veil 
hides from eyes nil that eon corns my future destiny. 
What are the meiuis Ti' rlenr up all those doubts that cn- 
eompu-ss me oti all sideii ? 

Bndhn said to him : rehect at drat on this main point, 
that what we nrc wont to call self or wot, is nothing but 
name and form, that Is to soy, u ™ra[Ktnud of the four 
elements, which uijderjstoe*^ peri»efu!il ciiwuges under the 
action or iiitinence of Ayia. Iliiviug ncquinnl tliecfinvic- 
Hon icf tilt* truth of tins principle, it reinuins wnth you 
to iii''catigatc etirofuUy the causes which pmdin'c both 
narno and form. This simple cxnmination wdll lead 
you, ot once, to tho perfect solution of ail yonr doubts, 
Behold the difference that exists betiveen the hol¬ 
ders of false doctrines and tin? true believeis. The 
f 'nner, whom ive may almost call animak. never take 
the trouble to examine the nature of beings r or the 
eau:ses of their existence. They arc stubbornly attached 
to their false theories, and persist in saying that what the 
eo 
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i^oraut, doUvutvd up to illusion, are iwetl to cull an ani¬ 
mal, a kin^, a subject, a foot and a bund, 4fcc,, are really 
nUTinnls. klu^, subjjt'ct, foot and Land, Sjc* i whilst all 
Uvift" beings fuitl their compouciit imrts arc iiotUiufj else 
but name and form, that w to say, n compoinnl made up 
of the tirtU' clcTnciits. lltose impions are dclivcrcrl up to 
error; hence it happens that they follow all diflcroiit 
ways. VVe reckon junoni^ them more tlinn. sisty iliffemif 
sects, all at Tdiiiinrc aniouu tliciif'cJvrs : l*ut all iinitinii 
in a common obstmucy to it^ect the trnr tlortriue of Bii- 
dha. They are doomed to movi* inceHsnntly ^rithin the 
circle ofeiidh ss ami n i rtciied esistem-es. 

Uow diffciriit i* the fotuHtiou of the true belicverH, 
our followers:! They know llint tin* Kviiii? ht iii^s, inha- 
Ki Hi Tiff die world, hiuf a licfrinins- Bnt they are sensi¬ 
ble of the folly nf sittemptiiif; tn rciuh this beetling nr 
first cause, ‘i’bis is above the capacity of the loiticst in¬ 
telligence. It is evident, for instance, that the seeds of 
plants and trees, which arc contimially in n shtte oi 
proilnction, ha\T; n begining. But what that beginuig !*■ 
no one presumes to determine it. So it is with man aud 
all lining beings. They know well, too, that whnt is 
vulgarly Ctilled man, wo'nian, eyes, mouth, art* all illuaory 
distinctious, vanishing away in the presence of the Sage, 
who sees nothing in all that, but name aud form, the pio- 
dnetiott of Xuit anil ’(Vibek, that is to say, of the first aiii,l 
second «n6e- These two tilings are not the man, or the 
woman, &c,, but they arc the eflicieiit causes of botli. 
What wc Hity, respecting man and woman, may be ii]!' 
plied to nDimuls, aud to all other beings. They are nil 
the productions or resiJts of Kan and Wibek, quite tia 
distinct from these two agents, ae cfFert is distinct from 
its cause. To explain this doctrine, liudhists have re¬ 
course to the comparison of a hiirningglass. When there 
is such auinstraiDent,ouoneli;,inl,iind the rays of the sun to 
fall on it, on the other, fire then is produced: Imtfire ta quite 
distinct from tlie two causes that have concurred jointly in 
produring it.

The subject under consideration is a very important 
one. It coinprebends and comp>isc8 a snmmaiT of mauT 
particulars already alluded to, in the foregoing two arti¬ 
cles, 'fhe reader will hud less rugged the path he has 
to follow, iind less diy the gromiu be will have to go 
over. 

Our author scents to lay great stress on this special 
point. The sage, says hcj who ta desirous to arrive to 
the supreme perfection, nmsf apply all the powers of his 
mind to discern the true ways from the false ones. Many 
ore deceived in the midst of their researches Eifter wis¬ 
dom. The real criterion between the true ami false wnys 
is this; when, in connidering an object, and making a 
philosophical iiualysis of it, the sage Htids it somewhat 
connected with concupiaconee and other pa,ssions, so far 
that he cannot, as it were, dissolve it by the appHcation 
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of tlio thice priutiples ot‘ iiueitsu. duka and unutdi. fbai 
is to sav, cban;^, pain, mui illnsioii, tlieu ho must cun* 
clatii? that bo is out of the rif^ht w.iyH; the hiijh rofu] to 
porlection is barred before him. But on the coutrarv, 
wbsnsvor by tlio appliance of the tbtoe great priuciples, 
he sees that all the object-i brought under his considera- 
tiou, are nothing mors or less than the mere com pound of 
the fuur olemou^, divestnJ of those illusory appeiiriinroH 
which deceivo so many, tlicn he may be eortiiin that he 
ia in the right poaitioti, atid ia anre of making progress in 
the vviiy to perfection. 

To fiicilitate the study of the Mcffffas, Budhists have 
claasLhed all real and imaginary beings under u ccrttiin 
number nf heads. The Sage, to complete his labnnaus 
iaak, hua to examine separately each of these subjects 
and submit them to the foUon'ing knglhetied, difficult 
and coni plicated proi^cas. lie takes up one subject, tit- 
tentivelv considers it» exterior and interior compound 
parts, its connection snd rcliCtioti with other thiu|Ks, its 
tendency to adhere to, or part with, surrontiding objects. 
Poxsuing his inquiries into the past, he endeavors to 
make himself acquainted with the slate and condition of 
that object during several periods that have ciapacd; 
when his mind is satisfied on this poiur, he iollowa up in 
fnturitj' the same object unJ calculates from the experi¬ 
ence of the past, what change it may hereafter become 
subjected to. This study enables him to poreoive dis¬ 
tinctly, that it is subjected to the three great laws of rauta- 
hilitys pain and illusion. Tilts conviction once deeply 
asated in Ina soul, the Sage holds that object in supreme 
contempt i for from having any ufTcctiou for. or attach* 
ment to it, he feels an intense disgust for it. and longs 
for tiie possession of Xeibban, which is Ihe exemption 
from the influence of niubtbility, pain and illumon. 

What we have now stated is tolerably cleiu* and intL'l- 
ligible i but what follow* is leas evident. It partakes of 
that nbacurity and compUcatioti so pccuLtar to Budliist 
metbaphysict}. This state ol things, is created and ruaiu- 
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tiiiiijd duefiv by a nmniui for divisiom uiid iiubdivFMoiu; 
that tvauUI hare puzzled even the sehoatmeu of the nuddlc 
(igos, T^'c hare to listen to what our fiuthor say^ res¬ 
pect! D|f the method to be observed iu Ciirrj'tii^ nn the 
(front e.vammat|oti of all subject* of liiveR%atiati. If that 
labor be patiently iind pcrflcieringly prosecuted, until all 
the objects of itmuiry be e^baustedT ample and niiigiiib' 
cent bhail be the rewurci for aiich labors. The 8 hxl‘ shall 
be in possession of the perfect science : Xeibbitn will ap¬ 
pear to luTT.; he will long for it, uud nnremittiiisfly 'hape 
Ills cottrsc in its direction ; iu a word he shall hare reach¬ 
ed the acme of porfectiou. Seated on that loftj' positiou, 
eujcrying a perfect culm iu the hosom of absoiute fpiiet- 
ism, the sage Ls beyond the teach of passionat tlicre is no 
illitsioit for him; he: haw cut the last thread of future 
generations, ijy iJie ch‘»t ruction of the iufiut'ure fd' mcritri 
and demeritH; he* Iulh obtHiuctl tltc dclirenmcc from all 
miHcries; he Jul-* rciichctl the pL'aci'fnl shores of N ujlniii, 
But such a prize [s not ciisilr abtuUied : it b to be pur- 
rlinsed, Imt at the expense of an itnmenru* amount of inst- 
iug aud siren no iLs uiental exertions,

AltTICLK VI. 

fiF TUF Vltrsf 1 I n' I^CItTEjCT ntnEKCK, 

In the preceding article, we have reviewed tlie whole 
scsite of beings and analysed summarily some of them, 
merely to sliow tlie way to the general analysis of ail 
othei^. Tlie ultimate result of such an investigation, is 
to acquire the couvietion that all beings are subjected to 
mutal>ility. pain and illusinn. This conviction, once 
seated ill the soul, generates a generous contempt for so 
mis'^rablc objecbi. In this article, we must see by what 
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mcnm thifl philoBophical sentiment moy firmly rtwate^l 
in the eoul, ond man niny fiiinlly entertain a thurough 
dis^st for all creatures, even for his own hody* This 
loathsontetieEs for all that exists, is immetUalely fcjllowetl 
up by an ardent desire of becoming free and disentang¬ 
led from all the ties and trammeb that eiico]ii]ULss other 
beings. "When a man has become fiiiniltar xnth enth a 
conviction, to the cxtetit that his thonghts, desiros and 
actions axe entirely regnlatetl its immediate inflneucc^ 
he is free from the errors that deceive almost all other 
beings: he sees things ns they are in their nature, and 
appreciates them to their real value, lie estranges him- 
eelf frem them, lie is, in mind, fu tlie state of Xeibban, 
until death will complete oidwardly, what was already 
existing iuw^atJly in hi.^ mind. 

We are all aivaroi author t that the ]jriuciple 

of instability pervades all that exist in helli on earth, and 
in the anperinr seats, ilnt this important science is, 
with many, too sit]>erficial and but imperfectly under- 
stiKifh Our great object to root it deeply in onr mind, 
so that wc might ever be preserved from those false im¬ 
pressions whichj too often^ tempt to believe that nnita^ 
bility and changes arc not iifferiing all beings. What 
are the obstacles that oppose in us the progress into true 
science 1 There are three. The first is tSunii^ or dnra- 
tion of existence. We nlloiv ourselves to be lulled in the 
□pillion that our life shall be much longer prolonged : that 
we have as yet mnny daya, months and Tenir^, to spend in 
tins world. This groundless supposition [irevimts ns 
from attending to the princiiile of miitability. To coun¬ 
teract this dangerous improssioiu let us exam5hoiv uU 
things are bom, but soon die: and therefore, let xi^ 
have alvvayB deatli present to our iiuud. Ijot us coasi- 
dev the short duration and vaiiify of nnr being; ihea we 
will soon be convinced that the form of the hotly, is like 
the wovcrt of the that swell for a moment nnd soon 
disappear; that ^ea-sation Is |>roduced like frutti from tin; 
doi^hing of the wares t that the Thm^in or persuasion 
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H'l* ftctioirPf huB no tnorG stRUility or ro&lify thnn Iii^ht* 
iiin"; thi»i thp Smiifiitra, or conctpt, or prodnotion is 
like the pliiiitiiiu trw nrjtbout thM-Hipth, »ntl that the vIctiV 
ofobjerts (hront{h onr sennosi ilotiorvcs no raore rredit 
tbttix the \sords nf n tiiinrk. Let us reason io u similar 
tTitumcry on the cpliptnereal cMinteucc of nil the heiti^s 
that are in this nwld : wo will t'asily come to a similar 
rtineUision. tlmt they iire the virttws ^ mifiohilltv. incet*- 
sautly tossed about as n piece of wood by tlie billowa oi 

the sea. , . 

A Hei'oud obstdele lo oiu' perreivinj? the ureat pnntT' 
pie that pdirt is heavily weighing on all creatures, is the 
irifthut, nr the four sitiiiitioiis or |H»tttons the body does 
pjtisuine, viz; sitting, siaiuUng, laying and walk tug. If a 
mall enjoys good hciiltli, he owe*' it rliirtiy to the chaupe 
of altuatiou. ^Vere he iJnomed to occupy ulways the sanio 
[iliU'e, or remaiti in the !.anio situation, he w'oitid fed 
quite misenihte. Lie tnomeivtarily relieves himself frem 
his temporary afHicritms. hy a change of situation. TliiJ» 
relief makes liini forgetful of the great principle of c/«A'fr. 
But in truth, niirbody is like n patient that requires the 
coTLstain attetidauce of the physician, ^i^"o must feed it, 
refresh it, wiish it, clothe it. &c., to save it from hunger, 
rlinrat. dirt and cold. >Vliat is all that, hut a sad ^and 
cmistnnt prrnsf that we are slaves to pain. 'I’lierc is no¬ 
thing Imt piiiti and nJfiic doii in this wretched wurld. "nje 
ssiiijc- fate await-H all other beings: tliey are till in a state 
of riulutnnct; and stifFcriug, prochiiming alond tlic irre- 
sistible stetion uf (inkii. 

A tltiitl (distucle to niir being coiivinctKl that all is H- 
Iiision, in this world, it* fliiU false persnasitm wliith makes 
US to say: lUw is a foot, a hand, a woman, &c. Whilst 
these things have no reality, no consistence, hut are mere 
shades ready at imy moment to vanish and disiippciir. 
■ Hi esc and like expressioDs being always used, import, at 
lost. ii sort (if cimvlcdou that they are true ; hut after all 
what are all these things, but a com^Kimid cd' tire four 
elements, or more simply, uama and rupa ? 
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In addition to this examiuatiQU. the Haf^<^coi^sitlcr8 aliin 
011 r idoasi and the o|>€»Tations of mir mental faoujtie^f^ 
Here he sees thesor idcns appearing for a moment arid 
then tiisnppeiulni^: ho roin indeii tlmt ideas arc likeivisc 
subjected to ttie great law of rantahiJitv* He tinds as 
miith miser}’ in his own minti as he has met with in the ex¬ 
terior objerts : all aronud Iiii^ mind, is but iliiievion. When 
he has reached this point, ho h ilelivci’cd at oncx' of the 
tliftic that make one believe that tliere k some¬ 

thing real in birth existence and action "Hie destruc¬ 
tion of all heiiigSj of eiU things* is ever present to hii 
mind. In gnrh a state, the Sage is free from nil erro- 
noous doctmiGs 3 he is disgusted mthlife; the exercke 
of meditation is easy to hiin^ and almost iminleiTiipted. 
He is free from all passions. 

Our author has another i.kapter devoted to the ennsi- 
deration of the miseries attending all living beings. To 
make m better informed on this subject, he deeii'es the 
Sage to meditete upon the TUiaeries attending birth, exist- 
cticiu old age anti death ; he wiahes him to examinr ut- 
tentively the condition of iill creatures, that he might 
never be ecducod by the dasR^Jiug ii|ipcaranre thatencoTn- 
passes them. llCt at great length, in^iisLs upon the dan¬ 
gers surrounding the wise n in lit tis j^et compelkEl to re¬ 
main in contact with this mutedal world. 'To make ns 
hetter iniderstaud this snbjetd, he makes use of the foi- 
Inwiiig similitude. A man worn out wth fatigue^ enters 
a cave whorein he longs to enjoy ii refrewhing rest. He 
is just lying dow-rs in the hope of nbundoTiing himself to 
the sweet delight of niidiamrbixl reposi^ when, on a sud¬ 
den, ho perceives clone by him an infuriiited tiger. At 
lhat moment all idea of rest, of sleep ^ of happiues^tT va¬ 
nishes away; he is taken \i]i ^iolely with the imminent 
danger of tiis position. Such is the position of the Sage 
who, living among creatures^ may be tempted to allow' 
himself tu look on tliem with un idea of enjoyment* But 
when he has come to that state, to be disgusted with all 
the modificationfl matter is stthjected to, be is likened to 
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the pure who never sete Ills feet in Ioav and dirty 
places, hot detif^hfei to rest on tho bosom of a beautiful 
lake, of limpid and dear water, (Tur Si^tc who has in 
abhorraice all the fUtb of this misemble world, is delight¬ 
ed only iii the consideration of truth. He is displeased 
with the VForhl nuJ all thio^ that are therein. His mind 
is busily cngiifftHl in fiiidiiig out the most effectual means 
to break with this world, and rend atrmuler tho tics that 
return him linked to it. Tie is like a fish caught in the 
net, or a fro;,' seized by a snake, or a man shut u]i in a 
drtngvoit. Ail three strii c, to their utmost, to escaiie the 
danger iliar threutens thorn tmd regain their liberty. 
Such is tho coadition of the ]jerfcct, who has attentiveiy 
considered ihe ninn^ stiurcs that are arouud thiui. He, 
too, has but one object in view, that of freeing himself 
from them aiul obtaining the deUverunco. 

'Ilie best and surest moans to save himself from the 
daugertt attending existence, is a profound and nnmmit- 
ting meditation on the three great principlca: aneltaa, dii- 
ku and anatta. Wo will select among many I'ctierClous
